Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Again in accordance with the Statutes, the Selectmen 
are pleased to make the following report: 


Once more it is gratifying to be able to report that 
the financial condition of the town is excellent, a substan- 
tial amount having been certified to us by the Director of 
Accounts as available for use during 1957 in the usual man- 
ner and for unforseen emergencies without recourse to 
borrowing. 


The damage caused by the storms of last March was 


expensive for the town to repair. It was necessary to re- 


place large sections of the Plank Walk and build new jet- 
ties and repair old ones at East Sandwich Beach to pro- 
tect shore property and beach from the fury of the ocean. 
This work has all been satisfactorily completed with the aid 
of the state and county money under Chapter 91 of the 
General Laws. 


The adding of an asphalt top coat and shaping of 
shoulders will complete the work proposed for Sandy Neck 
Road, and a safe and smooth road is assured for this year’s 
travel. 


The completion of work on Route 130 from the Henry 
T. Wing School to Shawme Road is realized as a much need- 
ed improvement by all who use this road. More work under 
Chapter 90 is proposed in 1957, as will be seen in the cur- 
rant Warrant. 


It was found necessary by engineers to build a new 
bridge over Town Brook (River Street) as the existing 
bridge was found unsafe for heavy travel. This work is 
practically completed.

Work on Willow Street was started and the Selectmen 
are told by the Highway Surveyor its completion will be 
one of his first projects in the Spring. 


Money is sought for continuing Square Dancing and for 
another successful Celebration of 4th of July in this year’s 
warrant. 


A start has been made on the parking area at Sandwich 
Beach (Town Neck), and it is the hope of the Selectmen 
that it may continue this year, together with the con- 
struction of a suitable Comfort Station,—a much needed 
improvement. 


The Selectmen wish to thank the heads of all depart- 
ments for their cooperation and our efficient aids at Town 
Hall.

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Assessors’ Report 


With the 1956 increase in the assessed valuation of 
real and personal property, for the first time the total val- 
uation of the Town exceeded $5,000,000. 

Additional parcels of land were discovered through the 
plotting of more territory on the work being done on the 
assessors’ maps. Also, adjustments in the size of areas were 
made because of the opportunity to correctly scale the 
plots of land. Because of poor descriptions, in many cases 
the acreage was only estimated. 

The assessors’ maps are finally reaching the point of 
completion. This will be the last year in which an appro- 
priation of $2,000. will be requested. With this year’s ap- 
propriation, the field work will be completed and the major 
plotting done. Some additional research will be needed to 
complete the location of a number of parcels in a few 
areas on which the available information is either missing _ 
or is so vague as to be troublesome. 

The work of the assessors in adjusting some of the in- 
equities in assessed valuations was continued and will be 
carried on in an effort to fairly distribute the tax load. 

Information supplied through the building permits, 
which were issued starting in June 1956, has proved of great 
assistance in locating and establishing values. There were 
48 permits issued, with a total estimated cost of construc- 
tion of $212,950. As this by-law did not go into effect until 
sometime after the 1956 Annual Town Meeting because of 
legal requirements, the construction for all of the year is 
not reflected in the permits issued. Also, while the by-law 
was duly advertised, in a few instances construction work 
was done without giving the information by obtaining a 
permit. We feel sure that this condition will be corrected 
in the future.

To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Our records show a decrease in the case load and mon- 
ies spent during the past year. 


Medical expenses continue to run high. Hospital rates 
have been increased and new drugs and medications that 
are most beneficial are expensive. 


A cost of living increase was given to all four categories 
of assistance effective July 1, 1956. 


Recoveries for the year collected under the Lien Law 
and Section 4A of Chapter 118A were $11,742.30.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


The activity of the Planning Board was mainly con- 
cerned with the approval of three subdivisions in the town. 


The first subdivision approved was Section II of Otis 
Gardens in Forestdale by Mr. and Mrs. John A. Coe. The 
second subdivision approved was of the land in East Sand- 
wich owned by the Scorton Corporation. This is a large sub- 
division consisting of seventy-two lots and extends from 
Route 6A to Cape Cod Bay. Approval was also given to a 
subdivision of six lots on land of Mrs. Marguerite A. Brown 
at Scusset Beach. 


In addition to the work on these subdivisions the Board 
took under consideration the layouts of ways to the great 
ponds and made report of its findings to the Town Meeting 
in 1956. 


The Board also approved the relocation of Quaker Meet- 
inghouse Road and Spring Hill Road intersections with 
Route 6A and the layouts of Tyler Drive, Dillingham Avenue 
and Willow Street as laid out by the Selectmen. 


Two petitions requesting studies of the needs of the town 
in regard to protective by-laws have been received. Prelim- 
inary work is now being done to draw up an acceptable by- 
law for presentation to a town meeting at a later date. 


The Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission has also 
asked the Board to study and sponsor a protective by-law 
restricting heights of structures in the approaches to run- 
ways at Otis Air Force Base. This will also be presented at 
a later town meeting.

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Library Report 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


t is a pleasure to submit herewith the 66th Annual 
Report of the Sandwich Public Library and my first as 
Librarian. 


The building has needed very little repair this year, but 
the entrance hall was painted during the summer adding 
much to its appearance. A new typewriter with table, a 
smaller desk and new chair replaced the old office furniture 
givirig more room to work. All the bushes around the build- 
ing have been trimmed which will make the grounds more 
attractive. 


Miss Lydia Banta was appointed Assistant Librarian in 
February. The librarians attended a two day workshop on 
library procedures in connection with the meeting of The 
Cape Cod Library Club in May. 


The story hour, which was conducted so successfully 
last year by Mrs. Richard Hayes, continued through April. 
Mrs. Hayes was assisted by a group of Campfire Girls who 
she taught to lead the rhythm games and who were able 
to take over one day when she was absent. This group of 
girls are to be commended for the fine cooperation they gave. 
The average attendance was 28. The story hour was resumed in 
November with Mrs. John L. Pfeiffer doing the first and 
Mrs. Lewis Burke, Jr., continuing them. The Campfire Girls 
are again assisting. 


During the year we have had many requests for books 
on a variety of special subjects, such as learning to talk in 
sign language, teaching deaf mutes to talk, helping the 
hard of ‘hearing child, and various technical books. We met 
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all these requests through loan books from the Division of 
Public Libraries. We have also been able to supply material 
needed in Cub Scout projects. 


We have been particularly happy with the cooperation 
of the school during the past year. The teachers have been 
most helpful in suggesting titles needed and we have been 
able to pass on to the school library several duplicate copies 
of books. The first of November at the request of Mr. Ovian 
we started an experiment of taking books to the school for 
the 4th, 5th and 6th grades rather than have them come 
to the Library during school hours. We take 15 books for each 
class every other week. This seems to be working out well 
and we have received many book reports for reading certi- 
ficates. 


From time to time we have had small exhibits, one of 
the most interesting being that of books written and illus- 
trated by several 6th grade girls last Spring. Other exhibits 
were a branch of coconuts from Florida and a Hawaiian 
Lei flown from Hawaii. During Book Week we had an exhibit 
of new juvenile books and at Christmas a display of Christ- 
mas books. 


Several organizations have used the downstairs meeting 
room during the year. 


A total of 110 books have been given to the library during 
the year by the following people: Mrs. R. P. Hines, Mrs. 
Charles Fawsett, Mr. Chester Lovell, Mrs. Asa Wing, Mr. & 
Mrs. Gordon H. Kunz, Miss Elaine Volkers, Mrs. E. A. Hawkes, 
Mrs. Phillip Thomas, Miss Gladys Stowe, Mrs. Frank Wenner- 
strom, Mrs. Ada Green, Mrs. Joseph Bazzinotti, Mr. Gordon 
A. Caulfield, Mrs. M. H. Whitney, Miss Esther Crowell, Mr. 
Thornton W. Burgess, Dr. S. M. Beale, Jr., Mr. B. H. Beckhart, 
Mrs. L. P. Weil, Mrs. Phillip Granger, The Sandwich Board 
of Trade, and a group of Forestdale friends in memory of 
Arthur Weatherbee. Mrs. Everett Wright continued to supply 
us with American Magazine until it discontinued publica- 
tion in August and Miss Mackey renewed our subscription 
to Horticulture. We wish to thank them all for the fine 
additions to our shelves. 
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The lighted tree on the lawn at Christmas is always a 
joy and seems to be more beautiful each year. Mr. Charles 
Burke again donated a lovely Christmas tree for inside, Mrs. 
Everett Wright and Mrs. Harley Chamberlin arranged at- 
tractive greens with our Christmas book display. All these 
with the wreaths placed on the doors by the Trustees added 
greatly to the spirit of Christmas. 


Our readers this year numbered 973. 143 new cards were 
added during the year, 55 of which were summer residents. 
The circulation was 21,655, a gain of 1,679 over last year. It 
is interesting to note that the juvenile circulation for the 
year was 17,575, about 1/3 of the total. The summer was 
particularly busy with 313 books being circulated one Satur- 
day in July, an all time high for a single day. 


During the year 668 books have been catalogued of which 
233 were adult fiction, 170 juvenile fiction, 177 adult non- 
fiction and 88 juvenile non-fiction. 


With the increased use of our educational and cultural 
facilities and the greater scope and variety of our activities 
we must soon face the problem of making adequate provision 
for the Library’s growing circulation. This will mean finding 
proper housing for a larger collection of books and reference 
material. We are reaching the place where to add a book, 
we must remove a book. This increasing need for book space 
will continue to be a problem until some effective solution 
is found and it obviously must be found in the not too 
distant future. I believe the Library’s eventual assets are 
ample to provide for this contingency, but in the meanwhile 
—what'! 


I appreciate very much the cooperation of the trustees 
in making the past year a successful one for the library.

Your Board of Health in the interest of and for the pre- 
servation of Public Health adopted the following Rules and 
Regulations which are in accordance with the General Laws: 


The Disposal of Sewage 
Eating and Drinking Establishments 
Collection and Disposal of Refuse and Garbage 


Recreational Camps, Overnight Camps, Cabins, Motels, 
Trailer Coach Parks 


These Rules and Regulations are now in printed form 
and can be secured from the Board of Health. 


GARBAGE AND REFUSE COLLECTION SYSTEM 

Your Board of Health has worked on a study as to 
whether our Town would benefit by having its own garbage 
and refuse collection system. From our analysis so far, it 
is our opinion that it would be to the best interests of every 
home owner if we considered some plan or system of our 
own. However, we wish to continue our study to make sure 
that all plans have been completely investigated before pre- 
senting our recommendations to the Town. 


ENCEPHALITIS (Horse Sleeping Sickness) 

On August 15th a warning was issued through the press 
of the danger of the spread of Horse Sleeping Sickness 
through the bite of Mosquitoes. This warning was issued 
because two horses and two infants had died of this disease 
in another part of the State. The warning also requested 
everyone to take precautions against this disease, and to 
keep and eye on the Mosquito.

On September 4th at 9:30 A.M. our Agent was advised 
that a Veterinary had reported that a pony in Forestdale 
had Horse Sleeping Sickness. Your Board upon receiving this 
report immediately contacted the Barnstable County Health 
Department, the State Board of Health, Commander of the 
Air Force Base, Cape Cod Mosquito Control Board, all Phy- 
Sicians in Sandwich and Mr. Henry Hall, Superintendent of 
Insect control. 


At 11:45 A.M. the Army made an Aerial survey to 
locate the breeding places of Mosquitoes. The Cape Cod 
Mosquito Control and Mr. Henry Hall immediately started 
spraying the entire area. 


On September 23rd we were notified that a Sandwich boy 
has Suspected Encephalitis, and that the family physician 
had the child removed to St. Lukes Hospital, New Bedford. 


The Board immediately contacted the Cape Cod Mosquito 
Control and our Mr. Hall who immediately started spraying 
all sections of the Town. In addition the State Department 
of Public Health, and the County Board of Health were noti- 

fied. 


On September 24th the hospital verified the physician’s 
diagnosis as Encephalitis—type undetermined. 


On November 27th the State Director of Communicable 
Diseases wrote as follows: 


“The Laboratory has spent quite a great deal of time 
working on the brain of the pony, and has yet been unable 
to demonstrate a Virus as the cause of the disease, and it ap- 
pears that the pony must have died of some other cause. 
The case of the boy was also time consuming in unravelling 
because he was not suffering from an illness due to the 
Equine Virus, but was ill of Encephalitis due to the virus 
from another cause. 


At the time that the illness of the nine year old boy and 
the pony occured there was no way of knowing whether or 
not they were afflicted with Horse Sleeping Sickness, and in 
such circumstances it is important that action be taken as 
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though they were ill of the disease. Your Board is to be greatly 
commended for the prompt action which it took for the con- 
trol of Mosquitoes in the Town of Sandwich even though it 
now appears that neither case of the diseases was due to the 
Eastern Virus.” 


Your Board believes everyone is happy that this is so 
because we can still say that the disease, which alarmed all 
of us and our out of town visitors, never appeared on this 
side of the Canal. 


Our thanks to all who coopearted with us during 1956, 
and may we have your cooperation in 1957 to help keep our 
Town free of any epidemic caused by filth or unsanitary 
conditions.

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Report of the Public Health Nurse 


Year Ending December 31, 1956 


Board of Selectmen 
Town of Sandwich, Mass. 


Most Honorable Gentlemen: 


As I scan the day sheets to compile material for my 
annual report I see many accomplishments over last year, 
and I also see some things that might have been done, were 
it not in most cases due to circumstances beyond our control, 
however I trust you as well as the good citizens of Sandwich 
will be pleased with my report. 


Perhaps the biggest undertaking was the Salk vaccine 
program. Throughout the year various clinics were held 
and of this date nearly five hundred persons from six months 
and up to twenty years are ready for their “booster” or 
third innoculation. These must take place at least six months 
after the second vaccination was given. 


Plans are now in the formative stage for these clinics and 
children will again be bringing home request slips for the 
third innoculation. 


The Well Child Conference conducted by Dr. Gleason of 
Wareham has become a real institution, and grows each 
year. 


This project is sponsored in part by the Sandwich Pub- 
lic Health Association and partly by the Barnstable County 
Health Dept. 


As most everyone is aware, this clinic takes in all pre- 
school children from one year of age, and a few special ones 
under a year. 

The children are given a thorough examination by the 
physician and is brought up to date by his various innocu- 
lations, and is vaccinated for entry into his first school 
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year. The parent accompanying the child has a private 
conference with Dr. Gleason and any problems are dis- 
cussed and further observations advised. Follow-up work is 
done on many of the children requiring it. The parental 
cooperation is excellent and regular visits are made to the 
family physician, or to out of town clinics, of a special nature. 


The W.C.C. ties in with School Registration of new first 
grade pupils which takes place in May. Here the child and 
parent meet with the nurse and teacher, and the health 
record which is carried throughout his school career, is 
begun. His yearly weight, height, physical examination re- 
port, beside vision and hearing test results are recorded on 
this document, and other notations of importance made as 
occasion arises. 


For those children of school age who have their triple 
antigen innoculations regularly, these are given by Dr. 
Moore, by parental request. 


Health Services which are currently being utilized are 
“The Crippled Children’s Clinic”, Hyannis and Pocasset, the 
“Mental Health” Clinics, Hyannis, Mass., Eye and Ear Infirm- 
ary, Children’s Hospital, Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, and 
Pondville. We are ever so grateful for the services these clin- 
ics render, and we are most grateful for the services of the 
Cape Cod Chapter, American Red Cross for transportation to 
Children’s Hospital with more serious cases. It is often diffi- 
cult to obtain drivers, and I feel that the Red Cross has gone 
to great length to assist in this most urgent need. 


The local Board of Health works close to the Nursing 
Service and is striving always to bring about more health- 
ful and sanitary conditions and calls upon the nurse when 
her field work dovetails with theirs, this is usually when the 
health of a child is involved. 


When the two encephalitis “scares” (virus, and Horse) 
broke in town they immediately, through the proper chan- 
nels, began a large scale clean-up campaign. One instance 
on a Sunday afternoon, wide areas were repeatedly sprayed, 
and inspection throughout the community brought about the 
Cleaning up of insect and rodent breeding places. 
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Uncovered sewage drains and cesspools were taken care 
of and yards made cleaner and safer where children play. 


The board willingly answers complaints of this nature and 
will take the proper measures to correct any nuisance brought 
to its attention. 


We have been relatively free from communicable diseases 
of the more serious type. German measles and chicken pox 
in mild form are with us each year and eliminating children 
from school often takes place when the disease (in its early 
stages) has not been detected at home, or a rash appears 
when the contagious stage is passed. 

The scholarship given to a worthy graduating student, 
planning to make nursing her career was won by Miss Judith 
Elvander. 

The Public Health Association of Sandwich, donor of the 
scholarship was happy at a meeting, to read a report of Miss 
Elvander’s marks. They were all excellent. She is enrolled 
at Massachusetts General Hospital Training School. 

Home Nursing classes continue each week with the girls 
in the Junior year of High School. After theory and class 
demonstrations, general discussions are engaged in, and little 
personal problems of the teen-ager often come to light. These 
talks are voluntary and informal and we all enjoy them. 
A trip with the group to Taunton State Hospital was most 
enlightening. 

When needs must be, and situations of the more serious 
type present themselves, the nurse sits in with the school 
authorities, and goes over a problem in its entirity. Several 
such talks have brought about a more clear understanding 
and happy endings. 

As in the past the Public Health Association of Sand- 
wich has provided cod liver oil capsules for the children of 
the first and second grades. The teachers pass them out to 
those requesting them at the noon lunch period, some children 
bring five cents a week toward this expense. 

Children injured at play are given first aid treatment. 
There were times when injuries necessitated a trip to the 
family doctor or call a parent to the school. Such cases are 
infrequent however.

We must exclude a child for both impetigo and pedi- 
culosis. This of course by the principal. In both cases follow 
up work is constant and time lost out of school is kept at the 
minimum. The nurse takes over a school when the infectious 
stage is passed. 


We conduct periodic inspections, and give class talks at 
irregular intervals. These are on health rules, and accident 
prevention. 


Eating lunch with the school children is pleasant. They 
are proud of any accomplishment, especially if it is eating 
something they are not too fond of, or when they present 
their empty plates for inspection, after a well balanced meal. 


Parents who have available transportation have been 
most cooperative in coming for the children who develop 
a temperature or become otherwise incapacitated, during 
school hours. For those who have no transportation we try to 
get the child home as soon as possible, providing there is 
someone at home to care for him. 


A rule of the school is that no child is delivered to any 
one but a household member, if not taken home by a member 
of the school staff authorized to do so. 


The Dental clinic was held at the school as usual. It is 
sponsored by our local Board of Health. There are eight 
clinics, and in this time as much work as can be done, also 
preliminary examinations to the first eight grades by re- 
quest. The small fee of fifty cents is charged for those able 
to pay. 

Work at school is most pleasant due largely to the coop- 
eration of our Superintendent, Principal, and Teachers. 

We are all happy in thinking our children of the Henry 
T. Wing School are well taken care of. 


Our narrative would indeed be incomplete were we not 
to mention the many kindnesses shown the children each 


day, and to me also, by our two good custodians, Mr. Carson, 
and Mr. Newcomb. 


Leaving the school report we write about another very 
important part of the work of the Public Health Nurse. 
That of visiting and administering to the sick.

It is always pleasant when help and visits to homes are 
requested, to feel we are able to render a service to one 
less fortunate than we. 


It may be a bath, a treatment, a “shot” for one thing or 
another or just a friendly visit to one living alone. 


These calls are received by the physician, family, or in- 
dividual him or herself, sometimes from other departments 
of our Town. Post-operative cases are referred from the 
social worker of the hospitals in which the patient has re- 
ceived care. 


Visits to the local rest homes are frequent. These in- 
clude treatments prior to an X-ray or periodic medication 
by innoculation. 

Elderly and infirm people are transported to vairous 
local hospitals for different reasons, and these also by order 
from hospital or physician. Other transportation is given 
at the nurse’s discretion. Many requests still come for trans- 
portation to Boston. This entails much time, waiting, parking 
problems, and other inconveniences when actual nursing ser- 
vice is not required. The nurse can arrange to accompany 
any person needing her services if transpotation is other- 
wise obtained. Relatives, friends and neighbors, as well as 
the Red Cross have helped in this service. Train and taxi 
service for Boston clinics is adequate, and is being used 
successfully, by patients having to go that distance. It is 
faster, less expensive and connections are good. 

Patients have been accompanied to doctors in New Bed- 
ford, Hyannis, Sagamore and have been transported to 
Hyannis, Falmouth, Pocasset, Cataumet, Wareham, Saga- 
more, and Sandwich. 

The Mobile X-ray unit under the supervision of Mrs. 

Albert Torey came to Sandwich on April 3rd. 
Persons from out-lying areas were brought in and the 
unit came to the school. Here forty-nine pupils and three 
adults were given chest X-rays. A total of 544 persons were 
X-rayed, an excellent response on a rainy day. 

A talk on “Cancer”, with colored illustrations was given 
by Dr. Lewis at the Fr. Clinton Hall, sponsored by the Public 
Health Association. 
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It was well attended and much appreciated. Dr. Eliza- 
beth Gleason also gave a talk on subjects of interest to 
women. This too was most successful and well attended. 


Meetings and educational programs were attended dur- 
ing the year as well as social gatherings which make for 
better human relations. 

It would not be possible to mention individually those 
who have helped at the various clinics, also with trans- 
portation, and in numerable other ways, but their services 
have been more than appreciated, and without help and 
outside cooperation little could be accomplished.

Following is my first annual report as Chief of Police 
of the Town of Sandwich. 


The facilities available to us at the new station, to- 
gether with the addition of a second full time patrolman 
have made it possible to accomplish many things we were 
never able to do before. 


During 1956 the regular patrolmen attended the Barn- 
stable County Police Training School and the department 
ran a training course of its own at the station for the Special 
Police. We also attended the meetings of the Barnstable 
County Police Official’s Council and I have become a member 
of the Massachusetts Safety Officer’s League. 


A Police Association has been formed which is contribu- 
ting materially to the efficiency of the department. 


Under the Civil Defense Act, emergency plans have been 
drawn up, which remain on paper only until such a time as 
a Civil Defense Auxiliary Police can be organized and material 
purchased to make it operational. 


The department has been very active in the field of 
safety for the youth of the Town. 


Last summer we ran a Teen-age Driver’s Skill Test on 
July 4th, assisted greatly by men from the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles, the Sheriff’s Department and interested citizens of 
Sandwich. More elaborate plans for Auto Safety are in the 
docket for the coming year. 

Last spring we ran a Bicycle Registration program and 
were able at the same time to get many of the bikes of the 
town equipped with Scotch-lite reflectors, which were fur- 
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nished by the East Sandwich Grange. On Columbus Day we 
ran a Bike Road-E-O which tested the youngsters’ riding 
skill and their knowledge of the rules of safety and at the 
same time gave us a chance to check on the condition of their 
bikes with winter approaching. 


This winter we have gone to work on Fire Arms Safety, 
with a class on safe gun handling which is held in coopera- 
tion with the Department of Natural Resources under the 
general supervision of Conservation Officer LaFarr. New 
classes on this will be held whenever enough youngsters 
reach the age of 15, when they must pass a course of this 
kind in order to get an unrestricted hunting license. 

The Police Association is also standing as one of the 
sponsors of a Junior Rifle Club that is now being formed 
which is also designed to promote greater firearms safety 
on the part of the youth of Sandwich. 


All these activities will be continued during the coming 
year. 


The present police cruiser has now been 109,000 miles and 
should be replaced. 

As Dog Officer I would like to call attention to the large 
number of dogs reported or picked up as strays, and to re- 
quest that a small Kennel be built at the rear of the Fire 
and Police Building where strays can be kept until the owner 
can be located or they are otherwise disposed of. 

The following list of department business should com- 
plete the picture of our activity for 1956. 


I take this opportunity to thank the other Cape Police 
Departments, the Sheriff’s Department, the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles and the various departments of the Town for the 
fine cooperation I have received from them.

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Report of the Fire Department

Gentlemen: 


The following is the annual report of the Fire Department 
for the year 1956. 


During 1956 the Fire Department answered 47 alarms, 
two of these were to fires that caused major damage. One 
on Springhill Beach and one on Sagamore Beach, on the 
Sandwich side of the Town Line. The rest of the calls were 
to fires that were extinguished before much damage was 
done or ones that could cause little or no damage. Below 
is a break down of the types of fires and their damage:

By continuous pumping for 8 hrs. at the canal bulk- 
head, we assisted in preventing one of the U.S.A.F. Crash 
Boats from sinking, after it had hit a submerged object while 
out on a rescue mission. 


The department also participated in the C. D. Fire Bat- 
talion Mobilization Drill, stood by for the July 4th fireworks 
and at the Sagamore Station of the Bourne Fire Department 
during the services of the late Chief Wallace of the Bourne 
a 1. 
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During the year we purchased a 40’ 3 section aluminum

ladder and had it mounted on the Diamond-T pumper. We 
now have a suitable ladder, mounted on a truck, that is long 


enough to reach the roof of any building in town. 


We have in the department 4 pieces of mobile apparatus: 
1—1930 Ahrens-Fox Pumper 

1—1935 Chevrolet Rescue Truck 

1—1938 Ford Brushbreaker 

1—1947 Diamond-T Pumper 


Also the Forest Warden’s 1935 Ford Brushbreaker. 


The only halfway modern truck is the 1947 Diamond-T 
Pumper. This truck, at present is carrying about 34 of all 
the modern portable equipment the town has. In doing this, 
it is suffering from a terrific overload and this is not good 
for the truck or the men who have to ride or drive it. The 
Ahrens-Fox Pumper also has all it can carry, which is not 
very much, due to the fact that back in 1930, when it was 
built, they did not have all of the extra equipment we are 
fortunate enough to have today. 


As of today, the Ahrens-Fox is running as good as can 


be expected for a 27 year old vehicle, but parts and service are 
getting very difficult to obtain and it will not be very long 
before they will be next to impossible to get. The board 
had considered asking the town for funds to purchase a new 
piece of apparatus, but due to the possibility of school con- 
struction and getting some improvements at the canal 
basin, we have decided to hold off a year or two. 


During the year there were several instances where 


motorists have failed to yield the right-of-way to fire ap- 


paratus answering an alarm, or have been following the 
trucks at a distance of less than the legal distance of 300 ft. 
This not only makes it dangerous for the firetrucks and men, 
but also for the motorist. The trucks cannot stop as quickly 
as a Car, which could cause a rear-end accident, or those 
following too close might pile up and interfere with trucks 
getting in to a drive or side street.

Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The past year we had very few brush or grass fires and 
none of the ones we did have were able to burn more than 
a small area thanks to the quick response and efficient 
work of the Sandwich Volunteer Fire Department. This 
department wishes to thank the Volunteers for their fine co- 
operation. We also wish to thank the public for their co- 
operation in obtaining permits for open air fires and re- 
fraining from burning while the Fire Towers are manned. 

The problem of the Town Dump still confronts us. We 


feel that if a fire gets out of the dump on a windy day, it 


will inevitably gain disastrous proportions. We feel by 
having a source of water available, the caretaker of the dump 
can safely burn all trash as it comes in most of the time. 
On days it is too dangerous to burn, he will be able to keep 
things wet enough so that the chance of a fire getting to 
the woods will be reduced to a minimum. The growth of 
brush and wood on all sides is so thick that should a fire get 
out of the dump, a tremendous amount of damage would 
be done before there was any possibility of extinguishing 
it. Such a fire would endanger a very considerable amount 
of valuable taxable property in three directions. 

We are continuing to keep the wood roads we have cleared 
clean and clearing as many more roads as funds will allow. 
We feel that by doing this we are making it possible for 


firemen and apparatus to protect one of the very valuable ~ 


assets to the beauty of our Town, our woodland of which 
there is a large acreage.

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Report of Insect Pest Control Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


This past year the Dutch Elm Disease has increased 
considerably in Barnstable County. We had 26 trees in 
Town which were confirmed positive Dutch Elm. These 
trees have been removed and the wood burned as required 
by law. Of these trees, 13 were Town trees and 13 on State 
Highway. The trees on the State Highway are entirely 
under the control of the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Works which had them removed. 


There still has been no cure discovered for this disease 
The only means which we have for combatting it which 
have proven effective are: cutting out dead wood, spraying 
with D.D.T. and removing infected trees and burning all 
elm wood that has been cut off. All of these operations must 
be carried out if we wish to save any of our elms. 


We might say here that no tree is removed because of 
this disease until samples of the wood have been sent to 
the Shade Tree Laboratory at the University of Massachu- 
setts for testing and a report returned confirming that the 
tree has the disease. 


The next serious problem which confronts us is the 
Japanese Beetle. These beetles have been found in South 
Sandwich and Forestdale in fairly large numbers and in 
smaller numbers throughout the entire Town. 


If property owners will spray where the beetles are found 
or if they are not numerous enough, pick from foliage and 
drop them into a can of kerosene, they will help a great deal 
in preventing this pest from increasing. This department 
will do all possible spraying from the roadside. 
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We have continued to do all possible work on the elimi-— 
nation of poison ivy. We are not allowed to go more than 
one hundred feet into private property. The highway de- — 
partment co-operated with us this year, therefore we were 
able to do more than we have in past years: 


Last fall, because of the threat of encephalitis, we did 
considerable spraying for mosquitoes. Our Board of Health 
supplied the money to apply the material donated by the 
Mosquito Control. 


Last spring the State supplied planes and sprayed an 
area of one square mile around spots where our moth traps 
had caught male gypsy moths the year before. The town paid 
for the material used. There is no infestation of gypsy 
moths that we know of but the Department of Natural Re- 
sources felt it was wise to do this spraying as a precautionary 
measure.

Twenty-seven trees 
were planted this year to replace trees lost because of the 
Dutch Elm Disease. Four varieties were planted—elms 
maples, lindens and honey locust. 


The past year seven street trees were found to have the 
Dutch Elm Disease. 


The planting of elms is not abandoned. The shade 
tree laboratories are studying to see to what extent spraying 
for the bark beetle will do to control the disease. The disease 
was wide spread in this area the past year. 


This spring the tree planting and replacing program 
will continue. All trees removed will be replaced.

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GENERAL INFORMATION 


School Committee Meetings: 


School Committee meetings are held at 8 p.m. on the 
third Wednesday of each month at the office of the Henry 
T. Wing School. 


School Entrance: 


The State laws require that all children, seven years of 
age and over, who are physically and mentally able, attend 
school. Any child resident of Sandwich may attend school, 
provided he has reached the age of five years eight months 
on or before September first of the year of entrance. 


Birth Certificates: 


All children except those born in Sandwich must present 
a birth certificate before entrance to the first grade. Births 
of children born in Sandwich will be checked at the Town 
Hall. 


Vaccination: 


No child shall be allowed to enter school without a certi- 
ficate of vaccination. 


No School: 


Every effort will be made to have school whenever feas- 
ible.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Sandwich: 


This is my first official report as Superintendent of 
Schools. The report of the Principal of the Henry 'T. Wing 
School has outlined many of the features of the school pro- 
gram so I shall confine my report to those items which 
might not otherwise be covered. 


Probably the questions which draw attention in most 
communities today are: 1. What is our present school en- 
rollment? 2. How fast are we liable to grow in school popu- 
lation? 3. What must we consider in the way of additional 
school housing facilities and how soon will we need them? 


The present enrollment is 298, an increase of 29 over last 
year. One additional class was established for grade 1 this 
year, and one more class will be established for an additional 
grade 2 this coming September. This can be accomplished 
by partitioning the present Study Hall into two classrooms 
and then rearranging class assignments. September, 1957, 
brings us to the end of the line as far as finding room space 
within the building goes. At present it looks as if we will 
need one additional elementary classroom for each of the 
next several years. 


In our present high school the enrollment is 67. In 1962 
it appears the enrollment will be approximately 107. While 
the increase in this student body is gradual, it does entail 
a balanced curriculum for both college and non-college 
students which will require some revision of laboratory, shop, 
home economics, and business facilities. The present cafe- 
teria with its limited space cannot much longer adequately 
service the student body. Some students have to eat too 
early, while others eat too late. This is the only way they 
can all be served. 
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Your School Building Needs Committee is making care- 
ful studies of all of these related problems and will make 
recommendations to you at the proper time. 


We are happy that an art program was initiated in Sep- 
tember, 1956, in the elementary grades once each week, and 
introduced in the secondary school on a limited basis. Mrs. 
Harry Walker has made a fine beginning. Her initial aim has 
been to help young people to develop their talents and an 
appreciation of art to the point where it may enrich their 
lives both now and in the future, rather than to develop 
artists. 


No report would be complete without commending the 
principal, faculty, clerk, health department, cafeteria per- 
sonnel, custodians and bus drivers for their interest in our 
youth and their unceasing efforts to help our young people. 
Each department has its wholesome effect upon their over- 
all growth. I should also like to thank the School Committee 
and the School Building Needs Committee for their many 
hours of service to our young people and their constant de- 
Sire to study, analyze, and develop those ideas which may 
best serve the educational interests of the township.

Dear Sir: 


In September, 1956, the Henry T. Wing School opened 
its doors for the twenty-eighth consecutive year. Several 
changes and additions have been made for 1956-57 in our 
teaching staff, and they are as follows: Miss Rita A. Brine, 
Grade 1; Mr. Berner H. Peterson, Grade 6; Mrs. Gertrude T. 
Freeman, Grade 7; Mr. Edwin Zion, Grade 8; and Mrs. Irene 
Walker, Art Supervisor. Miss Kerin O’Brien, a Boston College 
education major, fulfilled her student teaching requirements 
under the able tutelage of Mrs. Catherine Russell, Grade 4. 
Mrs. Grace Mullaly retired after forty-two years of teaching 


Once again several changes had to be made in order to 
handle the increased enrollment. Grade 1 with 42 students 
was split into two sections, and Grade 6 was moved to the 
basement fioor. In order to do this we had to eliminate our 
Shop program. (We have introduced Mechanical Drawing 
on a temporary basis in the Junior and Senior High School.) 
These changes were made with little difficulty but the in- 
creasing and anticipated enrollments of years to come indi- 
cate many problems which will be hard to solve. 


For example, we can expect the following high school 
enrollments from 1957 through 1965: 


1957-58 83 students 1961-62 95 students 
1958-59 86 & 1962-63 107 ve 
1959-60 88 3 1963-64 119 


1960-61 96 es 1964-65 135 f 
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These figures indicate that our high school enrollment will 


double itself in the next eight years. While we can accom- 
modate high school students up to 80 in number, we can see 
that within a few years our present facilities will be com- 
pletely inadequate. Should the elementary enrollment con- 
tinue, and we can reason that it will, adequate classroom 
facilities will be a major problem. 


At the present time our school is operating at a maximum 
level on minimum facilities. For example: (1) We have no 
Shop program. (2) Our cafeteria is so small that 10 different 


groups had to be programed to accommodate the present 
student body. (3) The Science room is being used as a Sewing — 


and a Cooking classroom. (4) Auditorium seating is a diffi- 
culty we encounter at our assemblies and basketball games. 


(5) A Health room is sorely needed. (6) A Principal’s office 


for consultations is needed. 

Our athletic program was expanded this year with the 
introduction of soccer. Although the boys did not have a win- 
ning season, they gained a great deal in experience and 


school spirit. We hope that we can start baseball again this — 


spring and thereby have three Varsity sports for our high 
school boys, thus giving our school a well-rounded athletic 
program. 


The accomplishments of 1956 are many: (1) June Marsh — 


was awarded the Barnstable County Teachers Association 
Scholarship. (2) Jean Tyback was named a winner of a 
National Merit Scholarship. (3) Judith Elvander was pre- 
sented a Cape Cod Graduate Nurses Scholarship and a 4-H 
Scholarship offered by the Cape Cod organization. (4) Diane 


Hilliard was named the National Cranberry Girl and was the - 


recipient of a Scholarship. (5) Beverly Govone was awarded 
a State Grange Educational Aid Scholarship and also a 
Cotuit Grange Scholarship. (6) Nine of the eleven 1956 


graduates have gone on to higher education. (7) An excellent 


Christmas assembly was presented under the direction of 
Mrs. Nan R. McCann. (8) The Girls’ Basketball Team under 
their Coach, Mr. Edwin Zion, won the Cape Cod Champion- 
ship for the second consecutive year. (9) A very successful 
Father-Son Sport Night was held in December. 
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Mrs. Edith Chamberlin, our School Nurse, has been doing 
a remarkable piece of work when one considers the Health 
room facilities at her disposal. 1t is truly a pleasure to have 
her on our staff. Dr. John Lewis, School Physician, has always 
been ready and available to help our students. The com- 
munity can really feel secure in the knowledge that such 
capable people are looking after the children of the town. 


Several of our faculty members have completed their 
graduate work and received their degrees in June: Mr. 
Arthur P. O’Leary, Master’s Degree, Boston College; Mr. Ed- 
win Zion, Master’s Degree, Bridgewater State Teachers Col- 
lege. 


Despite the many problems which prevail in our school, 
the community can be certain the school children are receiv- 
ing an outstanding quality of teaching. For example: In the 
last ten years approximately 54% of our graduates have gone 
on to higher education. The people of Sandwich are fortu- 
nate in securing a faculty who foster and promote such a 
fine educational program.

Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


In accordance with the statutes, the Selectmen submit 
the following report: 


First and foremost may we report the financial status 
of the Town as being very good. Certification from the Office 
of Director of Accounts shows a substantial amiount avail- 
able for use in carrying on the normal business of the Town 
for the current year, barring the arising of some great emer- 
gency. 


The construction and completion of a much needed Com- 
fort Station, at Town Neck Beach was realized during the 
past year, along with an increased Parking Area totaling 
92,000 sq. ft. 


Four new jetties will be constructed at the Sandwich 
Town Beach during the coming year along with the rebuilding 
of three now existing jetties at the Spring Hill Beach. The 
Board proposes acquiring about One Acre of land at the 
East Sandwich Beach, to provide for additional parking at 
this point. 


Once again the Square Dances held at Clark-Haddad 
Square were well patronized and enjoyed by both young and 
old. 


The Board wishes to thank the members of the various 
Committees who served so efficiently to help make our July 
Fourth Celebration the success that it was, this affair proved 
very entertaining not only for the local people but the Sum- 
mer visitors as well. 
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A Right of Way was established during the past year at 
Spectacle Pond, off Pinkhams Road, as a result of this Right 
of Way the State has destroyed all trash fish and the Pond 
has been stocked with Trout. A similar Right of Way is being 
proposed at Lawrence Pond. 


We wish to thank all Department Heads for their kind 
cooperation and assistance during the past year.

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Assessors’ Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


A review of the table of Valuation comparison on the 
adjoining page will show that the total 1957 increase in val- 
uation of taxable property including real and personal was 
$383,710.00. The increase for the ten year period from 1948 
to 1957 has been $2,649,008.00, of which $1,657,293.00 has oc- 
curred in the last five years. This shows a rather steady in- 
crease of over $250,000.00 a year for this period. To the pre- 
sent time the growth has been quite substantial and in Keep- 
ing with the traditions of the Town. A large part of the 1957 
increase was accounted for by new construction with some 
adjustments made on existing valuations as has been the 
practice during the last few years. 


The maps of the Town which have been in the process 
of plotting for a period of time showed their real worth in 
locating properties and establishing areas in connection with 
the revaluation work. Great progress was made on the maps 
during 1957 in connection with the revaluation work which 
was conducted. There is more work to be done on these maps, 
mostly research work on descriptions and locations of deeds 
to parcels of long standing which are very vague; however, 
the end of the original program is in sight, even if some 
work will be required each year to Keep them up to date. 


The year 1957 was the first full year that building per- 
mits were issued in Sandwich by the Selectmen for infor- 
mation to be used by the Board of Assessors in determining 
the location and type of construction or remodeling that 
was completed or started during the year. 


One hundred and six (106) permits were issued for the 
year, totaling $332,031.65 estimated cost. These permits were 
divided into classifications as follows: 
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57 New Dwellings 
25 Additions to existing Buildings 
17 Garages and Auxiliary Buildings 
6 Commercial Buildings 
1 Motel Unit 


This information has been very valuable in assisting the 
Assessors in their work and will continue to be reflected in 
establishing valuation and making the program of assessing 
more complete. So far it has been felt that everyone inter- 
ested has been most cooperative in complying with the con- 
ditions of this Town By-Law. 


As authorized at the 1957 Annual Town Meeting, a re- 
valuation of the real estate in the Town has been done by 
the J. M. Cleminshaw Company. The field work, consisting 
of measuring and listing all of the buildings and establish- 
ing land values, has been completed. The Cleminshaw Com- 
pany has submitted its report to the Assessors showing a 
total fair cash value of the assessable real estate in the Town 
consisting of land and buildings of $17,461,241.00. Of this total 
the land is valued at $5,270,870.00 and the buildings at 
$12,190,371.00. 


The report shows the following classification of the val- 
uation work done on this project, all of which has been re- 
viewed in the field by the Cleminshaw Company: 


2671 Parcels of land 

1330 Dwellings 
138 Commercial Buildings 
23 Tax exempt Properties 


All of the real estate in the Town has been covered with 
the exception of property owned by the Federal Government 
and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. This report is now 
under review by the Board of Assessors, and while it is quite 
extensive in quantity and detail, some little time will be re- 
quired to complete this review. It is planned to print a 
pamphlet showing the 1957 and 1958 assessed valuations of 
all of the real estate for distribution to the property owners 
for their use and information. Following the distribution of 
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this information there will be a period of time scheduled for 
hearings with the assessors and representative of the Clem- 
inshaw Company to explain any questions in connection with 
the revaluation work.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


‘A number of changes have taken place in the last year 
for recipients of Public Assistance. One of which, is a plan to 
give the recipients checks to pay their own medical bills to all 
physicians at the fee schedule for such clients instead of 
paying these bills direct from this office. 


The Director of the Division of Hospital Costs and Fi- 
nances established a rate of $5.75 per day for all licensed 
nursing homes for care rendered on and after September 
15, 1957. In addition, clothing and personal care was revised 
with an increase given to persons residing in these homes. 


Effective September 1, 1957 payments on Old Age Assis- 
tance, Aid to Dependent Children and Disability Assistance 
were increased. This requirement was brought about by an 
increase in the cost of living index as reported by the Division 
_ of Necessaries of Life to the State Department. The cost of 
living index showed an increase of 5.7% for the period 
May 1956 to July 1957, and this was the amount which assis- 
tance budgets were actually raised at that time. 


An adjustment of the item of fuel was made because of 
the exorbitant increase in fuel prices over those used in the 
budget cost schedule for that item. It was made mandatory 
that fuel be given on a seasonal basis at $23.00 per month 


for September through May and $9.50 from June through 
August. 


The case load in the four categories of public assistance 
as of December 31, 1957 was 45 which is the same as it was 
on December 31, 1956. :

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


For the year 1957 no new subdivisions within the town 
were presented for consideration of the Board. 


This fact reflects the general slowdown in home building 
across the nation, which quickly followed the “tight money” 
policy initiated by the government about a year and a half 
ago in an attempt to combat inflation. With the easing of 
restrictions in general, planning boards may anticipate re- 
newed activity. 


In acordance with two petitions received in 1956, re- 
questing that we prepare a Zoning By-Law for the town, the 
Planning Board met one night a week for months, and a study 
of similar by-laws of other Cape towns was made. Meetings 
were held with real estate men of Sandwich, and with the 
Selectmen and other individuals. 


Two public hearings have been held, and it is believed 
that the resulting By-Law to be presented for action at the 


Annual Town Meeting embodies the considered judgment 
of the majority. 


Again the Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission has 


asked the Board to sponsor a by-law restricting the height 
of structures in the approaches to Otis Air Force Base. This 
by-law will be presented for town action also.

Asian Influenza 


In the month of August the United States Public Health 
Service called attention to this disease, and stated that an 
epidemic could occur in the Fall or Winter. Your Board con- 
tacted the State Department of Communicable Diseases and 
asked for their advice. After careful study and discussion 
it was decided that all Teachers, Policemen, Firemen, Road 
Department Employees should receive innoculations of vac- 
cine. On September 6, 1957 vaccine was ordered, but due to 
great demand we did not receive vaccine until October 20th. 


- On October 24 in cooperation with Dr. John H. Lewis, 
Dr. Roy F. Brown and Mrs. Edith F. Chamberlin a clinic was 
held at the Henry T. Wing School, and innoculations were 
given to all Town Employees requesting same. 


In the coming year it will be our objective to develop 
closer association between the Board of Health, the local 


Physicians and the residents of Sandwich in co-ordinating - 


efforts toward better individual and community health. 


We appreciate the cooperation and help of the citizens 
and the Departments of the Town who assisted during the 
past year in the successful operation of the Board of Health.

Honorable Sirs: 


A tribute to Mr. George Meigs seems to me a fitting 
prelude to any report directed to our Honorable Selectmen 
and to our Citizens. To be sure it is difficult to add anything 
to what is already known to everyone, and everyone 
knew Mr. Meigs. His passing is a loss to Sandwich and to 
those close to him in Town affairs. His kindness, understand- 
ing, and interest were ever present; he was always ready 
to listen, and help when the need presented itself. His tact, 
honesty, and loyalty to his community were a few out- 
standing characteristics of a gentleman who could rise to 
meet any situation. He truly loved his fellowmen! 


From a field of fine contenders to succeeed Mr. Meigs, 
top honors were conceded to Mr. Gilbert Smith, who comes 
“not as a Stranger.” It is nice having Mr. Smith; he is 100% 
on the job, interested and helpful because of his knowledge 
of our people and their arising problems—problems which 
come to everyone everywhere, who serves the public. 


The Sandwich Health Association, incorporated many 
years ago, has filled a great need down through the years. 


Among other things, it has bought for the Nurse’s use 
a very fine sterilizer, and a platform scale; furnished Hali- 
ver Oil Capsules for our children in first and second grades; 
provided juice and crackers for the Co-operative Kinder- 
garten; sponsored a clinic for teen-age mothers; donated 
$100. to the Well-Child Conference; and donated $100. for 
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a scholarship to be awarded to a high school graduate who 
intends to further her education in the field of nursing. 
These are big undertakings for any organization. 


Several people have asked me if this group has dissolved 
and the answer is “No.” Because of so many activities in 
Sandwich, the meetings of the Sandwich Health Association 
were not largely attended, and guest speakers were not 
easily obtained, therefore, it was decided to have fewer 
meetings and no speakers, and continue to do all that our 
funds would permit. Annual drives are still being conducted 
and donations may be made at any time to Mrs. Virginia 
Blake, Treasurer, Mrs. Virginia Lewis is the President and 
Mrs. Dorothy McArdle is the Secretary. 


We of the Health Department are most grateful for all 
the help this organization has given us, and hope, through 
the generosity of friends, it will be able to continue as in the 
past. 


The following is my report for the year 1957: 


The year 1957 has surely been a year of clinics and vac- 
cinations, all of which have been recommended and approved 
by the State Department of Health and some, either wholly 
or partly, sponsored by the Barnstable County Health De- 
partment. Leading in this field was the series of Salk Vaccine 
Polio Clinics. They were held in January and March, and 
to complete the program, third shots were given in May to 
school children and pre-school children. At this time, third 
shots were given also to the general public up through 19° 
years of age who had the first and second shots, and teachers 
who requested the shots. mn 


We would like very much to have some group 0° o-gani- 
zation sponsor polio clinics to include the 20-40 age group, 
or boosters, if so recommended. We have all seen what in- 
noculations have done in cuttinz down the cases of para- 
lytic polio, and it is generally felt that it is most important 
to protect this older ave group. 


' 
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A clinic for the ‘Mothers of Teenagers’ was held during 
February by Dr. Gleason. Fifty local mothers in this category 
Signed up, and almost all of them were seen by Dr. Gleason. 
This clinic was sponsored by the Sandwich Health Association. 
A registration fee of $1.00 paid for the services of Mrs. Helen 
French and Mrs. Bette Lee Quirk, both of whom helped to 
make this clinic a success. Dr. Lewis gave the use of his 
Office and laboratory, without which the clinic could not 
have been conducted. Dr. Beale also did this when the clinic 
was last held three years ago. 


The annual dental clinic with Dr. Volker was begun on 
February 7. 


In February a sterilizer was bought and paid for by the 
Sandwich Health Association—a much needed addition cost- 
ing $41.60. The Board of Health paid for extra polio clinic 
supplies amounting to $43.00. 


The dental clinic was completed in April serving 111 
children. 


In May the Well-Child Conference got underway with 
Dr. Gleason. Mrs. Elizabeth Pierce and her committee did 
an excellent job making appointments, and Keeping each day 
covered with the necessary personnel. A registered nurse was 
present each day, as well as a hostess and a registrar. A 
fifty cent registration fee was charged this year, and was 
willingly paid by each family. The clinic is sponsored by 
the local Health Association and the Barnstable County 
Health Department. 


Registration of first graders took place in May and again 
in August, and most of these children received their vac- 
cination for small pox and booster shots at the Well-Child 
Conference. There were 39 children registered for the first 
grade.’ 


Dr. Moore, County Health Officer, gave double booster 
shots to the children of the sixth grade. The usual request 
Slips were sent out to the home and the response was 100%. 
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A student nurse came from Boston College for field 
work observation. Miss Foley remained with us for six 
weeks commuting from Plymouth. While she was here she 
participated in all activities, and she was an agreeable visitor. 


Shortly after school opened in September all children in 
the third, fifth, seventh, and ninth grades were given physi- 
cal examinations by Dr. Lewis, the school physician. These 
examinations were also given to all boys and girls partici- 
pating in sports. Some parents, for religious or other reasons, 
request that their children be examined by their own physi- 
cians. These requests are always respected, and the child’s 
rights are closely guarded by the school authorities and 
those working under them. Outside physicians have been 


most co-operative in sending in the child’s health report for 


the school records. 


Eye and ear examinations followed soon after physical 
examinations were completed. It is most heartening to re- 
ceive parental co-operation in getting corrections made 
promptly when necessary. Fortunately there are not too many 
referrals. In vision or hearing losses we are ever watchful of 
the child with a congenital condition which requires a 
periodic check by a specialist. This is an expensive pro- 
cedure for the working parent, and a small fund for this 
purpose would be greatly appreciated. Often a trip to Bos- 
ton clinics is not possible, and the money for the specialist 
who holds private clinics is not immediately available. A delay 
in checking the child struggling along with impaired vision 
or extensive hearing loss could be disastrous. 


Home education for the handicapped has comée into our 
field of endeavor; also, through the Barnstable County Crip- 
pled Children’s Clinic, plastic surgery has been made ayvail- 


able. Appointments may be made and transportation ar- 
ranged when needed. 


The Barnstable County Department of Mental Hygiene 
has done much to rehabilitate those under supervision; and 
our local charities have gone far in lending a hand to the 
needy who request it. Here I might add that should a request 


—— Oo 
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for help come to an organization or to a kind individual, if 
there is any doubt about the case, it would be well to check 
with the Welfare Department or the Public Health Nurse. 
In this way we can avoid repetition and needless expense, 
and help to stop the exploiting of kindly unsuspecting per- 
sons who desire to be helpful. 


As usual, visits were made to all local doctors and to the 
near-by hopsitals, Pocasset, Tobey, and Cape Cod. 


A visit with the Home Nursing Class to Lakeville was most 
interesting. Here we saw braces and supports of all kinds, in 
the making. Every type of cripple was represented, from 
infancy to old age; babies with support and braces, and in- 
fantile victims in respirators, iron lungs, and rocking beds. 
Everyone seemed cheerful and, most of all, everyone was 
being helped in some way. Arthritics were learning ceramic 
making, and hydrotherapy rooms were busy. Occupational 
therapy, conducted in small groups in various rooms, gave 
the so-called helpless patient a new outlook on life, and re- 
gardless of its nature, the work being done was superior. 


The highlight and climax to our excursion was visiting 
little Francis X, the little child who received so much pub- 
licity when he asked for a card on his birthday. He got his 
card (many of them) and many gifts, but unless science 
comes up soon with something to cure the little fellow, his 
fight to live is a losing one. 


The usual number of visits to the Nurse’s Room were 
made by children with various ailments, some very casual, 
and others of a more serious nature. When children are at 
play, wander off limits, climjb fences, or engage in scuffles 
of a more strenuous nature, an accident may easily occur. 
This does not mean that the playground is left unsuper- 
vised—accidents happen quickly even when the utmost care 
is taken to prevent them—they do happen but not often. 
First aid is usually all that is required, but when an injury 
goes beyond that, the parent, if at home, is notified and the 
child is taken to the family physician. This is where the 
School insurance plays a most important role. It is a great 
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help when extensive care and treatment are needed, and 
often covers cases not reached by Blue Cross and Blue Shield. 
We really have a minimum of serious accidents. 


Little first aid needs interest the child and teach him to 
care for himself. Steps that are taken are explained and the 
child is told to tell his parents what has happened and what 
has been done for him by the nurse. If the need is great 
enough a phone call is made to the home, or a written mes- 
sage of explanation is sent home by the child. 


We do have children who come to school with temp- 
eratures and are feeling sick. It is much better to keep the 
child home, for his protection as well as the protection of 
his classmates. Rest will bring him back to normal health 
quickly. If he should run a temperature, do consult your 
doctor. If she is asked to do so, the nurse will gladly make one 
visit to check the child. 


When called about a sick child, parents have been most 
co-operative. If the nurse is not busy she will be glad to 
take the child home—Mr. Ovian is happy to assist also. If the 
parent can come for the child he gets home more quickly, 
and his comfortable bed makes for a speedy recovery. Un- 
less a member of the family is at home, he remains at school 
and is made comfortable in the nurse’s office. This is a rule 
which cannot be broken. 


Scattering cases of measles and mumps and a sizeable 
chicken pox epidemic takes care of the children’s communi- 
cable diseases. Other types could easily have existed but, if 
not reported, we do not know about them. 


The school cafeteria is caring for the needs of the child- 
ren at lunch time, and is doing an excellent job. It is most 
gratifying to see the children eat heartily and return for 
second helpings which are available to them. Most of the 
food is brought in daily and prepared immediately. Surplus 
commodities are government inspected, of course, and the 
County Health Department makes unscheduled visits, taking 
smears from silver and dishes to check on cleanliness. Need- 
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less to say, the reports always meet the requirements. Each 
day the cafeteria is thoroughly scrubbed, floors, tables and 
chairs. Any part of this working area can stand rigid in- 
spection at any time. The children who bring lunches from 
home, from time to time, usually eat together in picnic 
fashion. If they request it, they may have milk. They really 
enjoy their lunch period with their classmates. 


The care of patients in the home runs about as usual. 
Bathing and making a patient generally comfortable is part 
of the nurse’s work, and this service may be obtained by a 
request from the family. Treatment is given only on order 
from the family physician, and transportation to various 
local hospitals is given to patients who should be accom- 
panied by a nurse. Home visits are made to the aged and 
infirm. Bathing new-born babies just home from the hos- 
pital is also a service gladly rendered upon request. 


Dr. Charles Gleason of Wareham has set Monday, June 
2 as the date for the Well-Child Conference. Work on this 
program will soon begin. 


Home visits or telephone calls will be made where 
new children are to be registered. Mothers wishing to parti- 
cipate would do well to contact Mrs. Edith Chamberlin at 
home, or at her school office. All children who are entering 
school in September are invited to attend the clinic, where 
their needs for compulsory vaccination and booster shots 
will be checked, and shots given if the parent so wishes. All 
children are given a good physical examination, and the 
parent is given medical advice—no medication or treatment 
is given other than immunizations. Further recommenda- 
tions are directed to the family physician. We hope to have 
another good series of clinics this year, and as usual, the 
kind volunteer helpers will make appointments which should 
not be changed once they are accepted. Transportation will 
be furnished for those in need of it. 


It is the wish of your Public Health Nurse to be of real 
service to the community, and we hope we are reaching most 
of the needs. 
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I wish to repeat that the co-operation received from our 
School Superintendent, Principal, and the Teachers has been 
of great help. Those in authority at the Town Hall have al- 
ways been most helpful, the Selectmen and Mr. Hiler; the 
office of our Treasurer, Mr. Hoxie, Mrs. Lewis, and Miss Mc- 
Laney; the Welfare Department and Mrs. O’Brien; the Police 
Department; and last, but not least the Board of Health. All 
have played a part in the Town’s Health Service, and be it 
great or small, it is always of importance.

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Report of the Chief of Police 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Following is my annual report as Chief of Police of the 
Town of Sandwich for 1957. 


The Police Department in Sandwich has to face two radi- 
cally different problems during the year. 


In the summer months we have a fluctuating population 
of 5,000 to 7,000 people and a steady flow of transients pass- 
ing through, some in a considerable hurry. 


. The rest of the year we have a permanent population of 
1,700 and a semi-permanent 200-300 from Otis, and close to 
700 vacant dwellings to look after. 


Area-wise we are spread over the second largest town 
on the Cape, with 85 miles of roads and streets to patrol. 


During the ten normal months of the year, a three man 
department manages to keep up with the work most of the 
_ time but during the summer months the problem is different 
and will get no better as the increasing network of super 
highways bring more people, desirable and undesirable to us 
all the time. 


The time is not far off when we will need additional 
help during the summer. 


Safety is a major concern of this department, as it is 
with everyone who has to deal with the results of accidents. 
I am| unhappy to have to report that last year 50 people 
were injured in auto accidents in Sandwich, two of them 
fatally. One person was drowned. 
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In our community, the first line of defense against high- 
way accidents is to teach the beginning driver proper driving 
habits at the start, and I urge all parents to use the School 
Driver’s Education program to the fullest extent, and not 
allow their children to drive in any other way. The second 
line is to drive safely ourselves. 


This department puts on periodic drives for bicycle safe- 
ty tries to make sure that the bikes in the town are properly 
lighted after dark, and are equipped with good brakes and 
adequate signaling devices. With the fine cooperation of 
Mr. Oviah and the School, the children are taught safe 
riding practices, and we put on events every few months to 
give them chances to earn prizes and recognition by display 
of good riding habits. Through the help of the Grange we 
equip all bikes that come to us with Scotch-lite. 


In spite of all this, unless parents will help by insisting 
that their youngster keep his bike in reasonably good con- 
dition, our efforts become less safety drives than contests be- 
tween the kids and the police in which the kids try to see how 
much they can get away with. 


Last summer the Round-table Group of the Federated 
Church did a fine job in promoting Water Safety, and two 
classes of a week each were held at Hoxie’s Pond to teach 
safe swimming. More than 100 children attended the classes. 


This year it is hoped that the Town will feel able to 
hire a full time Water Safety Instructor for the summer, in 
line with the policy of most of the other Cape Towns. It is 
a worth while program, and one that results, after two or © 
three years, in a group of younger people in the community 
who know what to do when someone is in trouble in the 
water. 


A change in the laws relating to hand guns, rifles, shot- | 
guns and air rifles went into effect in November 1957, and 
tightened restrictions on sale of guns and ammunition to 
minors are now in force. Members of this department will 
be glad to furnish information in connection with these 
changes, and I urge anyone, particularly the parents of 
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minors to call us with any question they may have about 
this change. 


The Police Association continues to be active, and in 
addition to the Junior Rifle Club has voted to sponsor an 
Explorer Scout Unit. 


Officer Elvander coached a team in the Little League last 
summer, and has looked into the Police Athletic League that 
is doing so well in other Cape Towns, but we hesitate to try 
and start one here with our limited time and manpower. 


The following list of department business should com- 
plete the picture of our activity for 1957. 


I take this opportunity to thank the other Cape Police 
Departments, the Sheriff's Department and various depart- 
ments and civic organizations of the Town for the fine co- 
operation I have received from them during the past year.

Report of the Fire Engineers 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Fire Department for 
1957. 


During the year the Fire Department was called out 64 
times. Of these, only 7 were building fires, which did damage 
amounting to only $500.00. This is a record that we can be 
proud of, considering the losses we have had in other years. 
Let’s try and do it again. Our average annual loss in recent 
years is between $15,000.00-20,000.00. Let’s hope this was 
achieved because the property owners used due caution in 


handling comibustible materials, have had their oil burners 


and stoves cleaned and adjusted regularly and called the 
Fire Department immediately when they think they are in 
danger of fire. Keep up the good work. Be sure you have 
your oil burning equipment serviced by a competent man, 
who has a license to work on oil burning equipment. Don’t 
try to do it yourself. You may be sorry. If you have a new 
oil burner installed, or an old one overhauled or repaired, 
be sure your service man files an application with this de- 
partment for a permit. It is the only way you can have a 
legal installation. 


There are still a few oil tanks or drums that are on 


wooden stands. This is a violation of Rule 26, Section 8, of 


the Mass. Dept. of Public Safety Rules and Regulations, 
FPR-3. Contact your heating man and get this changed to a 
noncombustible stand immediately. 


Because of the prolonged dry spell this spring and sum- 
mer we were really kept hopping with woods and brush fires.’ 
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There were 27 in town and we went to help out neighboring 
towns on three occasions. This town was given help at 
four different fires. We want to thank those towns for their 
help. This Mutual Aid System the Cape has, gives every 


town assurance of all the help it needs in case of a serious fire 
or emergency. 


The Department was called to the dump 13 times. We 
would hate to have to guess the number of times we would 
have had to go there, if it were not for the water system that 
was installed there this spring. It has paid for itself already.

** Includes approximately 1,000 Acres that were in a fire 
that got out of the impact area of Camp Edwards but stayed — 
within the outer bounds of the Camp. 


The rescue calls were for two missing persons, who were 
both found, and one drowning in Snake Pond. This fall 
we purchased a fiber glass boat and trailer for the rescue 
squad. This will be a great help to the rescue squad to cover 
the many new beaches and swimming areas. 


One truck and crew participated in the Cape Cod Fire 
Prevention Week Demonstration, held at Harwich, in October. 


The County owned Patrol Plane, which is on call at a 
minutes notice to any department on the Cape, was called 
up 5 times by us, for 18 hours of patrol work. This is a great 
aid in spotting fire and directing activities at a woods fire or 
hunting for persons. We are thankful that it is available. — 
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As most of you know, just about all of the work was done 
by the Volunteer Department, which gets little or no re- 
imbursement. Without them, we don’t know where the town 
would be. They are at your service 24 hours a day and spend 
untold hours at drills and maintaining equipment. We say 
thanks. A good job, well done. 


We want to thank the Police Department for their ex- 
cellent work handling traffic at the station and at fires and 
their cooperation in and around the station.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The past year we had more brush and woods fires than 
we have had for many years. These fires ranged in area from 
about 1/4 of an acre to 60 acres, making a total of fires 
burning 255 acres. The starting times of these fires were 
between 1:30 p.m. and 1 a.m. 


We were called by the Mutual Aid Agreement to assist 
at a fire in the Camp Edwards area and two fires in the Town 
of Mashpee caused by plane crashes. 


We were also called upon by Civil Defense to send two 
brush trucks to Plymouth to work on the disastrous fire in 
that town last May. 


Again we wish to commend the Sandwich Volunteer Fire 
Department for their quick response to all alarms and their 
efficient work. 


We also wish to extend our sincere thanks and appre- 
ciation to our Mutual Aid neighbors and friends from Barn- 
Stable, West Barnstable, Mashpee, Bourne, Otis Field and 
Falmouth for their most welcome assistance in extinguishing 
the larger of these fires. The County Patrol airplane working 
with the State Fire Towers made it possible for the fire- 
fighters to contain these fires to no larger area than was 
burned. 


This past spring two pumps and a water tank were in- 
Stalled at the Town Dump. This is a big help in controlling 
fires and has saved the fire trucks many runs. Also, it has 
made it possible to burn trash as it comes in, thereby elimi- 
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nating large accumulations of paper which are so dangerous 
when they catch fire. 


We wish to thank the citizens of the Town for cooperating 
with us by not burning trash barrels while the Fire Towers 
are manned. 


Just by the way of a reminder, the law requires a permit 
for all open-air fires.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The Highway Department Road Program for the year 
1958 will stress the maintenance and repair of the present 
town roads as well as furnishing the department with the 
proper equipment to accomplish this work. 


One of the most important factors in the development 
and prosperity of any town is its system of good roads, and 
much progress has been made in Sandwich during the past 
few years. The ever constant demand for new and better 
roads has increased the amount of highways to be con- 
structed by this department each year. Sandwich now has 
seventy miles of road. 


One change in policy, recommended by the Surveyor of 
Highways and to be adopted during the coming year, will be 
that no great amount of money shall be appropriated for 
construction on newly accepted roads the first year. It is 
my opinion, that by following this procedure, the Surveyor 
will have the necessary time to study the road layout, and 
design the road for proper drainage and grade, before a re- 
quest is made for the necessary amount of money to build 
the road. 


It is necessary to appropriate sizeable sums of money 
yearly, in an effort to keep pace with the constant demand 
for improved highways. Through serious and careful study, 
I have endeavored to gain from these appropriations great- 
est possible benefits for the town of Sandwich. 


Two new Flink Hydraulic Tailgate Spreaders have been 
purchased and have been of great assistance in the ice storms. 


I wish to thank all Town Departments for their co- 
operation during the past term. 
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As your Surveyor of Highways I am fully aware of the 
responsibilities the Town has entrusted to me, and I hope 
to be able to repay the Town for its confidence with con- 
tinued worthwhile service.

Gentlemen: 


The Dutch Elm Disease is still the chief threat to our 
trees. This past year we had eleven town trees which were 
confirmed positive Dutch Elm Disease. These trees have 
been taken down and disposed of. There are three stumps 
standing which will be taken out in the early spring. The 
State removed five trees on Route 6A. 


We cannot predict what will happen next summer be- 
cause sO Many trees were weakened by the terrible drought 
last year. However, we hope that by continuing our spraying 
and sanitation programs we will be able to keep our losses 
small. 


The Gypsy Moth situation remains about the same. We 
caught more male moths in our traps this year than we do 
sometimes. But we do not feel there is any cause for alarm as 
there have been no signs of feeding yet. If there should be 
any feeding which would indicate an infestation is building 
up, we would have to spray the area from the air. 


We feel that our work to eradicate poison ivy on town- 
owned property is showing very good results and another 
year of spraying should reduce this plague to a minimum.

Gentlemen: 


The past year trees have been pruned and dead limbs 
removed in various parts of the town. A number of trees 
have been cabled. This program will be continued through 
the coming year. 


The past year five street trees were found to have the 
Dutch Elm disease. This year showed a decrease over the 
last two years. 


Because of the prolonged drought, it was difficult to 
detect suspicious elms this past summer. I feel that we will 
continue to lose elms in the future. A cure or preventive may 
be found in time. 


Seventy-five trees have been planted in the past few years 
to replace trees lost due to the Dutch Elm disease and hurri- 
canes. Trees planted throughout the town consist of Norway 
maples, red maples, flowering crab, lindens, mountain ash, 
thornless honey locust, American and Siberian elms. 


This spring the tree-planting and replacing program will 
continue and all trees removed wiil be replaced.

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Report of the Sandwich Public Library 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The 67th Annual Report of the Sandwich Public Library 
is herewith submitted. 

No major repairs have been needed this year but two of 
the large pictures were cleaned and have been admired by 
many who never realized how beautiful they were. It was a 
joy this summer to discover that the building was equipped 
with air conditioning which we had never known about and 
a simple adjustment with a screwdriver gave us delightful 
cool air all summer. 


When it was necessary for Mrs. Lewis Burke, Jr., to give 
up the Story Hour after the first of the year we were for- 
tunate to interest two of our young people in doing it. The 
Misses Sylvia and Linda Alvezi took turns reading the stories 
during March and April with the younger Campfire Girls as- 
sisting. At Easter they planned an Easter Egg Hunt for the 
children. In November Sylvia and Linda resumed the Story 
Hour on the first and third Saturdays for pre-school and 
first and second grade children. They had a Christmas Story 
Hour around the Christmas tree the Saturday morning before 
Christmas. Although the attendance is not as large as other 
years the children that come seem interested. 


We have continued to borrow books on special subjects 
from the Division of Library Extension for several people. 
We were able to borrow a Hungarian-English dictionary and 
a rapid teaching book when a Hungarian refuge student 
came to live in Sandwich. 


The school has again cooperated with the library and 
when it became impossible for us to continue taking the 
books to the school they arranged to have them picked up 
at the library and returned every other week. Grades 4, 5 
and 6 have visited the library in class groups and have sent 
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in book reports for which the librarian has issued certificates. 
During Book Week there was an exhibit of the new juvenile 
books arranged in the trustees room. On the walls of the 
room was an exhibit of pictures, compositions, and posters 
executed by pupils of the 3rd grade and arranged by Mrs. 
Walter Alvezi. During the week 45 adults and 49 children 
visited the exhibit at which several of the trustees and in- 
terested friends of the library served as hostesses. 


We have tried to arrange different exhibits each month 
in connection with new books. During the year many brought 
flowers to the library and we wish to thank them for them. 
These were supplied by Mesdames G. Harley Chamberlin, H. 
P. Dunbar, Everett Wright, Marjorie Connolly, Charles Lloyd, 
John Field, the Misses Garner, the Misses Houghtaling as 
well as the librarians. A lovely Christmas tree was given to 
the library by Mr. Charles Burke. With our beautifully lighted 
tree outside and the many attractive lighting displays of our 
neighbors we felt we were in a veritable fairyland during 
the Christmas season. The week before the holiday record- 
ings of Christmas music playing softly were enjoyed by all. 


In order to give more space for books some old book shelves 
were moved into the trustees room and the less used refer- 
ence books are being moved down there giving a few more 
Shelves in the main room. This is a help but still does little 
to relieve the crowded condition of the shelves. A small book- 
case was given to be used for the Thornton Burgess books. 


A total of 99 books have been given to the library during 
the year by the following people: Mr. and Mrs. H. P. Dunbar; 
Mrs. Robert Koehler, Mr. Thomas Sullivan, Mrs. Theodore 
Waterman, Miss Katherine Bourne, Dr. Samuel M. Beale, Jr., 
Mrs. Jean Ryberg, Mrs. J. A. Coe, Mrs. Frank Wennerstrom, 
Jr., Mrs. Arthur Gibbs, Mr. Malcolm Taber, Mrs. E. A. Hawkes, 
Miss Elaine Volkers, Mr. Clifford Davis, Mrs. G. A. Caulfield 
and children’s books by Claire Marie Caulfield, Emily Thomas 
and Sandy Campbell. The Sandwich Board of Trade gave 
us the newest Landmark books. Miss Mary Makey has con- 
tinued giving us a subscription to Horticulture which is beings: 
appreciated. | 
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Our readers now number 1,129. 156 new cards.were ad- 
ded this year of which 47 were summer residents. The cir- 
culation was 21,274 which we regret to say is 381 less than 
last year. The juvenile circulation also dropped being only 
6,959. I am sorry to report that it is the lack of juvenile 
readers that has brought the total down. Perhaps television 
has at last taken its toll, though when other librarians re- 
ported this I disagreed and said it brought children in look- 
ing for stories they had seen on television. We have been 
told that our collection of juvenile books is outstanding and 
we hope that more children will take advantage of it. 


During the year 635 books have been catalogued of 
which 238 were adult fiction, 163 juvenile fiction, 157 adult 
non-fiction and 77 juvenile non-fiction. 124 adult and 40 
juvenile books have been discarded because they either were 
worn out or not read enough to warrant space on the shelves. 


Our greatest problem as always is space! Where shall 
we put the books so that they are readily available to all 
who want them? The year ahead will be a busy one for all 
libraries as we participate in National Library Week, March 
16 - 22, and urge everyone to “Wake up and read” and use 
your Public Library regularly. 


I am sure that with the continued interest and co- 
operation of the trustees the library will continue to serve 
the people of Sandwich in every way possible.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and 
Citizens of the Town of Sandwich 


I herewith submit my second annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Features and highlights of our program 
during the past year have been included in the Principal’s 
report. I shall therefore again attempt to concentrate upon 
our school population growth and the related problems of 
providing adequate school housing in the next few years. 


In September, 1955, our school enrollment was 270; in 
September, 1956, it was 298; and in September, 1957, it was 
322. This increase of fifty-two pupils over a two-year period 
caused the creation of a School Building Committee. The 
townspeople have directed this committee to make recom- 
mendations which you have accepted. 


There is little doubt in the minds of most voters, includ- 
ing myself, that a Regional High School would have best 
served the needs of the community both educationally and 
financially. The fact that a satisfactory agreement was not 
reached will, in my opinion, have a serious effect upon our 
secondary curriculum in the years ahead. 


The above statement is based upon the fact that within 
a period of three years Sandwich will probably have the only 
small high school (less than 250 pupils) in Barnstable Coun- 
ty. All others will have either grown or regionalized to the 
point where they will be able to provide a rich and well- 
balanced curriculum as well as to enroll enough students to 
stimulate strong competition. With colleges and specialized 
schools already crowded, the need for an expanded cur- 
riculum and more competition will become vital factors when 
our students seek admission to such colleges and schools. 
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The School Building Committee is well aware of these 
facts. Its recommendations include plans to meet these 
problems in the only way left open in view of previous un- 
fortunate circumstances. My . a

Dear Sir: 


In September, 1957, the Henry T. Wing School opened 
its doors for the twenty-ninth consecutive year with its larg- 
est enrollment. Some 325 students were enrolled in Grades 
1-12. This represents an increase of approximately 30 stu- 
dents over the previous year. 


In order to handle this increased enrollment several 
changes had to be made. The incoming Grade 1 and Grade 2 
were split into two divisions. This naturally posed an im- 
mediate room problem. To accommodate these sections the 
High School Social Studies room was made into two rooms, and 
many other classes were relocated throughout the building. 
Should a similar number enter Grade 1 next September, the 
problem of housing two additional classes will be extremely 
acute. 


Several additions for the 1957-58 school year have been 
made in our teaching staff, and they are as follows: Mrs. 
Marguerite Burnham, Grade 1; Mrs. Margaret Alvezi, Grade 
3; Mr. Ross Raymond, Math-Science instructor in the High 
School. It is a pleasure to welcome these new members to 
the faculty. 


Our athletic program, under Mr. Donald Belliveau and 
Mr. Edwin Zion, has been expanded, and we now have four 
varsity interscholastic sports: Soccer, Basketball (boys and 
girls), and Baseball. Mr. Zion’s Girls’ Basketball Team once 
again won the Cape Cod Small School League Championship 
and later. the Cape Cod Principals’ Association Tournament. 
It should be noted that Mr. Berner Peterson, teacher in 
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Grade 6, on Saturday mornings throughout the winter 
months, has been holding informal basketball sessions for 
the elementary students. These three men have contributed 
a great deal in developing a well-rounded athletic program. 
It is our hope that the girls’ athletic program can be ex- 
panded in the very near future. 


The accomplishments for 1956-57 are many: (1) Jean 
Richards won an essay contest sponsored by the Cape Cod 
Chapter Military Order of the World Wars. After taking 
first place on the regional level, her essay was sent to Wash- 
ington where the winning entries were evaluated. In this 
national competition Jean’s essay was voted a special award 
for the best essay submitted to this organization. (2) Robert 
Elvander was awarded a four-year half-tuition scholarship 
to Bates College. (3) The Girls’ Basketball Team, under Mr. 
Zion, won the Cape Cod Championship for the fourth con- 
secutive year. (4) The Primary Grades 1, 2, and 3 put on 
an excellent Spring Assembly program. (5) The Special 
Chorus, under the direction of Mrs. Nan McCann, presented 
the fourth annual Christmas Assembly for the community. 
(6) Ten of the fifteen 1957 graduates have gone on to higher 
education. 


Mrs. Edith Chamberlin, our school nurse, has been in- 
strumental in making our health program a success. 


It is a pleasure and an honor to be associated with a 
faculty such as the one we have here at Sandwich. The 
townspeople can feel secure in the knowledge that their 
children are in capable hands.

This is excellent in every respect and you and 
the Town of Sandwich are to be commended for the 
good work that is being accomplished and for the 
healthy financial condition of your town.

The year 1958, like other years, had its problems a1 
accomplishments. We have endeavored to solve the problems 
in a manner Satisfactory to all, and trust that the accomplish- 
ments have met with general approval. 
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While the summer of 1958 was not the most favorable for 
beach activities, our beaches did receive good support. After 
an early survey of the beach activities, it seemed advisable 
to request Special police at Sandwich Town Beach and Lom- 
bard Park on Saturdays, Sundays and holidays. This seemed 
to solve some of the existing, as well as anticipated, problems. 
The program will be continued again this year. 


The square dancing during July and August was again 
continued at the Clark-Haddad Square. It was felt that this 
entertainment is intended to be a summer outdoor activity 
and therefore was held when the weather permitted. The 
square dancing seemed to have popular support from those 
who enjoyed the dancing and many who were happy to be 
entertained as spectators. 


Our Fourth of July activities were again a great success 
and enjoyed from morning through the evening by residents 
and visitors both young and old. With the activities conducted 
and supervised for younger folks during the day, followed by 
the band concert, water carnival and fireworks in the evening 
for all, the day was quite complete. The volunteer committees 


| which handled all of these activities did a fine job and we 


wish to thank them and publicly express our appreciation. 


A contract was let by the Board, through the Department 
of Public Works, for the completion of the construction work 
on Tupper Road between Main Street and Route 6A. Unfor- 
tunately, the time schedule became delayed and the work was 
not completed before the early winter forced discontinuance 
of the work. It is hoped that the early spring will see this 
work completed so that the over-all appearance will be im- 
proved. With the finished surface in place the driving condi- 
tions are much more satisfactory. 


Beside the normal repairssand maintenance of town 
roads, oil surfacing was done on Freeman Avenue, Wood 
Avenue and Dillingham Avenue at Sandwich Beach Shores. 
The widening of Willow Street was completed with a black 
top surface. Other improvements were made on several roads, 
but since road work is under the jurisdiction and control of 
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the Highway Surveyor, we are only mentioning these projects 
and the details no doubt will be covered in the Highway Sur- 
veyor’s report. 


Jetties, or groins, as the Division of Waterways more 
properly terms them, were constructed in the beach area at 
Town Beach north of the entrance to Old Harbor. A contract 
has been let by Waterways to rebuild three existing groins at 
Spring Hill Beach, as well as the construction of one addition- 
al groin north of the Town Beach. No doubt this work will 
be done during the late winter or early spring. It is planned 
to request the rebuilding of three additional existing groins 
at Spring Hill Beach for 1959. 


The maintenance work was continued on the town 
squares and park areas. These are beginning to show the 
efforts of the last few years and, we feel, have improved 
the general appearance of the town. This work will be con- 
tinued and enlarged to include additional areas as practi- 
cable. 


Upon acquiring the Old Mill property and the Hoxie 
House property, the grounds of these were cleaned up to 
improve their general appearance. In cooperation with the 
State Division of Marine Fisheries, additional work was done 
on the herring run by the Town Hall. The run of herring has 
increased greatly during the past four years and is becoming 
well established once again. The reconstructed ladder should 
help to further improve conditions. 


A new public right-of-way was constructed on Lawrence 
Pond off Great Hill Road on property purchased from Fiske 
brothers as authorized at the 1958 annual town meeting. As a 
result, the State division of Fisheries and Game have put the 
pond on a management basis. This pond is being stocked with 
bass and pickerel. Sandwich now has three ponds under man- 
agement by the State. Peter’s Pond and Spectacle Pond are 
stocked with trout and Lawrence Pond with bass and pickerel. 
There still remains Triangle Pond on which to establish a 
right-of-way before it, too, can be included in the manage- 
ment program. 5! 
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We wish to express our appreciation to the Sandwich 
Historical Society on behalf of the town for the tremendous 
results they have received as a result of their foresight, plan- 
ning and efforts. In attracting nearly 24,000 persons to the 
Sandwich Glass Museum in 1958, they have added greatly to 
the attraction of Sandwich and have assisted our general 
economy. Having the strength of their convictions and cou- 
rage to act, proves that their planning was well founded. Con- 
eratulations and best wishes for continued success. 


The Selectmen wish to express their appreciation to the 
townspeople, the department heads, the committee members 
and the employees of the town who have cooperated with the 
Board throughout the year.

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Assessors’ Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The revaluation of all real property made by the Clemin- 
shaw Company in 1957 was put into effect as of January 1, 
1958, so that the tax rate and taxes for 1958 reflected the 
results of this work. After a week of day time and evening 
reviews of valuations with property owners by the Clemin- 
shaw representatives and the Assessors, definite assessed val- 
uations were established reflecting fair market values. It was 
determined that the fair market value of all assessable real 
property of record in the town was $17,160,444.00. The Asses- 
sors have used one-third of this value for assessed valuation. 


The final outcome resulted in an increase of $864,190.00 in 
assessed valuation on real property over 1957, which, togeth 
with an increase of $70,022.00 on personal property, gave 
total increase of $934,212.00 in assessed valuation as the 
following comparative table will show. 


While an increase in assessed valuations resulted, the 
result which is felt to be the most important by the revalua 
tion work is the elimination of inequities and the establishing 
of a basic formula which is fair to all in arriving at valuation 
of all real estate in the town. 


Following the completion of the work, a booklet 
printed showing the comparison of 1957 and 1958 assessed 
valuations. This booklet was distributed by mail to all prop- 
erty owners of record. 


Additional work was done on the Assessors’ maps tk 
year. Each year a few more properties are located and addi- 
tional land is added to the assessment. The maps have been 
kept up to date by making necessary adjustments as the re 
sult of real estate transfers and the sub-divisions of parcel 
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of land. These maps are being appreciated more and more 
each year and have been of valuable assistance in keeping 
the records of the Town of Sandwich. 


During the year 1958 there were 102 building permits is- 
sued through the Selectmen’s office, with a total estimated 
cost of $311,415.00. These permits were divided into classifi- 
cations as follows: 


47 New Dwellings 
26 Additions to existing Buildings 
17 Garages and Auxiliary Buildings 
11 Commercial Buildings 

2 Motel Units 


This office continues to appreciate the value and import- 
ance of the information obtained through the building per- 
mits. It is of great importance in keeping the records and 
location of construction up to date and complete.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The medical expenses in the four categories of Public 
Assistance continues to run high. This is the same in most 
cities and towns in the Commonwealth and is, in some way, 
due to the fact we have 25% of our Old Age Assistance cases 
in licensed Nursing Homes or licensed Rest Homes. 


We can see no decrease for the coming year, as the 
Director of the Division of Hospital Costs and Finances has 
established a rate of $6.50 per day for patients in Nursing 
Homes effective January 1, 1959. This is an increase of 75 
cents per day. 


Below are figures to show the amounts spent on medical 
care for the year 1958.

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Report of the Board of Health 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
The Citizens of the Town of Sandwich 


The Board of Health herewith submits its report for the 
year ending December 31, 1958. 


The past year has been an active one for your Board. We 
have been fortunate in not having any serious epidemic. Dis- 
eases common among children were reported during the year 
by Physicians and recorded with the State Department of 
Public Health. 


There were seventeen (17) deaths reported. One case of 
Tuberculosis from our Town at the Barnstable County Hos- 
pital — the cost of same was paid by the Town from our De- 
partment appropriation. 


The Dental Clinics at the Henery T. Wing School were con- 
ducted by Doctor James F. Volker—the cost of same was 
taken from our Budget. 


We are indebted to Doctor F. L. Moore, George F. Crocker, 
Jr. and Ernest C. Eldredge, Jr. of the Barnstable County 
Health Department for their cooperation and advice during 
the year. 


Many complaints were received during the year regard- 
ing the breeding of mosquitoes on private property. Our find- 
ings were given to Mr. Oscar W. Doane, Superintendent of 
the Cape Cod Mosquitoe. Control. He took prompt action to 
eliminate this trouble. Our thanks to Mr. Doane and his staff 
for their assistance. 


During the summer the Harvard School of Public Health 
was invited by the Barnstable County Commissioners to make 
a survey of the health needs of the County. Your Board and 
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the Selectmen met with a member of the Survey Team and 
supplied the information requested as to the health and sani- 
tary Rules and Regulations of our Town, and the manner in 
which your Board operated. This survey will be published in 
the Standard Times. 


Many thanks to Mrs. Edith Chamberlin, R.N. — Public 
Health Nurse—for her assistance and advice. 


We also wish to thank Mr. Carl H. Hiler, Town Account- 
ant for his assistance in helping to solve many of our prob- 
lems.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


Honorable Selectmen 
Citizens of Sandwich 


Gentlemen and Friends: 
The following is my report for the year, 1958. 


One alone, in any field, could accomplish little; therefore, 
it is proper that I take this opportunity to say I am most 
grateful to all who have contributed to the services I have 
rendered to you. 


Dr. Fred L. Moore, our County Health Officer, has been 
most generous to us with his time, suggestions, and assis- 
tance in conducting various clinics, arranging meetings with 
other Cape nurses, giving booster shots to our school children 
—these are only a few of the invaluable services he has ren- 
dered to Sandwich. His assistant, Miss Mary Susich, Public 


Health Nurse Consultant for Barnstable County, has been a 


“guiding light,” and every project undertaken has been dis- 
cussed with her. 


The Cape Cod Hospital has autoclaved all our materials 
for innoculations. 


The Barnstable County Red Cross has provided trans- 
portation to both near and distant hospitals. Often, however, 
the Red Cross car lacks a driver, and I have been asked if a 
responsible person, or persons, who might have the time, 
would volunteer to drive this car. If there is such a person, 
please visit the Chapter headquarters in Hyannis and talk 
it over with the secretary. A day or part of a day would be of 
great help. 


The Salvation Army has been most generous in helping. 
One emergency left us “up in the air” as it were, and Mrs. 
Raymond Wood and Mr. George Sutton, Salvation Army rep- 
resentatives for Sandwich, came to the rescue. 
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The State Health Department and the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company as well as the John Hancock Life In- 
surance Company have supplied us with a great deal of litera- 
ture, on request. Dairy and Food Associations have sent us 
literature and posters on nutrition and dental care. All this 
material is excellent in our branch of health education. Any- 
one who wishes pamphlets on any subject in this field may 
have them for the asking. If we don’t have what you want, 
we'll get it if it’s in print. 


Local assistance has come from all sides: 


The Round Table Group of the Federated Church spon- 
sored a Polio Clinic for the adult population requesting it. 
There were three sessions and, when completed in September, 
our Town was fully immunized. Every person from under one 
year through the age of 40 had the basic required first and 
second doses of Salk vaccine, and almost everyone had the 
third or ‘‘booster” shot. Dr. Salk has recently stated that a 
fourth shot is recommended, especially for children. This, he 
said, is because commercially made vaccines do not have the 
potency of vaccines made in research laboratories. We may 
hear more on this subject later. With no cases of Polio on the 
Cape in 1958, we cannot deny the effect of this wonderful 
vaccine. 


Dr. Moore gave double antigen booster shots — tetanus 
and whooping cough — for the First and Fifth Grade child- 
ren. AS always, parents received and signed request slips for 
these shots. The response could be called 100%. 


A January meeting with the local Board of Health and 
Dr. Moore, as well as the Selectmen and the Nurse, was held 
to revise, in part, and plan for a more far-reaching dental 
program in our School, with emphasis on prevention and 
education. Corrective work was to be done for those who, be- 
cause of circumstances, would otherwise not have their im- 
mediate dental needs attended to. Examinations were done by 
Dr. Volker for children in the first four grades. Notices were 
sent home and returned; some requesting examinations, a few 


93 


asking for corrective work, and some to see their own private 
dentists. 


Running along with this program was the all-important 
preventive program, given to us by Dr. Moore through the 
County Dental Hygienist, Mrs. Dalzell. Floridation programs 
are in great demand, and we were favored. One hundred fifty- 
five request slips were sent out for this Sodium Floride treat- 
ment, for children under 13 years of age. The response was 
overwhelming. All but 16 slips were returned requesting the 
treatment—13 out of the 16 had already had, or were having 
the treatment,, and the other 3 were not interested. Mrs. 
Dalzell did a most commendable job — her work was above 
reproach, and when she was finished, we were all sorry. Be- 
Sides a thorough check for oral imperfections and cleaning 
the teeth, three applications of sodium floride, a week apart, 
were made on each child. We are planning to continue this 
program, both in school, and for our pre-school children. 


Our Well-Child Conference with Dr. Gleason, Pediatric- 
ian of Wareham , was very successful, as always. The Chair- 
man for this year was Mrs. William Foster. She and her Com- 
mittee worked diligently along with graduate nurses who 
gave of their time, as well as busy housewives who came each 
day to act as hostesses. Others made and followed up appoint- 
ments, and Mrs. Henry Roberti took care of transportation 
for those who had none. Mrs. Dalzell was there to talk to the 
mothers about teeth problems. All children who were to enter 
school were checked and taken care of by Dr. Gleason. Follow- 
ing the examination of each child, a conference was held 
with the parent which enabled the mother to talk freely 
about her child’s habits, growth, defects, if any, and get the 
advice and reassurance of Dr. Gleason. When requested, im- 
munizations were given, including Polio, D. P. T., Small Pox, 
and “Boosters.” 


Dr. Lewis offered Tetanus Booster shots for the Firemen 
and Policemen. Veterans were given the booster shot, and 
three doses were given to the non-veterans. Dr. Brown kindly 
offered his services. 
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Shortly after school opened physical examinations were 
given — 206 pupils were examined and 3 referrals were made. 
Examinations were given to children in the third, fifth, 
seventh, ninth, and eleventh grades, as well as, every stu- 
dent who participated in sports. 


Eye and Ear tests followed for every school child. There — 
were 7 referrals made for eyes, none for ear impairment, — 
although some that were formerly tested, are under super- 
vision and care. ! 


Patients who were taken to clinics and hospitals were 
more numerous this year, and greater distances were in- © 
volved. Some of the institutions visited were St. Luke’s Hospi- 
tal, New Bedford; Sol-E-Mar, South Dartmouth; Lakeville; 
Taunton; Cape Cod Hospital; Barnstable County Hospital, 
Pocasset; and Tobey Hospital, Wareham. ; 


Appointments were also made at the Eye and Ear Infir- 
mary in Boston, Children’s Hospital, Mt. Auburn Hospital, » 
and Pondville. Patients were transported to New Bedford © 


‘ 


specialists and to all local doctors. 


The East Sandwich Grange has allotted a sum of money — 
for specific medical needs. A group of kind citizens and Epac_ 
Grotto made possible a very special type of wheel chair for 
a very special little Sandwich girl. ;

Expressions of gratitude and thank-yot 
notes were received. a 
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My work with the school children is anything but boring. 
Office visits from pupils of all grades are frequent. Many are 
playground accidents of no mean proportions, some have 
fever and other symptoms which should have kept them 
home. Then, there are those who just come for a little atten- 
tion, or to talk about the new baby at home, or other things 
they enjoy talking about. Classroom visits are frequent too, 
and talks are given to the children on various important sub- 
jects such as health, appearance, and accidents. 


Home visits to the sick are made when requested by the 
physician or members of the family. There have been more 
of such visits this year. 


Infant and child welfare visits are made, and infant 
Care is given when requested — especially just after a new 
baby arrives home from the hospital. 


Visits continue to be made to elderly persons alone, or 
with friends or relatives—some need special attention in 
one way or another, but all enjoy having someone “drop in.” 


A class in Home Nursing and Care of the Sick is conduct- 
ed weekly — girls in the Junior Class comprise this group.

please call her at her home or at school if the need should 
arise. 


If any individual or group would like to give a new firm-

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Report of the Chief of Police 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is my annual report as Chief of Police of the 
Town of Sandwich for 1958. 


During late 1957 and January 1958, a series of breaks 
into vacant houses caused the Upper Cape police departments 
a great deal of concern. 


A concerted effort on the part of the departments of 
Barnstable, Mashpee, Sandwich, Falmouth, Bourne and the 
members of the Sheriff’s Office put an end to the trouble early 
in February, solving nearly sixty breaks in Barnstable and 
Plymouth Counties, and recovering property worth nearly 
$5,000. I am sorry to have to report that the persons responsi- 
ble came from Sandwich. 


One of the most troublesome problems we have to deal 
with is drinking by minors. It becomes especially bad during 
the summer when the beaches are open. This department 


has been doing its best to reduce the nuisance without much © 


SUCCESS. 


I can say that in general the business people who sell 
liquor are reasonably careful about the ages of those to whom 


they sell. Unfortunately it is all too easy for a person twenty- — 


one or older to buy liquor for those who can get it in no other 
way, and there are altogether too many punks and nitwits 
who are ready and willing to do so. The apprehension and 
prosecution of this criminal is very difficult. 


Crimes of violence, including the shooting of an officer 
in Wareham and armed holdups in Hyannis, Wareham and 


101 


Buzzards Bay point up the fact that the increasing network 
of super highways is bringing us something besides the busi- 
ness we want. 


Our patrols maintain periodic checks on business places 
each night, and watch as closely as possible over places and 
persons who might become targets for robbery. 


Anyone who might be thought to have cash in large 
amounts is urged to call us at once at any sign of suspicious 
activity. We would far rather answer a thousand false alarms 
than be called too late for a real one. 


Members of this department are ready at all times to 
provide escort to a bank or night depository for anyone carry- 
ing sizeable amounts of money. 


Last year we had fewer automobile accidents than the 
year before, and fewer people injured, but greater monetary 
damage to property. There were no fatal accidents, which is 
good luck and nothing more as every accident is potentially 
fatal, and we had a dozen last year that could easily have 
killed several people. 


The time has come when it is no longer safe nor desire- 
able to have an officer alone in the patrol car at night, es- 
‘pecially during the summer time, and therefore I have had 
to put both regular officers full time on the night shift. This 
adds so much to the load in the summer time that I have to 
ask to have another full time officer hired for the summer 
season, and also a part time clerk-dispatcher in order that 
there may be some one in the station at all times during the 
day in the summer. 


: The Police Association continues to be active, sponsoring 
the Explorer Scout Post and also the Junior Rifle Club. The 
members of the association have raised money through food 
sales and a clam bake, to equip themselves with parts of their 
uniforms and also to be able to contribute toward worthwhile 
causes and funds. 


Last fall I ran two courses in safe handling of firearms 
so that some of our younger sportsmen could get certified by 
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the Conservation Officer as being competent to have a hunt- 
ing license. This is the only way that a minor between 15 and 
18 can get an unrestricted hunting license. These courses 
were run with the help of Conservation Officer LeFarr. 


An Auxiliary Police Department under the Civil Defense 
law is in the process of organization. 


The present police cruiser has unfortunately been very 
unsatisfactory from the start. Every so often every motor 
vehicle manufacturer puts out a car that seems to be jinxed 
from the moment it leaves the assembly line. This time we 
got it. I recommend that it be replaced as soon as possible. — 


Perhaps this report is not the place to say it, and perhaps 
I will have to eat my words all too soon, but I would like to’ 
point out to the people of Sandwich that they are raising a 
mighty fine crop of young people. 


To be sure some of them sometimes feel their oats a aa 
but I knew many of their parents when they were that age, 
and find little difference between actions then and now. Tak- 
en by and large we can proudly compare these youngsters 
mentally, morally and spiritually with representative groups 
from anywhere. 


There are many organizations in town doing their best to 
furnish activities for these youngsters. Your School, the 
Scouts from Cub Pack through Explorer Post, Blue Birds, 
Camp Fire, Little League, Pony League, Youth Groups, Rifle 
Club, 4-H and the churches, all are active in services to Youth. 
The one thing these organizations often lack is adult help. 
Your help. 


The uglier forms of juvenile delinquency are not one of 
our major problems, thanks in no small measure to these 
activities. Please support them. 


I take this opportunity to thank the other Cape Police 
Departments, the Sheriff’s Office, the members of the State

| The activities of the Fire Department were limited in 

number during the year, but there was more property dam- 

age than there has been the last several years. There were 

four building fires in which insurance was paid to a total 
of $5,800.00.

Lightning had entered through the electrical system and 
ignited a bed close to a wall outlet.

| At the Annual Town Meeting in March, funds were made 
available for the purchase of a new pumping truck and 
equipment.

All but two or three of these 
inspections were completed in one trip. There were several, 
however, that had to be changed and this made return trips 
necessary. The local heating men know what our require 
ments are, but some of the outside installers do not. Hav 
them check with us before they start. It will make it easie 
for them and you will get the job done sooner. 


You should have your oil burning equipment cleaned an 
checked once a year by a licensed man. By doing this, you 
can save yourself money and worry. The burner will run mo 
efficiently and get the most out of every gallon of oil and 
you may save a call to us. Out of the 12 house calls we ha 
this year, 6 of them were for faulty oil burning stoves o 
furnaces. 


We take our hats off to the Volunteer Fire Departmen 
the Police Department and the ones who keep and answer 
the RED PHONES, on which you report fire and emergenc 
requests. Without this complete cooperation between all of 
us, we would not be able to give the service we do on th 
modest budget that we operate on.

Gentlemen: 


The Dutch Elm Disease is still the chief threat to our 
trees. This past year we had nine town trees which were con- 
firmed positive Dutch Elm Disease. These trees have been 
taken down and disposed of. 


We cannot predict what will happen next summer; how-- 
ever, we hope that by continuing our spraying and sanitation 
programs we will be able to keep our losses small. 


The Gypsy Moth situation remains about the same. We 
caught more male moths in our traps this year than we do 
sometimes. But we do not feel that there is any cause for 
alarm as there have been no signs of feeding yet. If there 
should be any feeding which would indicate an infestation 
is building up, we would have to spray the area from the air. 


We feel that our work to eradicate poison ivy on town- 
owned property is showing very good results and another 
year of spraying should reduce this plague to a minimum.

The following is the report of the Water Safety Com- 
mittee for the year 1958. 


Several well qualified persons applied for the position 
of Instructor, and the Committee hired Miss Patricia Cleary 
of Taunton for the job. 


One hundred and thirty-one persons registered for the 
course and received instruction during the summer. In- 
cluded in this number were five adults. 


Many of the summer guests of the Town took advantage 
of the opportunity of a week or so of instruction in swim- 
ming, even though not here long enough to pass the tests 
for advancement and rating. 


The ages of those attending the classes were as follows: 


i- yrs. 3 persons i1-yrs. 11 persons 7 yrs. 11 persons 
14 yrs. 3 persons 10 yrs. 18 persons’ 6 yrs. 15 persons 
13 yrs. 5 persons 9 yrs. 18 persons 5 yrs. 4 persons 
12 yrs. 17 persons $8 yrs. 11 persons 4 yrs. 10 persons 


The courses of instruction followed the rules laid down 
by the American Red Cross, and our instructor gave stiff 
exams and was rigid in her marking. When she certified a 
student as having passed for advancement, he or she had 
earned it. 


35 members of the class earned the Red Cross rating of 
Beginning Swimmer. 


116 


17 earned the rating of Intermediate Swimmer. 
6 earned the rating of Swimmer. 


Total: 58 students earned advancement in rating. 


Several began the Junior Lifesaving course but were 
not able to pass the test when the season ended.

The Hoxie House Restoration Committee is pleased to 
make the following report: 


Throughout the past year we have had several meetings 
and have met with individuals who are leaders in the field 
of restoration of old homes in the New England area. A 
visit was made to Old Sturbridge Village where we looked 
over their restorations and attended lectures on the sub- 
ject. It was very inspiring and made us more fully realize 
the great potential we have here in Sandwich in the way of 
historic sites. 


Feeling that the services of an architect were needed 
to guide us in our study, we selected Mr. George H. Sherwood 
of Boston. Mr. Sherwood has prepared preliminary plans 
and outline specifications of the proposed restoration. 


The committee is of the unanimous opinion that the 
Hoxie House should be fully and authentically restored. 
Realizing that such a project is a costly one, we plan to pro- 
pose that the project be financed over a period of five years. 
The restored house will produce income to the Town as ad- 
missions will be charged, and the income so produced will 
be used to maintain the property and help pay for the orig- 
inal cost of restoration. 


We have in Sandwich a beautiful historic area composed 
of the Sandwich Glass Museum, the Congregational Church 
with its famous Christopher Wren Spire, the Town Hall, 
the Old Mill, the Hoxie House, and other beautiful old homes. 
With careful planning and foresight, this can be made one 
of the most attractive areas to be found in any town. We all 
know that we have forever lost the old Sandwich Glass 
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Works, and from this fact we should now know that we 
cannot let any other remaining historic asset that we have 
fall to ruin and become just a memory. Throughout the na- 
tion there is a great awakening to the fact that historic sites 
are fast vanishing and that every effort must be made to 
preserve them. 


With the restoration of the Hoxie House we will have 
made a start, which, if followed through with the Old Mill 
and the general beautification of the area, will give us an 
historic area of great significance which we will all be proud 
of and which will greatly help the economy of the town.

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Report of the Sandwich Public Library 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The 68th Annual Report of the Sandwich Public Library 
is herewith submitted. 


During the year the library has lost a friend by the 
death of Mr. Morton Eisnor who had served so faithfully 
in the capacity of caretaker. 


Soon after the first of the year Mr. Chester Smith took 
over the duties of caretaker and we are delighted with the 
way the library looks both inside and out. 


No major repairs have been undertaken this year, but 
25 new folding chairs were purchased for the meeting room 
and have been much appreciated. 


Several organizations have used the meeting room and 
in April a group of young women used it for a 5 week course 
in Home Economics arranged by the Barnstable County Ex- 
tension Service. Several books suggested by the group were 
purchased for the library. 


The Misses Sylvia and Linda Alvezi carried on with 
the Story Hour until February, but so few children were 
able to attend that it was discontinued. In November, we 
tried again and were fortunate to have Mrs. Florence Snow 
as storyteller for a most successful end to Children’s Book 
Week. 45 children came and were enchanted by her stories. 
Another Story Hour was held in December by Mrs. Snow, 
but due to Christmas activities only a handful of children 
attended. We are most appreciative of Mrs. Snow’s willing- 
ness to give her time for these two afternoons. 


In March we celebrated the first National Library Week 
along with libraries throughout the country. For this we 
had an exhibit of many rare and beautiful Japanese books 
artistically arranged by Mrs. Robert Payne. A beautiful 
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flower arrangement was loaned by Mrs. Knowlton Oberlander 
which carried out the Japanese theme. Many visitors came 
to see the books. During the week there was a discussion of 
books held one evening which proved very interesting and 
the librarian would like to see these held more often. There 
was an exhibit of new children’s books and book reports and 
letters from the 3rd, 4th and 5th grades. 


All classes of the Henry T. Wing School, from 3rd through 
12th, have visited the library during the year with their 
teachers. Mr. Ovian has been very helpful in arranging these 
trips and also in arranging for the book collection loans to 
be transported to the school. We have continued to supply the 
4th, 5th and 6th grades with books every two weeks. During 
the year the high school students have used the library in 
the evenings for study and research and it has, been a pleas- 
ure to have them conduct themselves so well while here. 


Summer is always our busiest time and we were for- 
tunate to have the part-time assistance of Mrs. John Wins- 
low during this time. 


Several exhibits have been arranged on special sub- 
jects during the year. In February Miss Lydia Banta, Assist- 
ant Librarian, loaned a document signed by Abraham Lin- 
coln and a fine picture of Lincoln. These were displayed with 
books on Lincoln and Washington. Flowers have been sup- 
plied during the year by Mrs. Everett Wright, Mrs. E. A. 
Harvey, Mrs. Charles Lloyd, Mrs. Chester Foster, Mrs. G. 
Harley Chamberlin, the Misses Garner, the Misses Hough- 
taling and Mrs. L. Lloyd MacLean. We did not have a Christ- 
mas tree this year, but Mrs. Wright and Mrs. MacLean sup- 
plied lovely Christmas decorations for inside the building. 
Mrs. MacLean also made the very interesting and unusual 
wreaths which the trustees placed on the doors. 


A very much appreciated gift was a beautifully illum- 
inated copy of the Bill of Rights, presented by the Maier 
family.

It is our hope that organizations may become interested 
in giving books as memorials. We have a supply of folders 
“Book Memorials in Libraries’ which we will be happy to 
send any group. There is a card which will be sent to the 
family telling them that a memorial book has been pre- 
sented and also a special bookplate to be placed in the books. 
I would be glad to confer with any group about suitable books 
to be presented. 


May I also make an appeal for any books or material of 
any kind containing Sandwich History or geneologies of 
Sandwich families. We have many requests for such informa- 
tion and we have very little material. 


The two librarians and three of the trustees attended 
the all day session of the Cape Cod Library Club at the beau- 
tiful new Centerville library in November. 


There have been 169 new library applications signed 
this year making our total registration now 1,298. We are 
very happy to report a substantial gain in circulation during 
1958 with a total of 23,018 a gain of 1,744. The juvenile cir- 
culation also shows a gain of 773 with a total of 17,732. Dur- 
ing the year I have catalogued 619 books of which 251 were 
adult fiction, 152 juvenile fiction, 132 adult non-fiction and 
84 juvenile non-fiction. 104 adult and 38 juvenile books have 
been discarded because they have worn out or were duplicates. 
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From the figures you can see that the number of peo- 
ple using the library is increasing each year. As those who 
regularly use the facilities of the library know, book space 
is at a premium. Our capacity is entirely inadequate for our 
needs. The percentage of book increase, judging by the past, 
will continue its upward trend. What books to keep and 
what to throw away is the persistent problem. As has been 
pointed out in the past, the matter of.available, accessible 
book-stack space is of vital concern to all and will not be 
brushed aside. It is hoped that somehow in the not too dis- 
tant future a way of providing more book space will be 
planned and financed to assure the continuance of the li- 
brary’s service to the community.

School Entrance: 


The State laws require that all children, seven years of 
age and over, who are physically and mentally able, attend 
school. Any child resident of Sandwich may attend school, 
provided he has reached the age of five years and eight 
months on or before September first of the year of entrance. 


Birth Certificates: 


All children, except those born in Sandwich, must pre- 
sent a birth certificate before entrance to the first grade. 
Births of children born in Sandwich will be checked at the 
Town Hall. | 


Vaccination: 


No child shall be allowed to enter school without a cer- 
tificate of vaccination. 


No School: 


Every effort will be made to have school whenever feas- 
ible. Children not properly clothed should be kept at home 
on stormy days. On those days when transportation by school 
bus is impossible, no school sessions will be held. The notice 
will be broadcast over radio stations WEEI, WNAC, WBZ, 
and WHDH at 7:00, 7:30, and 8:00 a. m. 
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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and 
Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


I am pleased to submit my third annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. Again, a resume of some of the high- 
lights of the program for the previous year have been included 
in the Principal’s report. Last year I emphasized the future 
educational shortages that, in my opinion, will occur at the 
high school level within a few years. 


This year I should like to outline the building facilities 
which will be available for September, 1959, and how we plan 
to utilize them. The new wing will house classes of grades 
1-3. It will also include the Principal’s office, nurse’s clinic 
and the combination gymnasium-auditorium with related 
locker rooms and showers for boys and girls. 


The old building, with certain renovations, will be used 
as follows: The first fioor will house six classes, Grades 4-8 
with grades 7 and 8 being set up on a departmentalized basis. 
The second floor, consisting of six classrooms, will be used for 
the high school students of grades 9-12 for this year. Increas- 
ed elementary school population may prevent its full use 
within the near future. These rooms will be supplemented 
with the renovated and remodeled science and mathematics 
room and the home economics room which was formerly 
the cafeteria. The old gymnasium-auditorium has been made 
into an up-to-date cafeteria seating one hundred eighty. The 
stage end of the room may still be used for small activity 
groups when the cafeteria is closed. The old Principal’s office 
will be used for a women teachers’ room. The former shop 
room, which presently houses the fifth grade, will become a 
lecture room for the senior high school mathematics and 
science classes. The clinic on the top floor will be used for 
much-needed storage space. 


The Committee also plans to install a Protecto Wire 
Automatic Fire Alarm system throughout the old building. 
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This system will give added protection to students as well 
as alerting authorities in case of fire. | 


Summarizing, the new wing will furnish up-to-date class- 
rooms for the low elementary students. It will also have a 
fully-equipped clinic and Principal’s office, making possible 
a more effective health and administrative program. The 
combination gymnasium-auditorium will stimulate an expan- 
sion of our physical education, recreation, and social program. 
It will also be available for many Town functions. For large 
gatherings, the bleachers will seat 400 and there is space on 
the floor for approximately 500 more. 


The renovated mathematics and science room with com- 
plete laboratory facilities for chemistry and physics will pro- 
vide necressary, and enriched, laboratory experience. 


The renovated cafeteria will furnish complete facilities 
for both sewing and cooking classes in the home economics 
program. The new cafeteria, seating 180, will make it possible 
to cut down on the number of hours of preparation and serv- 
ing. Should there be the need for a town dinner, rearrange- 
ment of tables would make it possible to serve up to 250 at 
one time. ' . 


One of the most significant improvements will be the use 
of the complete top floor for high school purposes, for at 
least the coming year. It will allow some additional elasticity 
in the arrangement and expansion of the high school cur- 
riculum. More room can be allotted to the commercial depart- 
ment. A much-needed library, study hall, and a small confer- 
ence room can be set up free from regular classes. 

The School Building Committee is to be commended for 
its meticulous planning in carrying out the mandate of the 
citizens. The new elementary classrooms, gymnasium-audi- 
torium, cafeteria, and renovated laboratory and home eco- 
nomics rooms will do much to strengthen our present 
program.

Dear Sir: 


Once again it becomes my privilege to write this annual 
report to inform you of events which have taken place in our 
School for the year 1958. 


In June we graduated twelve students, six of whom con- 
tinued their education in institutions of higher learning. Our 
Commencement speaker, Dr. Franklin P. Hawkes, gave an 
inspiring address. For the first time, we held a reception fol- 
lowing our exercises, and this proved to be a tremendous 
SUCCESS. 


The townspeople voted, and appropriated money, for the 
construction of a new elementary wing and gymnasium- 
auditorium. This new wing will house the primary grades, 
and the new gymnasium-auditorium will enable us to carry 
on activities which, heretofore, were somewhat restricted. 
The renovations planned for the old building will give us, 
for the time being, the room we desperately need for other 
curriculum needs. It was evident, from the outset, that this 
construction would create certain safety problems, but our 
Students have co-operated to such an extent that these prob- 
lems have been minimized. I would like, at this time, to 
commend them for their fine co-operation, and the. support 
that they have given to us—a thank you to the student 
body. 


Once again our Girls’ Basketball Team, under the able 
leadership and coaching of Mr. Edwin Zion, has won the Small 
League Championship, and entered the Cape Cod Principals’ 
Association Tournament Finals. We lost to Provincetown but, 
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in this defeat, we actually won a victory. The girls can be 
proud of their performance, and I know I speak for the entire 
School when I say that we were proud to have them repre- 
sent our School. A special word of praise should go to Mr. 
Zion for, through his outstanding coaching, the girls were 
able, for the first time in six years, to enter the Tournament 
Finals. The character and good sportsmanship of these girls 
reveals the type of leadership and coaching they have had 
under Mr. Zion. 


We are planning to introduce Girls’ Softball this spring. 
While the schedule will be limited, we hope that in time it 
will become a varsity sport. 


A word of praise should be given to Mr. Berner Peterson 
who has given much of his time in starting a Junior High 
Basketball team. He has carried on Saturday morning ses- 
sions in an unofficial capacity. This fall the School Committee 
voted to have Mr. Peterson take over the coaching of Junior 
High Basketball and Baseball. I am sure Mr. Peterson will 
continue to develop and improve our Junior High athletic 
program. 

We started our third Soccer season this fall with a 
veteran team, and emerged with a 7-5-2 record. We, at the 
School, do not feel that the won-lost column is as important 
as the fundamental traits of character developed in the boys 
and girls who participate in our extra-curricular activities. 
One school official commented to me, after being defeated 
by the Sandwich squad, “We would rather play Sandwich 
than any other school—they are real sportsmen and true 
Soccer players.” Certainly, these words are a tribute to our 
coach, Mr. Belliveau, the players, and the School. The entire 
faculty, and particularly these three men, are responsible 
for the fine extra-curricular program that we have here at 
the Henry T. Wing School. 


Our athletic program is not the only phase of our School 
which has been working on an extemely high level. Several 
weeks ago, our Student Council voted to recommend to the 
Administration that a suitable award, in the form of a 
chenille letter, be given to students who are on the Honor 


_ 
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Roll for a full academic year. The Administration heartily 
endorsed and approved this move. The Student Council is 
how in the process of drawing up a new letter design for 
these future awards. The Council is also working on the 
selection of a school “nickname” for the Henry T. Wing 
School. As a Christmas project the Student Council made and 
distributed wreaths for “shut-ins” and other townspeople who 
were sick or otherwise handicapped. 


Another project carried out to its conclusion was the 
writing of an Alma Mater song by Mrs. McCann, our Music 
Supervisor, and Mr. Ovian. 


It is with a great deal of personal regret that I note the 
resignation of Mrs. Florence G. Snow. Mrs. Snow is a capable 
and dedicated teacher. I am sure that the entire community 
recognizes the great loss to our school system in the retire- 
ment of a teacher of Mrs. Snow’s calibre. 


We have added two new members to our faculty this 
year: 


Miss Barbara Nanos, Grade 5, and Mr. Farnsworth Baker, 
High School. Several of our faculty members have under- 
taken further graduate courses of study for professional im- 
provement: Mrs. Alice Tyson, Mr. Arthur O’Leary, Mr. Donald 
Belliveau, Mr. Ross Raymond, Mr. Berner Peterson, and Mr. 
Lawrence Ovian. The elementary faculty members have had 
two Workshop meetings with Miss Margaret Shea, Elemen- 
tary Supervisor, Department of Education. These meetings 
have been in the area of Reading; we are planning further 
Workshops in the coming year to cover such areas as Spell- 
ing, Language Arts, Mathematics, and Social Studies. 


The New England Association of Secondary Schools and 
Colleges, of which we are a member, recently passed a reso- 
lution that all secondary schools in New England must be 
evaluated by 1965 in order to receive accreditation in the 
Association. In accordance with this ruling our High School 
faculty will begin this self-evaluation in January, 1959, and 
complete it in January, 1960. At that time an Evaluation 
Committee, appointed by the Association, will visit our school. 
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This year our students have utilized the new field 
program which has replaced the Washington trip. Among 1 
places visited by the various classes are: Springfield Expos . 
tion, Maparium, Science Museum in Boston, and the State 
House. Various plays were attended, as well as other in- 
teresting places of historical and educational ne 
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I would like to add a word of appreciation for Mrs. Cha m 
berlin’s co-operation and help throughout the year 1p 
port which has been invaluable. The townspeople can be 
sured that their children are receiving proper Bueeng atte 
tion while they are at school. St, 


In conclusion I would like to say that the Town of Sanc 
wich is particularly fortunate in having a group of dedicate 
teachers who give of themselves and of their time to advance 
the educational program of the children of Sandwich. Ce 
tainly, this type of teaching deserves recognition and prai 
In the words of Ralph Waido Emerson, “The truest test 0 
civilization is not the census, nor the size of cities, nor ‘. 
crops, but the kind of men the country turns out.” The peopl 
of Sandwich may well be proud of the type of young pt 20p 
the Sandwich School System turns out. Pee >

Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The year 1959 has been added to the history books of 
the Town of Sandwich. A review of the year shows that the 
activities of the Town have added to the list of accomplish- 
ments for the records. 


In the overall planning for the Town, besides the money 
required for the normal operation and expenses, money is 
also required each year for capital outlay which becomes part 


of our assets. It has been possible to provide for these im- — 


provements and expenses and still maintain a sound financial 


position without affecting our overall tax structure. A re-— 


view of the financial statement of the Town shows the favor- 
able position which we are still able to maintain. 


Since we are located in an area where the summer 


;

activities are of prime importance, more and more consider- . 


ation is being given each year to our several Town beaches. — 


- 


These increase in use directly in proportion to weather con- / 
ditions. The summer of 1959 was not exactly a favorable 


beach season, but the demands and use of our beaches did 


increase and an effort is being made to improve them each — 


year. 


The maintenance and improvement of our so-called parks ; 
and squares has continued in an effort to add to the general > 


overall appearance of the Town. This program will be ex- 


panded to include more areas each year. 


Street dancing was continued last year each Monday 


night at the Clark-Haddad square at Jarves and Main Streets. 
Mr. Fred Bunker was again caller for the square dancing and 


played records to interest and entertain the young folks as 
well as those wishing to continue their dancing activities. 
It seemed to be enjoyed by all and was well attended. 
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The 4th of July celebration and activities were held 
again with a full day for all. Starting with the junior parade 
in the morning which was followed by contests and games, 
the day got off to a good start. With a ball game in the after- 
noon, a band concert, boat carnival and fireworks at night, 
the day was quite complete. Each year there are more and 
more friends of Sandwich who join us in these annual ac- 
tivities. 


Considerable work was done on continuing our high- 
way program. The contract under Chapter 90 was completed 
on Tupper Road and River Street which had been extended 
Over a two-year period. The travel and safety on this road 
has been greatly improved and the work was accomplished 
without sacrificing the existing trees as was feared at first. 
A contract, also under Chapter 90, has been signed for the 
first section of Farmersville Road which should be completed 
early in 1960. Considerable work was done on Town Roads 
as indicated in the Highway Surveyor’s report. With the pres- 
ent plan of road takings and improvements, 1960 should be 
the last big year in this program. There will always be road 
maintenance, but 1960 should complete many of the pre- 
viously planned programs. 


The program of shore erosion was continued with the 
construction of a new jetty, or stone groin, at Sandwich Town 
Beach, and the rebuilding of three existing stone groins at 
Springhill Beach. A contract has been let by the State 
Division of Waterways for the rebuilding of three more stone 
groins at Springhill Beach which will leave only three more 
to be rebuilt in 1960 to complete the planned program cover- 
ing East Sandwich Beach and Springhill Beach. Our shore 
erosion problem, no doubt, will always be with us, but we 
trust that with proper planning and the cooperation of the 
State and County we will be able.to keep it under reasonable 
control. 


Some effort has been extended in reconditioning and 
improving the Town Cemetery on Grove Street. New iron 
gates have been installed to replace the wooden one which

had gone beyond repair. Much grading and trimming has 


been done so that the general appearance of the Cape’s prob- 
able oldest burying ground has been greatly improved. Many 


summer visitors find this cemetery most interesting. 


A small experimental planting of clams and quahogs was 
made in cooperation with the Division of Marine Fisheries 
in the Old Harbor area. A continued study of the results so 
far is most encouraging. It is realized that Sandwich does 
not have extensive areas which adapt themselves for shell- 
fish beds, but it is hoped that the work can be expanded to 
make available some shellfish for home use. 


A small boat launching ramp was built at the East Boat 


Basin by a group of citizens at their own expense and with — 
the approval of the Army Engineers. This has proved to be — 


a great convenience to many local boat owners and visitors, 


who, in the past had experienced somewhat of a problem in © 
finding a convenient location in Sandwich to place boats in ~ 


the canal or bay. We feel that this group of public minded 
citizens of the Town should receive our appreciation for their 
interest and efforts. 


The restoration program of historical interest for the 
Town which was only in the dream stages a few short years 
ago is now in the process of becoming a reality. The work 
on the Hoxie House has been substantially completed and it 
will be open to the public this coming season. The research 
and planning for work on the Old Mill has reached the final 


on the church on the square, widely known as the church 
with the Christopher Wrenn steeple, is progressing and should 
be completed, we understand, for the 1960 summer season. 
The improvement of the Artesian well location is substantially 
completed, with the exception of some seeding and planting 


which will be done in the early Spring. As these many pro- 


jects are completed there will be a feeling of preservation of 
our historical background which we are sure will appeal to 
the citizens of the Town and impress our many visitors. 


: 
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We cannot help but again comment on the continued 
activities of the Sandwich Historical Society. In a short 
number of years this dedicated group of people have shown ° 
and proved through their efforts the interest the public has 
in those things which make up the background of our coun- 
try. Again they have substantially surpassed their previous 
attendance records with about 32,000 visitors in the 1959 
season. Again congratulations and best wishes for their con- 
tinued success. 


The Selectmen wish to express their appreciation to the 
townspeople, the department heads, the committee members 
and the employees of the Town who have cooperated with 
the Board throughout the year.

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Assessors’ Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The total assessed valuation of real and personal property 
increased in 1959 by $188,340.00 to make a total of $6,842,- 
700.00. With our normal rate of increase 1960 should show 
a total of more than $7,000,000.00 This would be just about 
double over the past ten year period. 


Increases for 1959, as in the future, reflect only ad-— 
ditional construction and development. Since the revalua- 
tion work that was completed in 1957 there will be very few 
adjustments needed or made on the established records of 
the existing properties. A truer picture of our growth will 
be shown than was possible any time in the past. 


1960 will be the last year a special appropriation will be 
requested for work on the Assessors’ maps. By that time they 
will be completed to the extent that it will not be practical 
to continue research for the few remaining parcels to be 
located and plotted. It is felt that time and time alone will 
work out these problems. The money needed to keep the maps 
up-to-date will be included in the regular Assessors’ budget 
as part of the department’s operating expense. 


In the year 1959 there were 109 building permits issued 
through the Selectmen’s office with a total estimated cost of 
$506,147.00. These permits were divided into classifications 
as follows: 


63 New Dwellings $333,800.00 
23 Additions to existing Buildings 30,600.00 
13 Garages and Auxiliary Buildings 10,247.00 
8 Commercial Buildings 110,500.00 

Motel Unit 18,000.00 

1 Swimming Pool 3,000.00 
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The records which have been set up and established in 
the Assessors’ office, such as the revaluation records, the As- 
sessors’ maps and the building permit information is becom- 
ing more and more important and appreciated to a greater 
extent each year.

Keport of the Board of Health 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Our report for the year ending December 31, 1959 is as 
follows: 


Polio Clinics 

Last year for the first time since the Salk Vaccine was 
publicly introduced in 1955 there was a sudden tragic rise 
in this State and nationally. The Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health found that the major proportion of cases 
were occuring among incompletely vaccinated individuals. 


In order to protect the residents of our Town two Clinics 
were held to give Poliomyelitis Vaccination to residents re- 
questing same. The Registration Fee was One Dollar. Doctor 
John Lewis and Doctor Roy Brown donated their services. 
Doctor Lewis gave his registration fee to the Town Ambulance 
Fund, and Doctor Brown to the Christopher Wren Tower 
Building Fund. We plan to hold additional Clinics in the 
year 1960. 


X-Ray Tuberculin Clinic 

In cooperation with the Barnstable County Health De- 
partment and the Barnstable County Health Association a 
mass Tuberculin X-Ray Mobile Clinic was held. 


Dental Health — School 

The importance of School Dental Health Service cannot 
be too strongly emphasized states Doctor James Volker who 
is appointed by this Board to carry on the School Dental 
Health Program in cooperation with Mrs. Edith S. Chamber- 


lin, R.N., Public Health Nurse. The goal of our School Dental | 


Health Program should be that no parent remains in ignor- 
ance of a child’s dental defects and the possible consequences 
of their remaining untreated. 
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Town Dump Rodents 

In view of the fact that rats damage property, contam- 
inate food and spread diseases to domestic animals and hu- 
man beings, their presence constitutes a menace. Therefore 
in order to maintain the dump in an orderly manner, and 
keep infestations under control we communicated with the 
United States Department of the Interior Fish and Wildlife 
Service—branch of Predator and Rodent Control. Upon their 
advice we had a number of bait traps constructed, and bait- 
ed same with an anticoagulant poison. This method of treat- 
ment has produced excellent results. 


Swimming Pools 

In the past few years a number of Swimming and Wading 
Pools have been placed in operation in various Towns of the 
Cape. We made an investigation as to the operating condi- 
tions, and after discussion with the State Department of 
Public Health, and the Barnstable County Health Department 
we prepared Regulations governing construction and opera- 
tion. These Regulations were approved by the County and 
State Departments and advertised in the daily paper.. Printed 
copies are available to all requesting same. 


Plastic Bag Accidents 

During the past year many infants and small children 
died as a result of the misuse of ultra-thin plastic bags such 
as those used to protect clothing after cleaning. At the re- 
quest of the American Medical Association, the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health and the Society of Plastics 
Industry, Inc. we placed literature and posters in all stores 
and public buildings calling attention to the danger of 
plastic bags. 


Trash Disposal a 

In the past year we have had many complaints from our 
citizens in reference to household garbage and trash being 
deposited in disposal barrels located at the Public Beaches and 
Ponds and also on our highways. The removal of this garbage 
and trash is costing the Town much money. The containers 
are for picnic use only, and not for household garbage. Please 
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cooperate with us and keep our Town clean and free from 
rubbish and garbage on our roadsides. This year we will post 
signs reading—‘‘Rubbish and Garbage Disposal Prohibited by 
Law.” 


Mosquito Control 

A number of complaints were received in reference to 
breeding of mosquitoes. After inspection we referred our 
findings to Mr. Oscar Doane, Superintendent of Cape Cod 
Mosquito Control, and he and his staff took immediate action 
to eliminate the cause. They found that in a great number 
of cases that cesspools were draining into tidal creeks.. In the 
future they will not treat these locations until the drainage 
is corrected. Our thanks to Mr. Doane and his staff for the 
excellent work they have done.

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Report of the Public Health Nurse 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich 


Honorable Gentlemen and Friends: 
My fifth annual report is as follows. 


In the field of Public Health, prevention is more and more 
the order of the day and manifests itself in so many ways, 
among them diagnosis, education, prevention, immunization, 
vital statistics and inspection as well as sanitation, and laws 
governing the distribution of pure food and drugs, and care- 
ful selection of persons handling them. 


Each of us plays an important part in the role of pre- 
ventive medicine and by cooperation, can do much to assist 
our Board of Health, Family Doctor, Public Health Nurse, 
and all others who contribute to the rather new way of life, 
health and happiness. 


As I totalled my daily visits it seemed incredible that so 
many visits were made, but the several thousands of miles 
covered in the year soon proved to me there was no mistake. 


Our Clinic Service was varied and included the offering 
of Tetanus shots for adults, (Diphtheria, Whooping Cough 
and Tetanus) for infants, preschool and School Children. 
Polio Vaccine to all ages—from six months to sixty years. 
Tuberculosis Scratch Tests, Chest X-ray, and round-ups for 
those needing further examination, and treatment, espe- 
cialy the adult and aging groups. Fluoridation programs, held 
in the school as well as for preschool children during the 
summer. This program will be continued, but is now under 
further study. One treatment or application may prove to be 
as helpful as the four we have done on each child, to lessen 
tooth decay. Dental inspection, in the first four grades with 
corrective work for those few unable to have it done other- 
wise. Class talks and inspections. 


89 


Along the line of Education, a talk on Cancer prevention, 
by Dr. Lewis was well attended. 


A Cancer Prevention program for the older mother is 
now in the formative stage. A weekly class in Home Nurs- 
ing is conducted for the girls in the Junior High School class. 
Talks on subjects of their own choosing and discussion of the 
pleasantries and problems of the ’teen ager today. Taunton 
State Hospital offered two seminar series of seven, two-hour 
periods each, dealing with Mental Hygiene, and all phases of 
Mental Health, and how nurses in P.H. field could help the 
patient in the home, especially after receiving care and treat- 
ment in a hospital.. 


St. LukKe’s offered seminars also, for Maternal, and Child 
care. There were two sessions. 


A series of classes were attended at Otis A.F.B. medical 
center. The classes were planned for the expectant mother, 
who was taught the ways to care for herself and her new 
baby. Clothing, exercises, diet, and the many new and modern 
_ methods of child care, seasoned with practibility and common 
sense. Mrs. Kendall of Falmouth taught and Capt. Bashaw 
lectured. The Red Cross gave instructions on the newer 
methods of resusitation, by breathing directly from mouth to 
mouth. New mechanical methods were described, and shown, 
also. 


Infant care, Postnatal, and Prenatal visits were made 
and all new babies born at the Base, and residing in Sand- 
wish were referred by Dr. Bashaw. Other referrals were made 
from Mass Gen. Hospital, Mass Eye and Ear Infirmary, Peter 
Bent Brigham, Mt. Auburn Hosp., Children’s Hosp. Three 
Veteran Admin. Hospitals, Pondville, all local Hospitals, 
Taunton State Hosp., St. Luke’s Hosp. etc. Appointments were 
made in many cases and in some the patient was transported 
by the nurse. 


Home visits to the sick increased this year. Bedside nurs- 
ing, dressings, baths, therapeutic treatments, as ordered and 
innoculation, cover in part, this phase of the work. Sick and 
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well baby visits were also more numerous. Social Welfare 
visits and visits to the aged both sick and well. Visits were 
made to both Rest Homes. Many of our cases were post- 
operative, some acute, and others chronic. There were many 
night and Saturday, Sunday, and Holiday visits as well. 


At school the program is as usual. Accidents will always 
be unavoidable even with the utmost precaution, and super- 
vision, both at play and sports. The cuts, the abrasions, 
bruises, bumps are taken care of as circumstances warrant. 
Then too the more serious, eye care, therapy, and exercises, 
all prescribed. First Aid and Band Aid! Classroom talks and 
head and skin inspections at unscheduled intervals. We do 
have an occasional ringworm, impetigo, or even a “nit” but 
they do not stay with us, and not a child has been excluded 
this year for any of the foregoing conditions. Teachers are 
most cooperative, enforcing good health habits, and getting 
children to the Clinic room when a child is really ill. If he 
has any temperature, his home is contacted. Our newly 
renovated hospital bed is a treasure. Very often a child feel- 
ing badly, rests or even has a nap, and later returns to his 
class. Our new refrigerator provides milk and light diet for 
one missing his lunch. The Principal’s office watches the 
clinic when the nurse is away from her headquarters. 


Other School programs are Vision and Hearing tests. 
Notices are not sent home if a child has passed either test. 
Physical examination for third, fifth, seventh and ninth 
grades, by Dr. Lewis, takes place each year. All children 
participating in Sports must have a thorough physical ex- 
amination, this group comprises the upper and High School 
classes. 


I am deeply grateful to each and every person who has 
assisted me in my efforts to give the Town the best service 
in every respect that I can render. Little could be accom- 
plished alone. My new office is a Heaven sent gift, not only 
to me, but to all who have need to use it. I am profoundly 
grateful to everyone who had even a small part in making it 
possible. Fifty-five persons dropped in to inspect it on Par- 
ents visiting night in October. 
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I’m sure I left many details to the imagination, but we 
always welcome visitors and are happy to answer questions 
concerning our work.

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Report of the Chief of Police 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


Following is my report as Chief of Police for the Town 
of Sandwich in 1959. 


The business section of our town has shifted position in 
the course of the year, and is now concentrated mainly in 
the vicinity of the intersection of Rte. 6A and Jarves Street. 


This concentration of business near this intersection, plus 
the fact that most people coming to do business arrive in 
automobiles, and the further fact that there is limited 
parking space for these automobiles, combine to cause serious 
congestion in this area. 


I conceive it to be the duty of the police department to 
do its best to alleviate this congestion, and at the same time 
to do so if possible without hurting the business of the mer- 
chants concerned. 


In trying this we often find the right hand working 
against the left. 


After studying the area in the neighborhood of this inter- 
section, and talking with some of the merchants regarding 
parking for commercial vehicles, I have made some sug- 
gestions to the Selectmen concerning street markings that 
I hope will help relieve this congestion. 


This may help, but can not cure the situation. 


It seems to me that we should consider possible off- 
street parking or we will find our businessmen moving away 
from this area to a place where there is room to park enough 
vehicles to allow them to compete with the shopping centers 
that are springing up in other parts of the Cape. 
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The proposed new road that will run from Main St. to 
join Rte. 130 near the School meets with hearty approval as 
far as this department is concerned. 


At present Main and School Streets carry a good deal 
of the traffic that is passing from the easterly part of the 
town in the direction of Otis, as well as the traffic that is 
headed for the school. 


These two are residential streets, with School Street in 
particular not suited for the traffic it now has to carry. 


This new road will relieve a good deal of pressure from 
these two streets. To be sure it will create more intersections. 
but neither will be as bad as the present ones at the end of 
School Street. 


Our town beaches are showing a steady growth in popu- 
larity and use, particularly at the newly enlarged parking 
space at the end of Freeman Avenue. At times last summer 
there were as many as 150 cars in this parking lot, and several 
hundred people on the beach. 


The town is fortunate in the size of this beach, which 
can handle twice as many at least without undue crowding. 


The increase in the numbers of outboard motor boats, 
more powerful engines, the use of trailers to move the boats 
from place to place, together with a total absence of control 
over the age or condition of the persons who operate these 
boats has posed a new problem for every community that 
contains navigable waters. 


Last year we had so many complaints concerning reck- 
less operation of speedboats on our ponds that I have checked 
into the possibility of regulation by our own authorities. 


I hope the town will see fit to adopt an amendment to 
its by-laws that will enable the Selectmen to promulgate 
rules regulating these boats, as has been done in other com- 
munities. 


Again this year I must emphasize that some of our more 
serious problems are caused by, or concerned with, drinking 
by minors. 
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The business people of this town who Sell liquor are 
reasonably careful about the ages of those to whom they sell, 
but in spite of this, a minor who wants to drink does not 
have too much trouble getting liquor. 


Last year we logged twenty-eight complaints or reports 
of investigation caused by this alone. 


It is difficult to list these without either appearing to 
soft pedal the problem, since many did not appear in court, 
or to seem to be viewing with undue alarm. 


Actually, more than 80 minors were involved in one way 
or another, and 14 adults, exclusive of the parents of the 
children involved. Most of these were not residents of this 
town, but on the other hand, several of our own kids got 
involved in similar trouble in other localities. 


To point up the problem perhaps it will suffice to observe 
that these investigations were concerned with disturbances 
caused by noisy parties, actual drunkenness, false statements 
to obtain liquor, operating motor vehicles to endanger, 
accosting and annoying, assault and battery, furnishing 
liquor to minors, contributing to delinquency, and a com- 
plaint of carnal knowledge of a female imbecile that happily 
was not confirmed by the investigation, but which consumed 
a good many man hours of investigation work. 


Our accident record last year was not good. Ninety-one 
accidents, three persons killed, and the bill for property dam- 


age at astronomical heights, caused mainly by the railroad — 


accident that claimed the three lives. 


Last year the various cars we used as cruisers traveled 


more than 71,000 miles and my own car was used on depart- . 


ment business for 2,700. 


The present Rambler sedan has been a very satisfactory | 


cruiser, and is in good shape at 58,000 miles. To expect it 
to be so at the end of two full years of use when it will have 
been 140,000 miles is asking a lot of any car. 


On week end nights during the summer months, and dur- 


ing emergencies at other times of the year we badly need 
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another radio equipped car. For the past couple of years, 
my car, which is equipped with a police radio, has been used 
for this purpose. | 


The time has come now for the town to consider owning 
a second police cruiser. 


Last year the Civil Defense Auxiliary Police were organ- 
ized after eight members had completed basic training. Last 
summer they donated 378 hours of their time to work for the 
town, and were most useful. With the regular officers and 
the special police this gives me twenty-one men to call on in 
an emergency. These officers in their Police Association take 
great interest in the youth of our community and I am very 
proud of them. 


Again I call your attention to the Scouts, Blue Birds, 
Camp Fire, Little League, Babe Ruth League, Youth Group, 
Rifle Club, 4H and the churches and the activities they 
sponsor for the benefit of the youth of our town. Adult help 
is needed as always.

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Report of the Fire Engineers 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Mass. 


The calls on the Fire Department and their related 
activities were more numerous this year than they have 
been in the past. Although it was considered a wet, cold 
spring, there was a time in the spring when woods fires 
seemed to start as soon as the sun came out after a rain. 
This was the time of the year when 15 of our woods and grass 
fire took place. All but two were confined to less than 5 acres. 
One other burned 50 acres and the largest about 250 acres. 
Many of these could have developed into major fires if it 
had not been for our good neighbors: Namely, Centerville- 
Osterville, Otis, West Barnstable, Bourne, Mashpee, Falmouth 
and the County Patrol Plane, who came to our help almost 
before they were asked. We want to thank them one and 
all for their fine cooperation. 


Our house fire calls, again this year, were few and dam- 
age was held to almost a record low. Of our 11 calls, 4 were 
for faulty or flooded oil stoves. We would like to caution you 
again to have your oil burning equipment cleaned and ad- 
justed by a licensed service man. “Do-it-yourself” adjust- 
ments and cleaning are not legal and very often are the cause 
of trouble.

There were 76 oil burner inspections and 187 gas instal- 
lations inspected by the department during the yeaer. In- 
spected work, done by a licensed man, very rarely are the 
cause of a fire. 


During the year there were many progressive things 
happen that the department promoted or participated in: 


The East Sandwich Station was made ready and was 
moved into soon after Labor Day. This gives the people of 
E. Sandwich much better coverage. The group of boys who 
have organized there, have worked and drilled hard in the 
past year to give you good fire protection. Those in E. Sand- 
wich should be proud to have such an intereested group to 
give you help, if ever you need it. There are now 60 men 
in Sandwich and 18 men in E. Sandwich, ready to help any- 
time you should need help. 


The Barnstable County Fire Training School was opened 
this fall, with modern drill facilities and instruction. We 
have put it to good use already and will continue to do so. 
We are very fortunate to have such a school so near. 


Last spring we spent two nights with the Rescue Truck ~ 


and lighting equipment, working with the Police departments 
of the Cape in road blocks, during the time of “Flush-out”. 


This was when the whole state was on the look out for the © 


Coyle brothers. 


During the latter part of the summer, our rescue boat 
was used in cooperation with our Police Dept., patrolling 
Wakeby Lake for motorboat “Hotrods”, who had become a 


problem to fishermen and bathers. From all reports, it did | 


a lot of good. - 
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During the fall, our rescue truck and boat with drag 
equipment took part in the dragging operations for the two 
unfortunate children who were drowned in Herring Pond at 
Bournedale. 


Last spring, before the forest fire season, the big brush- 
breaker had a new engine installed. This should prolong 
its life a few more years. 


This sums up our major activities for the year. There 


were many more, too small to mention, but they kept some- 


body busy a good part of the time. 


Again we would like to thank the Volunteer Dept. They 
are the ones who do most of the work. Without them we 
would be lost. 


Again we want to thank the people who keep and answer 
the Red Phones. They are the heart of our alarm system. 


Last, but not least, thanks to the Police Dept. for their 
work at and around fires, keeping traffic moving and a lot 
of sightseeing people out of our way.

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Report of Insect Pest Control Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Dutch Elm Disease is still the chief threat to our 
trees. 
. This past year we had fifteen trees which were confirmed 
positive Dutch Elm Disease. These trees have been taken 
down and disposed of. 

All the trees confirmed were on private property, no trees 
on town roads were found to have the disease. 

The trees on the State Highway are entirely under the 
control of the Massachusetts Department of Public Works. 

There still has been no cure discovered for disease. The 
only means which we have for combatting it which have 
proven effective are cutting cut the dead wood, spraying with 
D.D.T. and removing infected trees and burning all elm wood 
that has been cut out. 

All of these operations must be carried out if we wish to 


Save any of our elms. 


The next serious problem which confronts us is the Jap- 
anese Beetle. These beetles have been found in fairly large 
numbers throughout the entire town. 

In 1960 a program will be started to control the Japanese 
Beetle and will be under the supervision of the Department 
of Resources. 

The gypsy moth trappinz and scouting was carried on as 
usual and as directed under the supervision of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. About the same number of Mule 
moths were caught in our traps this year. There have been 
no signs of feeding yet, if there should be any feedinz which 
would indicate an infestation is building up, we would have 
tO spray the area from the air.

There has been a tremendous increase in road construc- 
tion and maintenance during the past three years due to the 
Town’s development and the ensuing acceptance of so many 
new road-layouts.

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Hoxie House Restoration Committee 


As of the writing of this report the restoration of the 
Hoxie House is nearing completion. The project will be com- 
pleted and open to the public on or about June 1, 1960. 


As work on the project progressed and new evidences of 
the original construction were uncovered, our first plans were 
altered to conform to what was found. The framing of the 
main part of the house is all original except for the sills and 
floor joists, which were badly deteriorated and had to be re- 
placed. All possible boarding and other building materials 
that were removed in the process of restoration were reused, 
the result being that we now have a restored house and not 
a wholly new house as was feared by many. 


The Hoxie House is a first period house and based upon 
construction details, and compared with other houses of 
known age, it becomes evident that the house was constructed 
in the 1680-1690 period. Unfortunately we do not have docu- 
mentary proof of its erection date, and this fact will never 
be known until new evidence, heretofore unknown, is located. 


The contract for the restoration work was awarded to 
Louis A. Masaschi, whose bid of $29,800.00 was low bid. Mr. 


George H. Sherwood, of Boston, is the architect in charge of 


the project. There has been complete co-operation of all 
parties concerned and the people of the Town of Sandwich 


can be assured that they have made possible a fine piece of 
restoration work, which will greatly add to the historic value - 


of the Town. 


With the Hoxie House nearing completion the committee 
is now planning for the restoration of the Old Mill. The Mill 


is located on the property bounded by Water Street, the Town 
Hall property, Grove Street, and Shawme Pond. The scope of 
work being planned includes the restoring of the Old Mill 
into a working grist mill and the general improvement of 


the land it is located on.

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This mill originally belonged to Thomas Dexter, who was 
one of the first ten settlers of Sandwich. It is mentioned 
several times in the early records of Sandwich, and the first 
mention of it is in 1654, when it was decided to build the 
mill new again. 


The completed plans for the actual work to be done on 
the Old Mill and grounds will be submitted to the voters, for 
their approval at the Annual Town Meeting. The committee 
feels that the restoration of this mill is important, as it is 
located in the very center of our Town and our already exist- 
ing historic area and furthermore the mill played a very 
important part in the lives of the early settlers as it was the 
method of converting their grain to flour and meal. 


It will be another forward move in our restoration plan- 
ning, and will give the Town of Sandwich an authentic his- 
torical center in its natural setting, which will portray the 
life and activity in the typical early New England Town, 
and it will be of great economic value to the overall economy 
of the Town, and at the same time we will be preserving the 
Town for ourselves and successors. For these reasons it is 
felt that the money spent on the Hoxie House and Old Mill 


: is a wise investment and it aizo is considered that over the 


years these projects will pay for themselves through the in- 
come from the admissions paid by those who visit them.

The two librarians and Mrs. Lloyd attended an all day 
meeting of the Cape Cod Library Club in Yarmouth in Novem- 
ber. 


178 library applications have been signed this year, 64 of 
which were summer visitors. However, in going over the rec- 
ords we had to remove 267 cards of people who had passed 
away or moved so our present registration is only 1,209. We 
are happy to report a circulation of 24,549, a gain of 1,531 
over last year. The juvenile circulation gain was 691 with a 
total of 8,423—these figures are included in the total circu- 
lation. During the year I have catalogued 562 books of which 
217 were adult fiction, 136 adult non-fiction, 144 juvenile 
fiction and 65 juvenile non-fiction. 170 adult and 47 juvenile 
books have been discarded during the year because they had 
lost their usefulness. 


Again I would like to remind the people of Sandwich that 
plans must be made soon for increased space in your library. 
There is not adequate shelf space for the books and this 
year the seating capacity of the library is not adequate for 
the number of people using the library. Folding chars have 
been brought in for all the reading tables and even the radi- 
ators often have young people using them for seats. This 
problem is the concern of all townspeople and the time has 
come for the addition of a wing to keep pace with the grow- 
ing needs of our community, for your public UpTaaya can be. 
a vital part of your community life. : 
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I wish to thank the Trustees for their cooperation and 
their patience with my constant plea for more space. 


I should like also to suggest that some of our High School 
students look into the possibility of becoming librarians. 
Librarianship is an uncrowded profession and there will be 
a continuous demand for young men and women of ability 
to fill positions in America’s libraries.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and 
Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


I am pleased to submit my fourth annual report. In- 
corporated in it is one from Mr. Lawrence Ovian, Principal of 
the Henry T. Wing School, in which he has outlined many of 
the highlights and activities which took place during 1959. 
To avoid duplication, my report is therefore concerned with 
bringing to your attention both the new facilities and the 
functions of our reorganized program. 

September, 1959, marked the beginning of a new educa- 
tional era in the Town of Sandwich. At that time a new 
wing was opened housing six classes of Grades 1 - 3, capable 
of handling 180 students. Also included are administrative 
offices, clinic, and a gymnasiuum-auditorium seating 450 for 
games and a maximum of 950 for community meetings. There 
are also related shower and locker rooms. 

The Building Committee renovated the old gym-audi- 
torium and made it into an up-to-date cafeteria capable of 
seating 160 students at one time. The kitchen is separated 
from the main room by a partition, making it possible to use 
this area for small assemblies of 250 or less. This is also ad- 
vantageous for by using both the new and the old gyms a 
physical education program and an assembly may be ecar- 
ried on at the same time, should the need warrant it. 

The old cafeteria in the basement has been remodeled 
into an attractive modern home economics room, while the 
old laboratory has been replaced with the finest up-to-date 
equipment. It will compare favorably with any laboratory 
of its kind today. 

With Grades 4-8 housed on the first floor of the old 
duilding (capacity 150) and Grades 9-12 housed on the sec- 
ond floor (capacity 135), we now have facilities to accommo- 
date approximately 465 students. Our present enrollment is 
360. This gives us a leeway of approximately 100 pupils for 
future growth. 
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The present facilities make it possible to introduce the 
following features: (1) to separate completely the program 
of Grades 1-3 from the rest of the building; (2) to introduce 
a physical development program from Grade 1 through Grade 
12; (3) to have enough classrooms available (at present) to 
schedule subjects in an expanding high school curriculum; 
and (4) to offer up-to-date facilities in home economics, 
chemistry, and physics. The new cafeteria makes it possible 
to feed all students effectively and within a reasonable length 
of time. 


Two items should be brought to the attention of the 
citizens. The School Committee was happy to initiate a phys- 
ical fitness program in Grades 1-12 last fall. Mr. Donald H. 
Long meets each grade every week. After physical fitness tests 
were completed, the various games and activities were intro- 
duced for each grade level (1-6) to improve the students’ 
physical growth. In Grades 7-12 team sports, gymnastics, 
tumbling and calisthenics are used to stimulate better phys- 
ical development. It is our hope that a well-coordinated pro- 
gram will, through the coming years, show much improvement 
in this area. 


The second item is concerned with the introduction of 
Latin in September, 1958. At that time eleven pupils elected 
Latin I. Of this group, for various reasons, only four are 
taking Latin II now. There are five in the present Latin I 
class. This program was initiated at the request of parents. 


While classes are small and drop-outs comparatively heavy, 


we hope to continue this program if there is enough interest 
on the part of the student body. 


I wish to commend the School Building Cominittes for

Dear Sir: 


It is with pleasure that I submit this annual report to 
you, covering the events which have taken place in our school 
for the year 1959. 


During the entire year our school was under construction, 
and we experienced many delays; however, because of the 
splendid co-operation of the student body, and the faculty, 
many problems which might have developed were eliminated. 
I would be remiss if I did not praise them for their support. 


We will remember 1959 for a number of reasons: (1) We 
played our last basketball game in the old gymnasium. It is 
now being used as a cafetorium. (2) We held our last com- 
mencement exercises in the old auditorium. (3) Mrs. Florence 
G. Snow, our former fifth grade teacher, who retired in 1958, 
was honored by the presentation of the Valley Forge Freedom 
Foundation Award which was a fitting tribute to this out- 
Standing teacher for her years of dedicated service. 


Seventeen students were graduated in 1959, eight of 
whom, we are happy to note, have gone on:to further their 
education. A very successful reception, sponsored by the Sen- 
jor Class parents, and the School, followed the graduation 
exercises. 


In September, six new teachers joined our staff: Mrs. 
Alyce Lindberg, Grade 3; Mrs. Pauline Johnson, Grade 4; 
Mrs. Barbara Bennett, Grade 5; Miss Nancy Langton, Social 
Studies; Miss Margaret O’Regan, Commercial Subjects; Mr. 
Donald Long, Physical Education in Grades 1 - 12. 
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Once again our Girls’ Basketball Team won the Small 
School League title for the seventh year in succession. Un- 
fortunately, they lost the Cape Cod Championship—a crown 
they have worn for four of the last seven years. This fine 
record is a tribute to the girls and to their outstanding coach. 


Last spring we introduced Softball for the girls in the 
Junior and Senior High School. I might add that they won — 
the majority of the games which they played. In the fall the 
Soccer Team, under the direction of Mr. Long, had a very 
successful season and finished third in the Cape Cod League. — 
It is pleasing to note that our students have maintained a 
high level of sportsmanship in all of their athletic endeavors. — 
Sandwich can be proud of the young people who represent it. 


This year we had one of the finest Student Councils it~ 
has been my privilege to be associated with, since I have been | 
in Sandwich. It is gratifying to note that our students are 
making many contributions toward the improvement of the | 
school and, at the same time, can think of worthy projects — 
which are appreciated by the townspople. The Council rec- 
ommended in January, and the Administration heartily en- 
dorsed it, that a suitable award be given to students who re- 
main on the Honor Roll for the full academic year. To my 
knowledge, this is the first school on Cape Cod to recognize 
its students in such a manner. The five students who received 
these “Honor Pins” were Willa Richards, Richard Canning, 
James Keith, James Pierce, and Kurt Volker. A’ dinner was 
held in May, sponsored by the Parent-Teachers’ Association, 
to honor these students for their achievement. The Council 
acting upon the suggestions of the student body, started a 
contest to select a school “nickname.” Students in Grades 
7-12 voted unanimously for the “nickname” of “Blue Knights,” 
submitted by Lee Adams. Kurt Volker, a Council member 
designed the figure which appears on our new school bani 
which has been purchased by the Council, and which will 
be placed in the new gymnasium. A very successful Field Day 
was held in May; the planning and organization of this even 
‘was carried out by the Council. We hope this will become an 
annual event. Once again, the Council presented Christmas 
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sprays of their own making to the nursing homes, Town Hall, 
shut-ins, and handicapped people of the Town. 


The Class of 1961, under the direction of Mrs. Alice Tyson, 
has been publishing a monthly school newspaper, the “‘Glass- 
towner.” This is a welcome addition to our school activities, 
and has been warmly received throughout the entire com- 
munity. To the Class of 1961 and to a devoted teacher con- 
gratulations on a job well done. 


Each summer members of the faculty attend summer 
sessions for professional improvement. It is this type of edu- 
cational thinking on the part of the faculty that has con- 
tributed to the growth and improvement of our school. The 
teachers who attended summer sessions were Mrs. Marguerite 
Burnham, University of Maine; Mrs. Eva Strain, Mrs. Nora 
Bianchi, Miss Alvema Consolini, and Mrs. Margaret Alvezi, 
Boston University Extension Course in Bourne; Mrs. Pauline 
Johnson, and Mrs. Barbara Bennett, Bridgewater State 
Teachers’ College in Hyannis. 


I would like to add a word of appreciation to Mrs. Edith 
Chamberlin for her co-operation throughout the year. Her 
“patience and understanding of student health problems has 
been of tremendous value to our school. We are also deeply 
indebted to Dr. John H. Lewis, the school physician, who, 
through the years, has given our students the finest of med- 
ical attention. 


It is a pleasure to work in a community where people 
think so highly of education, and endeavor to give their young 
people all the educational opportunities available.

Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


As the year 1960 closes, another year has been added 
to the history of Cape Cod’s oldest town. The records will 
show that the year was not without accomplishments and 
activities which we feel indicate a progressive step in the 
overall planning for Sandwich. 


Capital outlay costs and operating expenses have been 
met, together with a reduction in the 1960 tax rate, and as 
a revue of the financial statement will show, the financial 
condition of the town has also been improved. With increased 
costs and the general economic conditions our position seems 
most favorable. 


Our summer activities continued to be good. Our beaches 
continue to attract not only our residents but many of 
our summer visitors and friends. As they are being im- 
proved and expanded each year we have not, so far, ex- 
perienced any major problems. We trust that we will be 
able to keep ahead of the seasonal demands and requirements. 


Each year we have endeavored to maintain and improve 
the overall appearance of the town by maintaining and im- 
proving our many small parks and highway squares. This pro- 
gram will be expanded as there are many more locations which 
if improved, will continue to add to the pleasant appearance 
of the town. 


Again in 1960 the street dancing on Monday nights 
during July and August was continued at the Clark-Haddad 
square at Jarves and Main Streets. The weather was most 
cooperative which helped add to the pleasure and enjoyment 
of the many who attended. 


The Fourth of July celebration and activities were held 
again with a full day for all. The junior parade in the morning 
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started the day, followed by games and contests for the 
young folks. A band concert, boat carnival and fireworks 
at night completed a full day of well managed and controlled 
activities. 


To add an unusual bit of color to our summer activities, 
Thornton Burgess Park was the location for a very interesting 
and entertaining performance of the well known play, “Rip 
Van Winkle.” This play was produced each Wednesday night, 
weather permitting — and it didn’t most of the time. However, 
it was greatly enjoyed by residents, neighbors and summer 
visitors who saw the play. It was produced by local people, 
who, with their able acting and the natural setting, created 
a most desirable impression on all who were privileged to 
attend. The whole atmosphere blended and adjusted to our 
historical background. The players and management should 
be complimented for their efforts and we trust that it will 
be possible to repeat the play this coming season. 


We experienced another active year in our highway 
program. The contract under Chapter 90 of the first section 
of Farmersville Road was completed. The work, also under 
Chapter 90, of Beale Avenue, a new way between Water 
Street and Main Street next to the Wing School, was just 
about completed. The arrival of winter a little before schedule 
prevented the final touches to complete the project; however, 
the road is usable with the surface completed and so far has 
proved the predictions of the advisability of a road in this 
location. 1960 saw the further completion of many road 
projects which have been under construction during the 
last few years. Another year will see an improvement and 
completion of much of our present highway program. More 
and better roads will, no doubt, always be a problem, not only 
In Sandwich but we will endeavor to handle the problems as 
satisfactorily as possible as time goes by. 


Shore erosion continues to be a major problem for Sand- 
Wich as well as most of the other Cape towns. There does not 
seem to be a sure answer or solution. The best we can hope 
With the advice and assistance of the State Department of 
Waterways is to endeavor to maintain and stabilize the shore 
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line we have. The high tides which this area has, combined 
with the effects of northeast storms creates a combination 
with which it is difficult to cope. 


The experimental planting of clams and quahogs which 
was made last year in the old harbor area is working out 
well. No new planting was made in 1960, but it is planned 
to extend the program in the coming year. All reports in- 
dicate that if the results of the work started continues, we 
will again have a supply of shellfish available for home use. 


The year 1960 saw another dream become a reality in the 
restoration program for the town. The completed Hoxie 
House was opened for the first time. Now, with the plans com- 
pleted and the contract let for the restoration of the Old 
Grist Mill which we expect to open in 1961, another step 
is being accomplished to restore for the present and future 
those things of interest from the past. The church with the 
Christopher Wren steeple has been formally opened with 
the restoration work and addition substantially completed. 
The Sandwich Glass Museum of the Sandwich Historical 
Society has again gone forward in their efforts to add to an 
already proven success. 


We feel confident that as our restoration program con- 
tinues, the oldest town on the Cape will be recognized 
for its historical background, and through favorable advertis- 
ing and promotion will bring satisfaction and benefits to 
all of us. 


The Selectmen again wish to express their appreciation to 
the townspeople, the department heads, the committee mem- 
bers and all the employees of the Town who have cooperated 
with the Board throughout the year.

Board of Selectmen 
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Report of the Board of Assessors 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


As was anticipated in previous estimates, the assessed 
valuation of real and personal property in 1960 exceeded the 
$7,000,000.00 mark. The total figure was $7,044,115.00. Since 
our revaluation in 1957, which became effective as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1958, there has been a normal increase in assessed 
valuation of about $200,000.00 a year. How long Sandwich 
can, or will continue with a normal rate growth is hard 
to predict. During 1960 there have been signs and indications 
of many things which could change the predictions and 
planning along our usual normal pattern. At this time we 
feel that only time will give us the answers to our growth 
problem. 


In our contacts with the County and State assessing 
organizations, we come to realize more and more the im- 
portance and advantages of the maps and the revaluation 
system which has been established for Sandwich. Things 
which are now being stressed as necessary and important 
for adequate and intelligent handling of assessing work have 
been accomplished in Sandwich. If the Town continues its 
normal growth or experiences an abnormal expansion, our 
records and system are established and basically can adjust 
to any circumstances. 


To continue the position which we have acquired it is 
necessary and essential to keep the existing records up to date. 
There will be no further request for a special appropriation 
on the assessors’ maps as the work is substantially completed. 
An amount to keep the maps up to date will be included in 
the assessors’ budget as a normal operating cost. We strongly 
feel that in order to continue the assessors’ valuation records 
on the same basis as was established for the revaluation in 
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1957, the annual service should be continued that has been 
employed since that time. This will assure a continuation of 
the established values and avoid the previous problems of 
inequities which were encountered. An amount to continue 
this service will also be included in the assessors’ budget 
again this year. 


In 1960 there were 123 building permits isued with a 
total estimated cost of $578,254.50. These permits were divided 
into classifications as follows: 


68 New Dwellings $436,820.00 
26 Additions to existing Buildings 12,849.50 
20 Garages and Auxiliary Buildings 10,925.00 
5 Commercial Buildings 17,100.00 
1 Motel unit 45,000.00 
3 Non-taxable Buildings 55,560.00

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 

The ever increasing rate of hospital and medical ex- 
penses, together with the general increase in the cost of food 
and housing, has resulted in the enactment of new legis- 
lation during the current year, which greatly effects our ex- 
penditures for public assistance and the welfare of our clients. 


On July 1, 1960, an increase of 5.2% was granted to all re- 
cipients of public assistance. This increase is in accordance 
with Section 1, Chapter 118A of the General Laws, which ad- 
justs grants of assistance to the fluctuations in the cost of 
living. 

A new category of assistance, known as, Medical Care for 
the Aged, was enacted under Chapter 781 of Acts of 1960 and 
became effective on October list. This is a program financed 
by Federal, State and local funds and is designed to provide 
medical assistance for persons 65 years of age or over, and 
whose incomes and resources are insufficient to meet the 
costs of necessary medical services. 

Several other changes were made necessary by the enact- 
ment of new laws or amendments to existing laws and we 
wish to thank our local druggist and our doctors for their 
cooperation in helping us carry out these changes. 

The record of disbursements and receipts having to do 
with this department may be seen in the Town Accountant’s 
classification of accounts. 

We wish to extend our appreciation to Police Chief Wil- 
liam Foster and his department for their help in locating de- 
serting fathers under our Aid to Dependent Children program.

Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The year 1960 marked the: 10th anniversary of the 
establishment of the Planning Board. It also marks the year 
in which, after four attempts and much study, the town 
voted to accept a Protective By-Law. 


Your Planning Board adopted a set of Subdivision Reg- 
ulations in 1951, and now with the Zoning By-Law, the 
town has a degree of influence and control over subdivisions. 
However, your Board feels that a study should be made of 
the over-all effect of the National Seashore Park, and the 
even more imminent impact of a “Summer White House” 
on Cape Cod upon the type and direction of our growth. 


The Statutes state that, under Section 81D of Chapter 
41, G.L., “a Planning Board established under 81A shall make 
a master or study plan of the town.” We recommend that 
the Selectmen and the Planning Board make an early study 
of the benefits to be derived from retaining a firm of plan- 
hing consultants to enumerate our assets, study our needs, 
and recommend policies to give direction to our growth, 
that it may be healthy, orderly, and provide satisfaction 
to us and our children. 


The Hoxie House, The Old Mill, the expanded and im- 
proved Historical Society, and the restoration of the “Christo- 
pher Wren” church, are fine examples of our common desire 
to make our town interesting and attractive to people who 
value our historical and cultural heritage. We suggest that 
an Historic District Study Committee be established as soon 
aS possible to investigate methods of protecting “such build- 
ings, structures, features, sites or surroundings as the com- 
mittee may recommend.” 
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4 subdivisions, totalling 137 lots, were approved in 1960. 


Cape Holdings 27 lots Sandy Neck 

A & L Realty 78 lots Triangle Pond 
Sandwich Realty 19 lots Route 6A 

Mr. Robert Wilkinson 13 lots East Sandwich 


Final approval of a 9-lot subdivision of John A. Coe was 
deferred because of a technicality. 


Several small divisions of property requiring no approval 
by the Board were passed upon. 


Five road layouts, including Pine Street, Knott, Shawme, 
Briarwood, and Baskis Avenues, were approved. 


The Planning Board is happy that Beale Avenue is at 
last an actuality, and notes with satisfaction the reduction 
of traffic on School Street, and the increasing orderly flow 
of school and other traffic on this new road. We believe 
this is the first completely new town road built since 
Route 6A was cut through the marsh in 1930, and possibly 
the second one built in this century.

Dental Health 


Due to the great increase of pupils in the lower grades 
the School Dental Care Program has been limited to the 
first six grades. 


No provision was made at the School for the installation 
‘of equipment for dental work, and it is necessary to use the 
facilities of the office of James F. Volker, D.D. for examina- 
‘tion. Pupils requiring dental work are transported to his 
office by school personnel. 


| The increase in dental decay among children of the 
early and teen ages is alarming not only in this area but 
State wide. It is urged that parents strive to have their child- 
ren’s teeth examined regularly and deficiencies corrected 
before it is too late. 


It is recommended that people with dentures have their 
dentist make an examination at least once a year. Any lump, 
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bump or a lesion on gums caused by denture friction may 
become malignant. The popular belief that a full set of den- 
tures means the end of dental troubles may be a dangerous 
philosophy. 


Poliomyelitis Immunization 

In the year 1960 one Clinic was held to give Poliomyelitis 
vaccination to residents requesting same. The registration fee 
was $1.00. Doctor John Lewis donated his service, and gave 
the registration fee to the Sandwich Nursery School. 


We have reviewed the effectiveness of the various im- 
munization programs which have been undertaken. Based 
upon statistical data gathered from school programs, special 
programs and other Clinics estimates were made regarding 
the general immunization status of our Town. After this 
study it became apparent that additional efforts were needed 
to motivate residents to protect their children and them- 
selves against Poliomyelitis. ; 


To increase interest and secure vaccinations in 1961 it 
is planned to make a house to house canvas. 


Town Dump 


The Town Dump is still a problem from the number of — 
complaints received during the past year regarding the un- 
sightly condition and blocking of the dumping area by trees 
and brush. 


Every effort is being made to correct this condition. The 
ground is owned by the State, and in the year 1953 a permit 
was issued by the State to the Town of Sandwich for Twenty- 
five years. # 


Garbage and Trash Disposal

In the past year we issued one license for the operation 
of a swimming pool, which meets with the regulations adopted 
by our Board in the year 1959. With the scores of swimming 
pools being built in the Commonwealth every year the nec- 
essity for their strict supervision from the health point of 
view has become urgent. In the past year the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health held three seminars on swimming pool 
Sanitation, Copies of our Regulations were used at these 
Seminars, and the State Department is now preparing State 
Regulations governing swimming and wading pools. 


Our thanks to Mr. Paul Anderson, State Department of 
Public Health, Barnstable County Health Department, the 
Physicians of our Town-Doctor Samuel M. Beale, Doctor 
John H. Lewis, Doctor Roy F. Brown the Board of Selectmen, 
and Mr. Carl Hiler for their assistance and advice during the 
year.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich 


Honorable Gentlemen and Friends: 


It is with great pleasure that I submit my sixth annual 
report in the capacity of Town and School Nurse. 


During this year new projects have unfolded. Caring for 
the sick in the home has increased. Visiting various clinics 
with patients, as well as arranging appointments for others, 
has nearly doubled, as has the usual annual clinics and con- 
ferences we now consider permanently established projects. 


More “on the job’ programs have been established and 
meetings of all Cape nurses have been held in various com- 
munities, and always with excellent speakers and general 
discussions. 


Continued were the Seminars held at Taunton State 
Hospital, an extraodinary course in care, treatment, under- 
standing and rehabilitating the mentally ill when he returns 
home from the hospital. Lectures were given by the adminis- 
trative personnel of the hospital. So much has been accomp- 
lished in this field of medicine that it is worthy of note to 
mention what a glorious feeling it is to watch the many 
patients leaving cheerfully for home with their loved ones 
and saying fond good-byes to their nurses and others, who with 
kindness, patience and understanding, had brought them 
back to health and normal living with their families. Some ] 
will return, without fear or apprehension, for treatment 
and check-up, or just to visit, because they are grateful. 


We are grateful for the tremendous help given by other 
institutions of our Commonwealth, and our County, as well 
as our nearby hospitals and out-of-State Veterans’ Hos- 
pitals. We are glad to cooperate with all of here and help, 
when help is request. 
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The American Red Cross has, for seven years, furnished 
transportation to clinics and hospitals in Boston and nearer 
points, which trips are too time consuming for the nurse, who 
is willing to help in this respect, but has not the time for 
long waiting or when a patient is not seriously in need of 
the nurse’s presence. 


There are many details I could report, and would like 
to, but I’m sure most everyone is now acquainted with the 
activities of your town nurse and may call on her in health 
or sickness when the need presents itself. 


As everyone now knows, the nurse may not give treat- 
ments without a doctor’s order, or continue treatments or 
care indefinitely if a patient is discharged by the physician. 
Neither may she give sedative, hypo, or any medication 
without a written order. This has been a nurse’s “Ritual” 
almost since nursing, as a profession, began. 


School nursing this year has, as always, been progres- 
sive and interesting. Our new quarters have proven to be 
invaluable to the School Health Program, not only educa- 
tionally, but in prevention and practice as well. 


Classes in “Home Nursing” and “Health and Personal 
Development” are held weekly and attended by the girls in 
the eleventh and sixth grades. This is part of the science 
program. 


I am glad to report that six girls of the senior class 
have applied to various hospitals for applications to enter 
the field of nurse’s training. Some have already been accepted 
for enrollment in the Fall classes. Two other seniors are 
interested in other branches of the medical field and have 
applied for the college courses required. I hope I have in a 
small way contributed to this fine showing of interest in such 
a noble profession that is crying out for young women of 
character and dedication. 


Nearly every teacher has her own Health Program and 
each is different and original. All are excellent. I have yet 
to find an uncooperative teacher. 
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As in the past, we have the usual number of office visits. 
Some children come for first aid, some for therapy, and 
some for accidents of a more serious nature. There is the 
child ‘who doesn’t feel so good,’ the lonesome little one 
that can be reassured with a little affection and praise. Sad, 
but true, there is the emotionally upset child who must be 
treated with kindness and understanding, and through proper 
channels, receive the help he needs that only specialists can 
offer, to restore security and dispel his problems, be they 
real or imaginary. 


The nurse has also helped the handicapped child by 
carrying on therapy at school, and teaching in the home the 
recommendations set forth at various clinics. An outstanding 
example of this phase of school nursing may be described 
in the care and treatment of a little boy, just eight years old, 
who was operated on at the Massachusetts Eye and Ear 
Infirmary. Care and treatments were carried on twice a day 
after his release for three weeks. He then returned to the 
hospital for eye fitting and coloring, and back to the hos- 
pital two weeks later for his new eye, and to begin a sort of 
new and happier life;—happier, because the boy, himself, 
plays the most important role by caring for his own handicap 
each day at home. My respect and admiration, as well as 
sympathy, goes out to the parents who had to make a most 
diffucult decision, and who, with their sympathy, cooperation 
and understanding since the child’s birth, gave him every 
chance to improve a situation that was hopeless from the 
start. My respect and admiration go also to Mr. Ovian who 
was, aS always, kind and sympathetic, and to Miss Consolini 
and her class who helped so much to protect the child at 
work and play, to keep him happy and to retain his morale. | 
With all this team work the child was able to remain in ~ 
school, and through the entire ordeal lost only four days. 


A trip to Lakeville Sanatorium and participation in their | 
career day program was enjoyed by the girls in the Home © 
Nursing class. ! 


The Mother Health Clinic, sponsored by the Sandwich 
Health Association, was well attended. Dr. Elizabeth Gleason 
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conducted the clinic and Dr. Lewis gave us the use of his 
office and laboratory. 


The Well Child conferences, sponsored by the County 
Health Department and the Sandwich Health Association 
was most successful, and more families and pre-school chil- 
dren attended. 


Eye and hearing tests were given to all grades, and 
physical examinations were given by Dr. Lewis. Dr. Moore gave 
polio and booster shots to the first and fifth grades. Polio 
shots and boosters were brought up to date by Dr. Lewis and 
Dr. Brown. 


No plans by the State Department of Health have been 
made for further polio immunizations.

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Report of the Chief of Police 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


Following is my report as Chief of Police for the Town of 
Sandwich for 1960. 


Every year at this time the figures I assemble show an 
increase in departmental business over the preceeding twelve 
months. 


Every year I ask myself the same question that must be 
in the mind of each thoughtful taxpayer who reads this re- 
port. Why? 


The answer is seldom satisfactory because so much that 
is in this report is concerned with things that are compara- 
tively trivial, though time consuming, while so much of the 
important work we have done in the past year is not, and 
can not be public, but is locked secret with you who have 
needed assistance and we who have provided it. 


Ninety percent of a police department’s work that comes 
before the eye of the public should never have been neces- 
sary. 


Common sense and prudence applied to himself by every- 
one who drives an automobile would send every officer con- 
cerned with the enforcement of traffic laws into a more gain- 
ful occupation. 


A quiet talk with the neighbor when his kid gets in the 
hair, and an application of reason to ourselves in regards to 
his complaints about our own offspring would send still more 
officers into retirement. 

A firm boot applied to the segments of the legal fratern- 
ity whose machinations have made our teachers and ourselves 
afraid of a law suit if we belt a little punk where it would do 
some good would release a lot more officers into jobs more 
productive of the World’s goods. 
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A realization that money wrung from an Insurance Com- 
pany for inconsequential injuries; a realization that awards 
of damages all out of proportion to reality by citizens on 
juries; a realization that all this has to be paid for in higher 
insurance rates would make the police load lighter, their 
numbers less, and the cost of carrying them on the tax loads 
lighter on you, the taxpayer. 


All these things, and a myriad of others from’‘a skunk in 
the garage pail to a mouse under the bed add to the work load 
of a police department, cause need for more officers, and since 
officers eat and raise families, cause need for more money 
that comes from your pockets. 


Examine the list of court cases that accompanies this 
report and observe for yourself how many would not have 
happened iif those involved had only used good judgement, 
common sense, and plain good manners. 


Throughout this Commonwealth and through this 
Country a fraction of the present force of men engaged in 
Law Enforcement could easily deal with out and out crime 
and if they were not hampered continually by inconsequential 
things that the public could take care of itself. 


The business of the police department grows for the same 
reason all government departments grow, because you call 
on it for more and more and different service, and much of it 
should not be, but only you, the public can reverse this trend. 


In the spring and early summer we are plagued with a 
swarm of minors from off the Cape, headed toward our beach 
areas with liquor. For some reason they think they will not be 
observed or bothered here. At one time early last summer I 
had a little over 41 gallons of beer stored in my station after 


it had been taken from minors by members of this depart- 


ment. 


When this is done, the minor is given a receipt for the 
liquor, and his or her parents notified so that they can a it 
up if they so desire. 


This has its humorous side, to be sure, but under it lies 
seeds of tragedy because so many serious accidents to youth © 
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happen because some one has had too much liquor which he 
is not able to handle. 


Our accident record again does not make pretty reading. 
Ninety-three accidents, fifty-four people injured, five of them 
killed, and property damaged in excess of $48,000. 


I have strong feelings about the system of rating acci- 
dents according to whether they are or are not fatal. 


These five people were killed in accidents that were 
caused by error in judgement by the driver of the car they 
rode in, and not by any stretch of the imagination by reckless- 
ness, drink or speed. These five died because their time had 
come while forty-one others walked away relatively un- 
scathed from accidents that should by all rights have been 
more serious than the ones that proved fatal. 


Publicity to the contrary, the driver who gets killed is 
not necessarily the one who had been drinking, or speeding, or 
reckless, or young, and all who drive should keep this in mind 
all the time they are behind the wheel. 


Having two cruisers this past year has been a great im- 
provement over the past system of using one crusier and a 
private car for emergencies. The older crusier traveled 
96,000 and the new one 19,000 miles last year, and I have 
reason to feel that their condition is good enough to make 
it unnecessary to trade one of them this year. 


I look for a considerable increase in our traffic problems 
in the vicinity of the Town Hall this coming summer, since 
the restoration of the Old Mill will be completed, the Chris- 
topher Wren Church in full use and Museum attracts more 
visitors every year. 


I also look for an increase in the use of our town beaches, 
both from friends of friends who were here last year, and 
from campers who will be at the Shawme Forest. 


We guarded sucessfully last year against the rowdyism 
that bothered some similar neighboring beaches, and will 
make every effort to do the same this coming season. 
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The State Motorboat Law wiped out our previous attempt 
at local control of water traffic. Now however, under this law 
new local rules can be put into effect provided they conform 
with the general rules laid down by the controling division. 
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We should accept some rules, especially for Snake Pond, 
which according to experts is not large enough for water ~— 
skiing. 


Members of this department spent a good many hours 
last summer observing and enforcing the new laws relating 
to motor boats, and we find that all too many do not take 
these laws seriously, or realize the quite drastic penalties 
that can be applied if they are broken. 


The members of the Special Police and the Civil Defense 
Auxiliaries continue to be active. Some of the Specials as 
well as the regulars attended schools and lectures designed 
to forward their police experience. Through the Police Asso- 
ciation they continue to make an important contribution 
to the community. 


The Massachusetts Chiefs of Police Association sponsors 
a Local Officers Training School at the State Police Academy 
in Framingham that runs for four weeks. I hope to have both 
regular patrolmen attend this school this year. 


Again I call your attention to the Scouts, Blue Birds, 
Camp Fire, Explorers, Cub Scouts, Little League, Babe Ruth 
League, Youth Group, 4H and the various activities sponsored 
by the churches for the benefit of youth in our town. Adult 
assistance is needed as always to keep them active. At the ~ 
moment the Junior Rifle Club is dormant for lack of this — 
assistance, and not for lack of interest on the part of the — 
kids. 


I take this opportunity to thank the other Cape Police De- 
partments, the Sheriff’s Department, the members of the 
State Police, the Registry, Conservation Officer LaFarr, the 
Air Police at Otis, the School and the various other depart-— 
ments and civic organizations of the town for the fine co- 
operation and support I have received from them during the 
past year. 
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I do not go in much for publicity, failing to see how the 
Town benefits by hitting the front page with every accident 
or incident in which the police are involved. 


It remains department policy to stay out of the papers 


and out of the courts unless absolutely necessary. 


The one time of the year to tally results is now, and I 
believe the list of departmental business should complete the 
picture of our activity for 1960.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Mass. 


There were more calls on the Fire Department this year 
and property damage was up to $7,100. This is $5,500 over 
last year’s record. This is still a good figure over other years. 
This shows that the people of this town are doing a good job 
keeping the fire danger down. 


Three of the six house fires were faulty fire places. Be 
sure you have your fire places inspected frequently and don’t 
build too big a fire in your fire place, than what it’s built for. 


When using highly inflammable materials be sure to read 
the directions thoroughly as a mistake could mean serious 
damage to you or your home. 


We had five fire calls on oil stoves and furnaces this year. 
We have to caution you again to have your oil burners and 
stoves cleaned and adjusted regularly. Be sure you have your 
oil equipment serviced by a competent man with a license 
to work on oil burning equipment. If you have a new oil bur- 
her installed be sure your service man files an application 
with this department for a permit. 


: Always call your fire department right away when you 
discover a fire, giving your name and location clearly. 


‘Residents of East Sandwich should call the Sandwich 
Fire Dept., telephone Sag. 332 to report a fire or emergency, as 
this puts both fire stations in action at the same time.

There were Sixty-seven oil installation inspections and 
one hundred and eight-five gas inspections and ninety-five 
investigations, for a total of 1,273 miles. 


We would like to caution you about old and new gas in- 
stallations. Four people were overcome by carbon monoxide 
this year. These were not fatal but received hospital treat- 
ment. In each case these were old installations. One wasn’t 
vented properly and the other the pipe was corroded and the 
holes in the pipe let the fumes come up from under the house. 
Because of the danger of carbon monoxide your installatior 
should be checked periodically for defect. Your service man 
would be glad to check your installation for you. All gas hot 
water heaters and floor furnaces have to be vented to a 
chimney or the outside. For all gas installations you shoulc 
have a permit from this department. 


Our rescue boat was used as Mutual Aid in Bourne at a 
drowning at Mashnee Island and also in Johns Pond for Oti . 
It was also used in cooperation with the police dept. in keep- 
ing high speed boaters away from docks and bathers. 


In the latter part of December of this year our new Red 
Phone Alarm system was put into service. Persons answe ing 
the Red Phone can now blow the alarm from their homes, 
either in Sandwich or East Sandwich. There is now no delay ir 
blowing the alarm. 

At this time the Board of Engineers wish to thank the — 
people that answer our Red Phones system for their goot 
work. This means someone has to be on the Red Phone Syster 
24 hours a day. They did an outstanding job as always. 
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This year the Barnstable County Training School was 
used numerous times by the fire department. This has been 
a great help in training and on two occasions this year 
Sandwich Fire Dept. gave demonstrations. We hope to use it 
more in the coming year. 


There are three men who are going to instructors school 
in Barnstable two nights a month. These men will instruct our 
boys on what they learn. 


A Sixteen hundred gallon tanker was put into service 
this year at East Sandwich station. This truck was rebuilt for 
this purpose by the boys themselves. They put in many man 
hours and materials at no expense. 


We also wish to thank our police department for their 
work in keeping the traffic moving and sight-seers from get- 
ting in the way. Also Chief Foster for taking pictures which 
help in our training and investigations. 


We wish to thank the Voluntary Fire Dept. for their 
splendid response to all fire alarms. Their up keep and main- 
tenance of the trucks and drilling is another reason why fire 
damage has been kept at a low. 


The Sandwich Fire Dept. received many letters com- 
mending it on the outstanding rescue work they did when 
four people were drowned at the canal this summer.

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Report of Insect Pest Control Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


This past year we had three trees that were confirmed 
positive Dutch Elm Disease. These trees have been taken down 
and disposed of. No tree is removed because of this disease 
until samples of wood have been sent to the shade tree labora- 
tory at the University of Massachusetts for testing and a 
report returned confirming the tree has the disease. 

This past year we had a serious problem with infestation 
of Elm Leaf Beetles. Seeing little results from the Depart- 
ment Spray Program, the Shade tree laboratory field station 
in Waltham, Massachusetts was contacted and the results 
from their findings were that the leaf Beetles are immune to 
DDT. This year a different type of insecticide will be used. 

The Waltham Field Station and the Department of 
Natural Resources will aid us with this problem this coming 
year. 

The Department of Natural Resources discontinued the 
gypsy moth trapping program for the first time in many years. 
Periodic checks are now being made by plane for infested 
areas. 4 

The tent caterpillars and fall web worms seem to be — 
reasonably under control. The Department goes as far as 
funds allow on wood ticks. 

We feel the work to eradicate poison ivy is showing very 
good results, and with continued spraying this plague will be — 
reduced to a minimum. 4 

According to Chapter 660 General Laws, this Depart- 
ment is allowed to spray 100 ft. into private property.

The 70th annual report of the Sandwich Free Public 
Library is herewith submitted: 


Soon after the first of the year the book return box was 
received and installed at the entrance to the library. This 
has been greatly appeciated by all and has been used by re- 
gular patrons even more than summer visitors. Another great — 
improvement for the benefit of our patrons has been the — 
flood light installed on the sign post which lights the lower 
steps and walk. Storm windows have been installed and the — 
rear door weatherproofed so that the building is now free of 
drafts. A much needed book case was added to the juvenile 
section and the display case was moved downstairs to make 
room for it. 


National Library Week was celebrated in April with a 
display of new juvenile books. A group of Junior High girls 
acted as hostesses during the week. 


In recognition of the publication of Thornton Burgess’ 
new book “Now I Remember”, a display of his books was ar-— 
ranged. Mrs. Nina Sutton loaned her delightful replica of the 
“Smiling Pool” with ceramic animals depicting the characters 
in his books. There was much interest in the display and from 
the newspaper publicity several librarians came from other 
towns to see it and later boorrowed it for their libraries. 


The high school students have continued to gather ll 
the library evenings and the encyclopedias and other refer- 
ence books have had hard use.

In our search for historical material on Sandwich we 
were very fortunate to be able to purchase an old map of 
Sandwich published in 1857. May I again ask that anyone © 
who has any historical data they wish to get rid of please 
let us have it for the library. 


176 library applications were signed this year, 68 of which 
were summer visitors. 21 cards were removed for various 
reasons making our total registration 1,364. Many people who 
use the library have never signed the new application cards 
and we plan to check this year to be sure everyone has a 
card on file. The circulation this year is slightly under 
year being 24,167. The 382 loss can probably be explained by 
the usual number of days the library was closed due to 
blizzards and the hurricane. The juvenile circulation aS 
8,496 which is a very slight gain over last year. During the yes r 
565 books have been catalogued, of which 206 were adult fic- 
tion, 2146 adult non-fiction, 159 juvenile fiction, and 54 juve- 
nile non-fiction. 99 adult and 27 juvenile books were dis- 
carded.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The year 1960 was, fortunately, a year of few fires. Those 
we did have were confined to grass areas and scrub brush 
and were controlled before they spread enough to cause much 
damage. We did not experience any serious woods fires 
throughout the year. 


The Forest Warden’s truck, the purchase of which was 
authorized last year, has been ordered. The low bidder was 
Maynard Fire Apparatus Company of Marshfield. The Con- 
struction and work on this truck is progressing satisfactorily 
and delivery is expected in March of 1961, which should 
make the truck available before the spring fire season starts. 
With the new equipment we will be better able to cope with 
fire problems in the town. 


Again this year several woods roads were brushed and 
cleared. We are endeavoring to cut these roads back enough 
to permit better use for fire prevention and control if the 
need arises. 


We wish to commend the members of the Sandwich 
Volunteer Fire Department for their quick response to all 
alarms and their efficient work at the fires. 


With the continued cooperation of the residents of the 
Town, we trust and hope that we shall be able to hold our 
fire damages to a minimum again in 1961.

I hereby submit my report for the year ending December 
31, 1960. 


1960 Road Projects (New)

Despite the weather element, including a March blizzard, 
September hurricane, and December snow storm, which cut 
our 1960 work year short and hampered the graveling of new 
roads and our sidewalks projects, our maintenance program 
moved along smoothly. 


Work such as patching, drainage, brushing streets, and 
the erection of guard rails was completed. Over 240,000 square 
yards of roads were resurfaced with oil and sand cover. 


‘The constant demand for better roads has increased the ~ 
amount of highways to be constructed by this department — 
nearly 20%. Sandwich now has 77 miles of road - 60 miles of 
these roads have been improved by pavement and oil. 


The Highway Department, like other departments of the 
town, has grown rapidly. Now, it is necessary for the Town’s 
Citizens to consider plans for a new town building and its 
location. At the present time, there is little room to house 
the equipment we have acquired through expansion. 
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As head of the Highway Department, I realize the re- 
sponsibility of the work which has been entrusted to me. I 
would like to thank the other Town Departments and Towns- 
people of Sandwich for the cooperation they have given me 
throughout the year.

To the School Committee and 
Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Iam pleased to submit my fifth annual report to the citi- 
zens of Sandwich. This year the Principal’s Report has been 
incorporated with mine. 


Our present school enrollment is 400, of which 86 are 
federally-connected. Our class breakdown is as follows:

| *While this is not an increase in classrooms from last year, 
we should add one remedial class in September as it is very 
\ needed. 


Our present facilities consist of six classrooms in the new 
wing, and nine classrooms plus four smaller classrooms in 
the old building including the lecture room in the basement. 
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We also have a laboratory and a home economics room, neither 
of which can be used for home rooms. I believe that the above 
figures indicate that every classroom will be used next fall. 
it must be remembered that, while four classrooms will house ~ 
high school pupils, at least seven rooms are needed for an — 
elective program. Future school population growth indicates 
that we shall add one classroom per year for the next several 
years. How shall we accommodate them? The School Com- 
mittee plans to begin a study of the problem at once. Studies 
take time, building additional classrooms takes time! I ex- 
pect that the citizens will have a report from the Committee — 
at an early date. 


The continued use of our six new classrooms, gym-audi- 
torium, and the renovations in our old gymnasium converting 
it into a cafetorium, the remodeling of our old cafeteria into 
a home economics room, and the setting up of our old labora- 
tory with new equipment have, after observation of a full 
year, greatly increased the school morale and added to the 
effectiveness of our program. The joy of a first-grader in 
starting school in a very attractive classroom, the well- 
planned and effective physical education and sports program 
being developed under Mr. Long and Mr. Zion with these 
excellent gym facilities, the improved physics and chemistry 
programs which are being correlated and co-ordinated with © 
our science programs in Grades 1-8, as well as the enlarged © 
cafeteria program—all have helped to strengthen our educa- 
tional opportunities. | 


Several new faculty members joined us last September: 
Miss Mary Jevdet, Grade 4; Mrs. Marion Titley, Grade 5; Mr. 
James Dolan, Grade 6; Mr. Ronald Normand, Grades 7 and 8; 
and Mrs. Joan Bogert and Mr. Harold Hughes in the high 
school. We regret the retirement of Mrs. Catherine M. Russell. 
Throughout her years of teaching, Mrs. Russell has con: 
tributed a great deal to the educational growth of the youn 
people in our community. 


The high school faculty has begun an evaluation stud, 
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Secondary Schools. Such a study as a rule takes approximately 
one year. All accredited high schools are expected to be 
evaluated at least once within each ten-year period in order 
to retain their accreditation. It is our hope that the evalua- 
tion by the New England Association of Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools will take place some time during 1962. 


Highlights of our program during the past year include 
the Honors Award Dinner sponsored by the Parent Teachers 
Association. This dinner was held in order to recognize those 
students who maintained a college certified average in every 
major subject throughout 1959-1960. The students who qual- 
ified were James Pierce, Susan Welch, and John Zander. It 
is hoped that many more students will receive this honor in 
the years ahead. Our thanks go to the P.T.A. for making this 
dinner possible. 


Of the eleven students graduating last June, three are 
attending institutions of higher learning and one is attending 
a specialized school. 


In October James Pierce was accorded an additional 
honor when he was selected by the Cape Cod Principals’ 
Association to attend the “Second National Youth Confer- 
ence on the Atom” in Chicago. His trip was sponsored by the 
Cape and Vineyard Electric Company of Hyannis. 


The Senior Play, “Once in Every Family,’ under the di- 
rection of Mr. Ross Raymond, was exceptionally well done 
and enjoyed by all who were present. 


Our soccer team had its best season last fall, tying for 
Second in the league. Three players were chosen for the all- 
Star team: Philip Bangs, John MacQuade, and Christopher 
Poloni, who was elected captain of this team. Kurt Volker was 
chosen for the alternate team. 


| Mrs. Nan McCann directed the special choral group in 
the annual Christmas pageant which is always a highlight of 
the holiday season. 


Mrs. Alice Tyson and her student staff are to be com- 
mended for the publication of their outstanding school news- 
paper, “The Glasstowners.”’

- Report of the Board of Selectmen 


Sr the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The year 1961 has added another milestone in the records 
of activities and accomplishments for Sandwich. The capital 
outlay costs and operating expenses are following a quite 
definite pattern and conform generally with the planning 
by which an effort has been made to project and anticipate 
the needs and requirements of the Town. 


The financial statement shows that the Town still enjoys 
a sound financial position. The tax rate was again reduced 
in 1961, which makes three consecutive years that the tax 
rate has been reduced. With the general trend of municipal 
cost, this seems to be a reasonable accomplishment and indi- 
cates the results of management and planning. 


Each year we are experiencing more and more summer 
activities with increased summer population and substantially 
increased summer visitors. Through the efforts of the Town, 
and individuals, an effort is being made to attract and 
interest more people to Sandwich. The results of these efforts 
are being felt. ) 


The Sandwich Historical Society has again increased 
their attendance in 1961 at the Sandwich Glass Museum. With 
the addition of still another wing to their Museum they have 
added another important part to their expanding program. 
We trust and expect that their success will continue and 
extend our best wishes for their continued activities. 


An unusual and interesting doll museum opened for the 
first time in the discontinued Federated Church building, 
Which, for the first year and a rather short season, was well 
accepted. The display of dolls from all over the world, to- 
gether with doll houses, doll furniture, and doll accessories 
well displayed, was interesting and educational to youth and 
adults alike. We welcome this additional activity, feeling 
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that it fits in well and adapts itself to the historical back- 
ground of Sandwich. We also wish to extend our best wishes 
for the future success of this endeavor. 


The church on the square with the Christopher Wrer 
Steeple had many visitors this past season. With the com- 
pletion of the restoration work, the addition and improve-— 
ments, it has greatly added to the attractiveness of oc 
historical area. 


The Town’s restored Hoxie House attracted many mor 
visitors in 1961, and has been well accepted as part of our 
historical program of things to visit in Sandwich.

‘ lessons learned will be beneficial to the students in the future. 


' Each year we have endeavored to maintain and improve 
the overall appearance of the Town by maintaining and 
_ improving our small parks and highway squares. We hope to 
" expand this work and continue to add to the pleasant ap- 
| _ pearance of the Town. 


Another planting of quahogs was made this year in the 
“Old Harbor” area. Favorable results are being obtained. The 
| development is being supervised and closely watched and all 

indications, so far, are most Satisfactory. We expect, in the 
| near future, to be able to allow digging of quahogs and some 
clams for home use. 


The program of laying out the defining town roads is 
progressing. Last year, Cotuit Road, from Route 130 to the 
Mashpee Town line, was laid out, as was Boardley Road, from 

| Cotuit Road to Farmersville Road. Previously all of Farmers- 
| Ville Road was laid out. These have all been done as County 

youts with the plans recorded and all bounds set to define 
| - the layouts. Quaker Meeting House Road, from Route 6A to 
| Route 130, has been started with the County’s approval. This 
| is to be completed in 1962. This is a most important program 
‘for Sandwich, as it will establish town road layouts for all 
time and will be greatly appreciated in the future.

There have been recently, persistant rumors as to the 
expansion and development of Sandwich. These rumors have 
Tanged from normal to doubling our population in five years. 
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With the completion of highway arteries leading to Cape 
Cod and the many other factors which are apparent, no doubt 
we should, and can expect a certain amount of reaction and 
growth. We feel and realize that any projection of future 
expansion other than our normal anticipated growth is only 
speculative. We are not projecting the future at this time, but 
assure you that we are alert to the potential possibilities, and 
feel that the citizens of Sandwich should be alerted so that 
they will have an understanding and appreciation of the 
condition which exists. We hope and trust that Sandwich 
will be found ready so that any expansion can be handled 
in an orderly manner for the best interest of the Town. 


The Selectmen again wish to express their appreciation 
to the townspeople, the department heads, the committee 
members and all the employees of the Town who have cooper- 
ated with the Board throughout the year.

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Assessors’ Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


In 1961 we experienced a rather normal growth with an 
increase in assessed property valuation of about $235,000.00, 
and again in 1961 the tax rate was reduced by another $1.00 
to $43.00 per $1,000.00 assessed valuation. Our growth over 
several years has been steady and reasonable, following a pro- 
gressive pattern. 


There are 351 cities and towns in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. The average tax rate in 1961 for these cities 
and towns was $71.43, which was an increase of $2.73 over 1960 
Rates of $100.00 or higher, unknown five years ago, are 
found in 1961 in 36 Massachusetts communities, an average 
of one out of every ten cities and towns. Increases in tax 


rates occurred in two-thirds of the State’s municipalities and 


in 37 of them increases were $10.00 or more. Rates were held 
at the 1960 levels in 59 cities and towns, while reductions were 
made in 59 communities. 


These facts and records help to show the position of 
Sandwich in the municipalities of the Commonwealth. The 
Town’s position, with an assessed valuation of 33 1/3 percent 
of a reasonable fair market value and a taxe rate of $43.00, 
is most favorable by any comparison. 


The State Supreme Court heard a case regarding assess- 
ments in Springfield in 1961, and have rendered a most im- 
portant decision relating to local property taxation which is 
unquestionably a landmark case. Perhaps the two most im- 
portant considerations in respect to this case are first, the 
reaffirmation by the court of the constitutional require- 
ments for fair and proportional assessments in respect to 
local property taxes, and second, the reassertion of the statu- 
tory provision that all property must be assessed at its full 
and fair cash value. 
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The first part of the court’s findings was taken care of in 
Sandwich by our revaluation in 1957 when the Cleminshaw 
Company established a fair cash value on an equal basis of 
all the real estate in the Town, thereby eliminating previous 
inequities. To our knowledge, no city or town in Massachu- 
setts has assessed property at its full and fair cash value. The 
decision on this case was primarily related to the city of 
Springfield, so we shall await further advice and develop- 
ments before considering a change in the assessing policy 
and practice in Sandwich. 


We still feel strongly the importance of continuing the 
assessing practice of having new assessments each year based 
on the revaluation formula set in 1957. By keeping this work 
up to date our values remain equal and we avoid the prob- 
lem of inequities. This system, which is well established, is 
important to maintain and keep up. The assessors’ maps 
have also been maintained and changes have been made to 
keep them current with the property transfers. This work 
will also be continued. 


There were 105 building permits issued in 1961 with a 
total estimated cost of $468,220.00. These permits were divided 
into classifications as follows: 


54 New Dwellings $355,550.00 
29 Additions to existing Buildings 48,350.00 
18 Garages and Auxiliary Buildings 9,820.00 
2 Commercial Buildings 2,500.00 
1 Motel 50,000.00 
1 Addition (Non-Taxable property) 2,000.00

Report of the Public Welfare 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


In order to bring about a better understanding of the Pub- 
lic Assistance program, the following breakdown of expendi- 
tures represents the Town’s share of costs for the different 
forms of assistance. 


Welfare $1,653.72 
Old Age Assistance 5,234.23 
Medical Assistance for the Aged 1,030.79 
Aid to Dependent Children 3,669.18 
Disability Assistance 797.24 
Administration 1,025.52 


$13,410.68 


A complete report of the items shown above is printed 
elsewhere in the town report under “Classification of Ac- 
counts” wherein the amounts paid by the State and Federal 
Government are shown. 


As the total expenditures for this program total 
$70,465.05, as will be seen, the Town’s share is 19 percent of 
the whole. 


We are fortunate that our costs for General Relief for 
the past year were very low, as this is the one item for which 
the town bears the entire cost. 


Our Welfare Worker is to be commended for her kind 
and understanding handling of those who have need of 
public assistance, and it is interesting to note that she made 
306 visits to nursing homes, hospitals, rest homes and pri- 
vate homes during the year, traveling 1,754 miles in son 
istering to an average of forty cases.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


. During the year 1961 the Sandwich Planning Board ap- 
proved 4 subdivisions within the town, totaling 86 lots: 


Loredano Gallerani 55 lots Off Route 130 


Harry Hendee 10 lots Off Boardley Road 
John A. Coe 9 lots Off Tupper Road 
Casino Field Trust 12 lots Off Beale Avenue 


Several other subdivisions, requiring no approval of the 
Board, have been recorded in Barnstable. 


At the request of the Sandwich Housing Authority the 

Planning Board presented an amendment to the zoning by- 

| law at the 1961 Town Meeting. This amendment would have 

altered our zoning regulations to make it possible to erect 

low-rent housing for the elderly. The amendment was de- 
 feated. 


In the middle of October the Board regretfully accepted 
the resignation of Mr. George Sutton, the Secretary, due to 
the pressure of other duties. For almost 11 years Mr. Sutton 
had been an ardent worker for good planning and his sin- 
cere and impartial judgment made him an invaluable mem- 
ber of the Board. Mr. Carlo Pola has been appointed to fill 
Mr. Sutton’s unexpired term until Town election in March, 
1962. 


In November, on request of the Sandwich Housing Au- 
thority, the Board held a Public Hearing on an amendment 
to the zoning by-law. This amendment would give the Board 
Of Appeals the power to allow the use of land for “State- 
aided housing projects for the elderly as authorized by 
Statute.” 
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After a duly advertised Public Hearing in December the 
Planning Board voted to amend Section V of the Subdivision 
Regulations, adopted by the Board in 1951, so that in any 
future subdivisions in the town 8 inches of gravel and 2 
coats of oil are required on new roads. 


The Board voted to pay a nominal salary to the Clerk 
of the Planning Board. 


The completion of another 5 miles of Route 3 from Bos- 
ton, commonly called the Southeast Expressway, is scheduled 
for 1963. At present all but 11 miles have been open to traf- 
fic, and we find many people making the Sandwich-Boston 
trip in 1 hour! 10 years ago this was only a dream. Soon In- 
terstate highways will link Cape Cod non-stop with New 
York, New Jersey and the Mid-West. 


As all planners and many citizens realize, the eastern 
terminus of these thruways before entering Cape Cod is the 
Sagamore Bridge, and soon we shall feel the impact of 
ereat inland urban populations reaching out for a vacation 
or retirement home near the sea. 


We are all familiar with the fable of the boy who cried, 
“Wolf”, and there are those who feel that the Planning 
Board is unduly concerned at this time. We are concerned, 


promote!” 


Preserve, aS we are doing, our architectural heritage, 
and safeguard it further by creating an Historic District 
around these valuable (and costly) monuments. 


Protect our marshlands, our newly-seeded clamflats, our 
lakes and our green-belt areas. 


Promote the development of marinas and encourage 
properly-controlled subdivisions, so that our inevitable 
growth will be as graceful and painless as possible. 


How can this be done?

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First, we must realize that there soon will be a problem of 
growth. Second, we suggest that all agencies of the town gov- 
ernment study this problem together, and we strongly rec- 
ommend that consideration be given to employing a form of 
planning consultants, as several Cape towns are doing, and 
as the county is doing through the Cape Cod Development 
Council. Third, we believe that we should revise and expand 
our zoning by-laws so that the impact of new thruways and 
ene Cape Cod National Park will benefit and not mar our 
town. 


We wish to close this report with two quotations; the 
first from an unknown planner: “Good planning is not mere- 
ly cooperation with the inevitable.” The second; from a 
rather well-known contemporary speaker: “We may not 
accomplish these goals in our lifetime, nor in the lifetime of 
our children—but let us begin.”

Dental Health 

The services of James F. Volker, D.D.—appointed by our 
Board to make examinations for dental decay, etc. among 
school children—were not required this year. 


Medical 
P. L. Moore, M.D. conducted Toxoid Immunization and 
other Clinics. 


Poliomyelitis Immunization 

During the year 1961 two Clinics were held to give Polio- 
myelitis Vaccination—no charge to residents requesting same. 
A return postcard was mailed to all citizens requesting that 
they advise us as to the number of shots each member of 
their family had received. The returns showed that 72% of 
all citizens had received Polio Shots. This study shows that 
additional efforts are required to motivate residents to pro- 
tect themselves against this dreaded disease. 
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Town Disposal Area 

We were fortunate in being able to secure the services 
of Mr. Kenneth Weaver, Jr. as Caretaker of the Disposal 
Area. Mr. Weaver has corrected the unsightly condition of 
the Dump, and since his appointment we have received no 
complaints—only praise—from the citizens for his coopera- 
tion and courteous help. 


Jontrol of Rats on Dump 

In order to control the breeding of rats, Bait Traps were 
placed during the months of October, November and Decem- 
ber on the Dump. These traps were baited daily with Anti- 
coagulant Poisons. It was found this method produced good 
results, and kept the Rodent infestations under control. 


Garbage and Rubbish Disposal 

During the past year many complaints were received 
regarding garbage and rubbish being thrown on the streets 
and Highways, and being deposited at the gate of the Dump. 
May we have the cooperation of all residents to use care to 
prevent any material from blowing or dropping onto the 
highways from their cars. 


The Year Ahead 

In the year ahead of us we will keep in close touch with 
the State Department of Public Health to keep you advised 
aS to what can be done to protect you from Radioactive 
Fallout should it occur. 


In addition—with your help—we will endeavor to have 
removed those unsightly buildings which are breeders of 
rodents and disease, and unfit for human habitation. 


In the past year a new law was adopted giving Boards 
of Health the authority to remove these buildings at the 
expense of the Owners.

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Report of the Public Health Nurse 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich School Committee 
Citizens, and Friends: 


Greetings: 


It is with great pleasure I submit my seventh annual 
report as Public Health Nurse for the Town of Sandwich. 


I am grateful for the cooperation and assistance given 
me by the various departments, that are striving in different 
capacities, but whose work ties in with mine. To mention a 
few, the local Welfare Dept., the Board of Health, the Police 
Dept., the local physicians, and others. 


We all realize that we are most fortunate to have Barn- 
stable County Hospital. The kindnesses of the hospital staff 
and personnel are far too numerous to relate here, and the 
care and attention given to both bed patients and out- 
patients is the best. My associations have always been most 
pleasant, and cooperative. We hope it will always remain with 
us and may grow to fill every need the community requires. 


Barnstable County Health Department is always willing 
to help and has sponsored for years our Well Child Clinic, 
along with our local Health Assoc. Dr. Moore comes to us 
Several times in the school year, immunizing for Polio, giving 
boosters for Tetanus, Diphtheria, and Whooping cough. 
When our turn comes Tuberculin tests are given in school 
and if needs be are followed by Xray at Pocasset. Excellent 
Service is received from the County Dental Hygienist, includ- 
ing Screening of children Flouride applications, and clean- 
ing teeth. Treatments, and all phases of our dental program 
are given only by signed permission slips from home. 


I would say off-hand that parental cooperation in this 
branch of our service is more than ninety per-cent. 
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The County Health Dept. also arranges excellent pro- 
grams for Nurses in the P.H. fields. Meetings, seminars and 
lectures. Talks on Hearing and Vision testing in the school, 
Care of the Mentally Ill in the home, and other educational 
group-assemblies, pertinent to the work of the nurse, that she 
may be brought up to the minute in all Nursing activities and 
thus do the best type of Public Health Nursing, preventive, 
educational and (thru referrals) corrective. 


In our own Sandwich Health Association, thru the kind- 
ness and great generosity of friends, we are able to conduct 
two wonderful Health projects. One which I am sure is 
familiar to everyone, The Well Child Conference. This takes 
in all children from six months to school age. We have Dr. 
Gleason, pediatrician, from Wareham, who not only gives 
each child an excellent physical examination but brings all 
immunizations up to date and gives all children entering 
school a good start Health-wise. 


The other, for want of a better name, is The Well Mothers 
Clinic. This is conducted by Dr. Elizabeth Gleason, also of 
Wareham. Here women of all ages are examined, and given, 
besides a thorough physical examination, certain tests that 
are sent to laboratories, where the presence of abnormal 
conditions may be detected. The patient is made aware of the 
results, and advised to see her own doctor. A written copy of 
all reports is sent to her physican. 


The school year began with physical examinations by 
Dr. Lewis. Besides all students participating in sports, the 
third fifth seventh, ninth and eleventh grades were alee 
examined, as required by law. 


An excellent Dental program soon followed. This was 
done through Dr. Moore, our County Health Officer, and by 
Mrs. Dalzell the County Dental Hygienist, and was a two-part 
program. First the flouride treatment which was preceed 
by checking and cleaning for children in the second, fift 
seventh and eighth grades. Requests for this part of thi 
program were signed by parents. 


The second part of the program consisted of screening 
the teeth of all children in school who did not take part in the 


: 
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first part of the program. As in most every other school, 
each child received a card, stating whetner or not dental 
work was needed, and to be returned and filed with childs 
record. 


The results were most gratifying and the cards are 
coming in, from both parents and family dentists, stating 
that work has been started, or completed. 


Corrective work in Schools and the fifty cents fee charg- 
ed, is fast becoming obsolete. 


Education, Prevention, and referrals to parents, are 
replacing the old system. 


State and other agencies provide adequately for children 
under their care. The cards returned, certainly shows that the 
parents are showing deep interest in the Dental Health of 
their children, and are making every effort to take care of 
their needs in this respect, thru the family doctor or dentist. 


Because of injuries, I wish to say again, that no child is, 
or has been taken to any Doctors office for examinations or 
treatments, as part of a School program. Emergencies may 
arise, and when they do, be they of an accidental nature, or 
otherwise, the parent is notified and then takes the child to 
the family doctor. If transportation is impossible, the child 
will be transported with parental permission or taken home. 


If, in case parents cannot be reached, or family doctor 
is non-existant as could be the case with the ‘Military’, the 
services of our School doctor is employed. This is a rare situa- 
tion, however, and is met with utmost cooperation, and 
understanding, when such ocassions do arise. 


I am grateful to Mr. Graves, our Supt. for a beautiful new 


_ Audiometer all our own. I am also grateful to Mr. Hiler and 


the Town of Sandwich for a new and modern Eye-Testing 
machine. They were both needed, and at the moment I am 
awaiting the arrival of Mr. Reardon from the State Dept. of 
Maternal and Child care, to come down, and spend a day with 
us to become aquainted with both machines, and therefore 
enable us to do the best kind of a job for this most important 
part of the School Health Program. 
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Dr. Moore came in November and brought our Polio 
Immunizations up to date. At that time boosters were given 
to sixth grade children for Tetanus and Whooping Cough. 


Eye and Hearing tests were given throughout the school 
year. 


Classes for the sixth grade in “Health and Personal De- 
velopment” terminated in June. These were held twice a 
week. 


A class in Home Nursing, and Personal Hygiene is held 
once a week, for the Junior girls. A visit to Lakeville Sanator- 
ium will be forth-coming in May. This is “Career Day”, and 
besides a Round table and Panel Discussion a tour of the 
hospital, and various departments, from infants to aged 
cripples, is followed by refreshments. 


One of our last years group has already been accepted as 
student nurse of Mass. Gen. Hospital. Miss Riitta Eskelinen, 
will join the September Class. 


Visits to the Nurses offices by children of all ages go on 
as usual, and are always welcome, be their complaints great 
or small. Many parents phone in and wish to have a child 
checked for one thing or another. It is requested that a 
note be brought from home to verify this request. Many 


parents ask if certificates are required for a child to re- 
enter school after a communicable disease. It no longer 


is a State law that a certificate be required, but if there is 
any doubt and if the child has been unusually ill, it is best 
he be checked by the family doctor and a report sent to the 
school office. It could be possible that he might wish to limit 
school activities in such cases. 


School registrations for children entering school for the 
first time were held in May and August. 


Most of those coming in May attended the Well child | 
Conference with Dr. Gleason, Pediatrician, held in May and | 


June and were brought up to date with the immunization 


requirements, for school entry, also Polio and other boosters, 


as well as a good physical examination. | u 
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A School report could not be complete without mention- 
ing Mr. Laurence Ovian with whom I worked closely for 
eight years, nearly. His kindness and fairness to all was out- 
standing. He loved the School and all who were a part of it, 
and especially the little children. They felt secure in his 
presence, and he made them happy always, especially when 
his visits to the class-room brought praise and encourage- 
ment. We miss him of course, but no less kindness, coopera- 
tion and understanding comes from Mrs. Tyson, his successor, 
a better replacement could not be found. 


The years work outside the School is no less important. 
Much has been done to fill the needs of the community, and 
as always much more was desired. 


Bedside nursing was about as usual, with care and 
treatments. From local and out-of-town hospitals and 
physicians, as well as family, comes requests for the Nurses 
assistance. Some visits are daily, others less often. 


Not all visits are for the sick. Calls are made on problem 
jcases involving one or all members of a family. Advisory visits 
are not uncommon. The cooperation of the town’s other 
various departments is very important and usually forth- 
coming, as previously stated. 


Clinics have gone well and they grow each year. Trans- 
portation is quite limited, because it is time-consuming, or 
requests are for too far-distant places. The Red Cross has 
helped us in this respect. 


Appointments have been made for out-of-town clinics 
and hospitals. The facilities of all our local hospitals and 
Classes and clinics have been used and appreciated. Among 
them Mental Health and Guidance, Barnstable County Hos- 
pital, Cape Cod and Tobey Hospitals, Crippled Childrens 
Clinic, Taunton State Hospital, Myles Standish, or Gov. 
Dever Hospital for mentally Retarded Children. Hopefields 
School, and others. One or more visits or contacts with the 
above have been made and much follow-up work and many 
home visits, as well as letters and other correspondance was 
involved. 
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Our two important clinics this year were The Well Child 
Clinic, and the Mothers Clinic. 


The W. C. C. was sponsored by the Sandwich Health 
Assoc. And Barnstable County Health Dept. 


The Mothers Clinic, which is a Cancer Prevention Clinic 
is sponsored also by the Sandwich Health Association, and 
this year The Salvation Army gave one hundred dollars to our 
Association to enable us to extend our Mothers Clinic beyond 
a limited number. The Cape Cod Hospital sent us Miss 
Margaret Rourke, Chemist, and laboratory technician, of 
no mean ability, to take care of our needs, chiefly blood and 
urine analyisis, and Dr. James Graham, head of Cytology 
laboratory, St. Elizabeths Hospital, Brighton did our ‘Pap’ 
smears. Mrs. Dorothy Cherry R.N. who is visiting here while 
waiting foreign assignment, volunteered her services, and 
assisted Dr. Gleason during the fifteen clinic days. Mrs. 
Kendall P.H. Nurse of Falmouth loaned us a table and 
stirrups, for which we are most grateful. 


The total attendance was one-hundred two, for examina- 
tions, forty-two of whom were new patients. 


Planning the project began in the early summer, and 
was time-consuming. It entailed much correspondance, visits 
to homes, making appointments, sending notices, contacting 
doctors, and much more. It was by-far the most successful, to 
date. 


We were most grateful to have permission to use the | 
School Clinic Room, and we are also grateful to every doctor, 
and hospital, and person who helped make it so worth-while. 


The Well Child Conference took care of one-hundred | 
seventy six children. There were eight three-hour clinics. 


Polio clinics for adults were held in May and June and 
were sponsored by the local Board of Health. Y 


It comes within the jurisdiction of the Nurse when called 
upon, to protect the basic rights of juveniles, because 
delinquent parents. This may involve truancy, neglect, in- : 
humane treatment, and moral behavior. 
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Some cases and indeed most may be satisfactorily taken 
care thru Home visits and with family cooperation. This is 
what we want and work hard for. When this fails further 
investigations, and out-side help is inaugurated. This could 
be the Police Department, S. P. C. C. and others, and as last 
resort the Courts. 


We have had such cases this year, and can report satis- 
factory results. 


We have lengthy statistical reports which I omit this 
year, but are always available to those interested, through 
the Selectmens office.

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Report of the Chief of Police 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Sandwich, Massachusetts: 


Gentlemen: 


Following is my report as Chief of Police for the Town of 
Sandwich for 1961. 


This was a good year for our department. In general 
the number of cases of all kinds was down from the peak we 
experienced last year. 


The total of highway accidents was down, although the 
total value of property damage was slightly higher than last 
year, and best of all our accidental deaths on the highway 
fell from five to none. 


Again with us, as with all law enforcement organizations, 
nearly 90 percent of our business was non-criminal in nature, 
ranging from assistance to persons in serious trouble to the 
delivery of messages of doubtful urgency. 


Taxpayers noting the different organizations in Law 
Enforcement often ask why? Why State Police and Local 
Police, and Uniformed Officers in the Sheriff’s Department? 
Why not one organization to handle it all? 


Of course if everyone acted as he would have everyone 
else behave there would be no need for any police at all. Since 
no one does but you and me, we have to have police. 


The local police officer, covering the same territory day 
in, day out, night in, night out, comes to know his beat and 
the people who live there so well that often he spots some 
one, or something out of place, or out of ordinary that leads 
to prevention of a crime, or prevention of an injury or 
accident, that a man less familiar with the area might miss. 


Since the Local Officer deals most often with people he 
knows, his views regarding strict and literal enforcement of 
all laws are often tempered by his knowledge of the probable 
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consequences of such enforcement. He does the best he can, 
hopes for the best, expects the worst, and usually gets it 
somewhere in between, often right in the neck. 


The State Police provide an efficient, highly trained 
and mobile force of officers that can concentrate anywhere 
in the State on any problem that needs their attention. They 
assist local departments when needed in any emergency. They 
do the bulk of enforcement of our traffic laws, particularly 
on the major highways, provide a school for training local 
officers as well as their own and a force of detectives, 
chemists, pathologists and a number of other specialists to 
assist other enforcement agencies not large enough to pro- 
vide these services for themselves, as well as a number of 
other duties too numerous to list here. 


The Sheriff’s Office in this county provides an Identifi- 
cation Bureau, headed by a graduate of the National Police 
Academy to assist the Cape departments with fingerprinting 
and other indentificaton problems. The smaller departments 
such as ours benefit greatly from this from not having to 
maintain an identification bureau of their own. Also, in 
theory anyway, this bureau functions as a clearing house 
for criminal information throughout the Cape. 


In the best of all worlds all branches of Law Enforce- 
ment would function without friction. Since police run as 
thick to the head and thin to the hide as anybody, there are 
times when feelings get strained, but works surprisingly well 
for all that. 


Both regular officers attended the Local Officer’s Train- 
ing School at the State Police Academy in Framingham. this 
year. I am very proud to report that both made very high 
marks and finished far above the average for the classes at 
the School. 


One week courses in various phases of police work will be 
held at the New England Police Institute at Weston this year. 
They will be taught by the staff of Northeastern University. 
I hope to have the regular officers attend some of these this 
year, being convinced that money spent for police training in 
this day and age is well spent. 
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The need for Special Officers increased this past summer 
to the extent that we disbanded the Auxilliary Police and 
made the members of it Special Officers. The Special Officers 
are working through their Police Association to further 
their training, and continue to make a valuable contribution 
to our community. In an emergency we can count on eighteen 
of these men who have had training and experience as police 
officers. 


As police we have two separate problems at two different 
times of the year. In the winter the problem is to keep the 
vacant houses vacant, in the summer it is to handle the in- 
crease in traffic and other problems that accompany the 
people who fill the houses. 


All Cape departments have to be constantly alert during 
the summer to prevent the rowdyism that plagues some resort 
areas from getting a foothold here. 


So far we have been successful but it is a constant battle, 
especially in the spring and early summer when so many 
youths from city areas head for our beaches under the mis- 
apprehension that anything will go when they get there. 
Again last year our night patrols picked up large quantities 
of liquor from minors, and again many parents were amazed 
to find where their youngsters were in the early hours of the 
morning, and who they were with. 


With the Old Mill in operation this coming summer, we 
have a traffic problem of new proportions coming up. I : 
think there will have to be an officer near the Town Hall — 
intersection most of the time through the summer months. | 


Traffic speeds on all our streets is a constant problem, | 
especially with modern automobiles that seem to be go | 
so slow at 40 miles an hour. In the summer we can pass ; 

off as visitors, but at this time of year the driver of the car : 
that appears to be going so fast has to be one of us. Often : 
almost a majority of the people in a neighborhood seem : 
have complained that most everyone else drives too 
Trying to slow something like this down, without bringin 
about a neighborhood war, adds greatly to an officer’s grey 
hairs, and nothing to his peace of mind. 
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The opening of the Shawme Forest Camp Ground, if 
and when it comes, is bound to throw an added burden on 
our beaches. Our largest beach still had some room last 
summer, but continual increase in use of it will see it crowd- 
ed before many years. I am convinced that having this free 
to the public has meant much to the Town in good will, but 
I suppose the time will come when it will have to be changed 
and a sticker system installed there as has been done in so 
many other places. 


The department has two cruisers, both Rambler Am- 
bassadors built especially for police work. We bought one in 
1959 and the other in 1960. Both have been very satisfactory 
and have stood up well under the heavy services demanded 
of them. It is some measure of the durability of them to 
remark that both have the original clutches in them, the 
older at 140,000 miles and the other at 77,000 miles, along 
with a great deal of other original equipment. The older car 
Should be replaced this year as the costs of upkeep from 
here on would be prohibitive. 


Again I call your attention to the Scouts, Explorers, Cub 
Scouts, Blue Birds, Camp Fire Girls, Horizons, Little League, 
Babe Ruth League, 4H and all the various activities sponsor- 
ed by the churches for the youth in our town. It may not 
be entirely true that a busy kid never gets in trouble, but he 
Sure doesn’t get in as much trouble as he might if he had 
too much time on his hands. 

The fact that we have as little juvenile trouble as we do 
is directly related to the activities listed above, and many 
I probably have missed. 

The thing that keeps them all going is adult assistance, 
Which is the hardest thing to come by. A little investment of 


your time pays bigger dividends in satisfaction in this field 
than any other. 

Don’t feel you have to wait to be asked. Volunteers are 
more than welcome. 


I take this opportunity to thank the other Cape Police 
Departments, the Sheriff’s Department, the State Police, the 
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Registry, Conservation Officer LaFarr, the Air Police at Otis, 
the School and the various other department and civic 
organizations of the town for the fine cooperation and sup- 
port I have received from them during the past year. 


It is the settled policy of this department that the best 
publicity for a police department is none. I can not square 
public service with publicity designed to sell the service to 
the taxpayers. If the service does not sell itself best drop it 
entirely. 


This is the time to tally the results for the year, and the 
following list of departmental business should complete the 
picture of our activity for 1961.

Chief of Police 
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Report of the Fire Engineers 


To the Honarable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Fire Department for 
1961. During the year the fire department answered nine 
house fires with damage amounting to $88,275.00. On Decem- 
ber 31, 1961 there was a fire in a building with damage amount- 
ing to $75,000.00. This was one of the biggest and most costly 
fires in many years. Six towns had to be called in to transport 
water to the fire, before bringing it under control. Each year 
our fire department is making more calls for different types 
of fires. 


We wish to thank the towns on the Cape that have 
responded to our calls for aid. This has been a big factor in 
keeping some fires from spreading. 


Below is a breakdown of the alarms: 


House Fires (Damage $88,275.00)

Of these fire calls 22 were answered by the East Sand- 
wich Station. Having this Station and the men at East 
Sandwich has saved a lot more fires from getting a head 
Start. 


These men have done a wonderful job in drilling, hand- 
ling fires and keeping up the equipment. They have also 
answered three inhalator calls. 


Thanks to the East Sandwich Grange for giving this 
inhalator to the East Sandwich Department. 


There were 73 oil inspections, 257 gas inspections and 
33 investigations for a total of 1,337 miles. 


Have your gas installations and vent pipes checked 
frequently by your gas dealer. All gas hot water heaters and 
floor furnaces have to be vented to the chimney or to the 
outside. There can be no gas hot water heater in a bedroom or 
bathroom. 


When the Sagamore bridge was closed for repairs this 
fall an agreement was made with the Bourne Fire Dept. that 
they would answer all calls to the Scusset Beach area which 
is on the north side of the canal, but belongs to Sandwich, 
in which many houses are located. In return we answered all 
calls on the south side of the canal. This same pattern will 
be used when they close the bridge again this Spring. 


Our rescue boat was used for dragging operations sev- 
eral times this year and once again in Herring Pond. It was 
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used there two days in succession. This same day we answered 
4 fire calls and one rescue. 


More and more man hours are being needed each year 
to keep up the equipment, going to fires and rescues and 
drills. This year more drills were added. We are trying to 
get each man to attend the Barnstable County Training 
School at least once a year. This school offers the best train- 
ing under fire conditions anywhere in Massachusetts. In 
order for these men to attend they have to give up much of 
their time. How much longer can we call on the Volunteer 
to keep giving up his time and his job for nothing? The 
danger to these men is always there and with new and 
highly explosive material being manufactured every day 
makes it that much more dangerous. 


Nine men attended the Barnstable County two day College 
Fire Fighting exercises and received certificates for com- 
pleting the course. 


At this time the Board of Fire Engineers wish to thank 
the people who answer our red phone system for their good 
work. This is the heart of our alarm system which has to be 
manned 24 hours a day. 


Always call your fire department right away when you 
discover a fire or smoke. Give your name and location clearly. 
By doing this we will not lose time in answering your call. 
Residents of East Sandwich should call Sandwich Fire De- 
partment; Telephone Sagamore 332 as this puts both de- 
partments into action and it goes through the alarm board 


as it should. This also alerts our police department and | 


Mutual Aid Headquarters at Yarmouth. 


There are two things we would like the property owners — 


to help us with: 


1. When you hear the fire alarm please do not call 
the station if only curious as to the location of the fire. They 
person on duty at the station has three telephones and two 


radios to attend to and a line tied up may keep important 


information from reaching the apparatus on the way to

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We had several serious accidents last year in which 
fire or the possibility of fire played. a major part. Two in- 


volved airplanes and one a truck which burst into flames 
after striking a garage. 


One of the serious problems we encounter in such cases 
is crowds. Carelessly parked cars may block roads for the 
apparatus, which is often wider than people unacquainted 
with it may realize, and there is considerable danger to any 
person who gets near the fire. 


Much as you may want to help, remember, especially in 
the case of a truck or a military plane crash and fire, you do 
not know what may be in the thing that is burning. Military 
aircraft as well as the trucks may carry explosive fuel 
and the aircraft may well have on board atomic weapons. 
Stay clear. 


We wish to thank the police department for taking care 
of the traffic and the sight-seers. Also Chief Foster for taking 
pictures which were a great help in our investigations. 


We wish to thank the volunteer fire department for 
their splendid work and for their demonstrations on July 
4th and again on National Fire Prevention Week.

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Report of the Tree Warden and 
Insect Pest Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


During the past year trees were pruned in various parts 
of town. The amount of die back limbs seems to be on the 
increase, due primarily to the age of our larger shade trees. 


This past year we had four trees which were confirmed 
positive Dutch Elm Disease. These trees have been taken 
down and disposed of. There still has been no cure discovered 
for this disease. The only means which we have for combat- 
ting it which has proven effective is a pruning program— 
cutting out dead wood, spraying with D.D.T. and removing 
infected trees and burning all elm wood. All these operations 
must be carried out if we wish to save any of our elms. 


There is not much to be said about the tent caterpillar 
infestation. It is well under control and the area infested 
seems to be smaller each year. 


The spraying program for the elm leaf beetle infestation

was carried out during the year. This infestation seemed to | 


be quite spotty this year and in some areas it required 
several sprayings to bring it under control. With the use of 
new insecticides and assistance from the Department of 
Natural Resources and the shade tree laboratory field 


station in Waltham, we will be able to keep the elm leaf | 


beetles under control this coming summer. 


Our program to eradicate poison ivy is showing good 


results, and with continued spraying this plague will be | 


reduced to a minimum. 
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The tree planting program was carried on as usual. It has 
been my experience over the past few years that trees planted 
during the fall months become established quicker and have 
more chance to develop into good healthy trees than at any 
other time of year. It is always necessary to set out a few trees 
in the spring as replacements, but these trees have to be 
continually cared for during the entire season.

This year the restoration of the Old Mill was completed. 
During the process of restoration there was much upheaval 
around the Mill and the general areas, and no doubt to the 
eyes of many it seemed as if we were embarked upon a doubt- 
ful course; however, the picture on the cover of this Town 
Report confirms the finished product that we were working 
toward. 


There remains to be done some general landscaping and 
construction of a sidewalk along Route 130, leading from the 
fountain at the Town Hall to the gate house at the Mill 
entrance. It is planned that this work will be done early in 
the Spring, so that when the Mill opens to the public every- 
thing will be in order. | 


The operation of the Mill is going to be very interesting 
and all concerned will have to work and learn together. The 
actual mill machinery—that is—water wheel, main drive 
Shaft, and gears, all are of wood and are driven by water 
power from the Mill Pond. Contrary to some reports, there is no 
hidden motor which turns the water wheel. The Mill has been ~ 
restored to the 17th century type and much praise has already — 
been given to the project.

To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


As the 71st annual report of the library is submitted it 
is interesting to note that last June was the 50th anniversary 
of the opening of the present building. 


Two much needed pieces of equipment have been pur- 
chased this year. Another book case was built in the juvenile 
section and a new desk has added greatly to the efficiency of 
charging books and has given the library a new look. 


The high school students have continued to gather in 
the library evenings and it would be a fine thing if some 
other recreation area could be provided in town for them so 
that those who really want to use the facilities of the library 
would have room to do so. It is getting to the point where 
it will soon be necessary to limit attendance to those who 
come to use the reference books. 


During the year grades 3 through 11 visited the library 
in groups with their teachers and had an opportunity to 
learn how to find the books on the shelves and to become 
acquainted with some of the fine books that are in the juv- 


enile and young adults department. For Children’s Book Week 


the two 3rd grade classes of Mrs Margaret Alvezi and Mrs. 
Naomi White exhibited reports and drawings of their favorite 


book and the members of the classes took turn acting as 


hosts the days the library was open.

To the School Committee and 


Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


I herewith submit my sixth annual report to the citizens 
of Sandwich. 


Three years ago this Fall, the School Department put into 
use six new elementary classrooms, an office and health unit, 


and a large gymnasium-auditorium. 


A projection of our enrollment last September indicates 
that additional facilities are needed in the very near future. 
Let us look at this projection.

You will note from 1959-60 to 1961-62 our enrollment 
increased 78 pupils. A conservative evalution of increase be- 
tween 1961-62 and 1965-66 indicates approximately 122 more 
students. You will further note that the high school enrollment 
will jump 39 students in the same period of time. While this 
may not seem a large number, it does mean that some high 
school classes will be larger, and there will be some more 
classes. 


The single column of figures at the right represents the 
number of classes. In our present set-up, we have (if parti- 
tions are removed) 12 regular classrooms (maximum capacity 
25 students) in the old building as well as a Home Economics 
room, Physics and Chemistry laboratory, and Remedial Ad- 
justment room in the basement. In the new wing we have six 
classrooms. This makes a total of 18 classrooms available to 
house just home rooms. I am sure that you are aware that 
at high school level the total number cannot be divided by 
25 into classes, and that this is assumed to be the number of 
high school classes. The breadth of curriculum electives, and 
homogeneous grouping, require several more classrooms than 
home rooms in order to run an effective program. 


The enrollment projection is a conservative estimate. In 
1965-66, the figures indicate that a minimum of 16 classrooms 
will be needed for Grades 1 through 8 alone! At the same time, 
at high school level a minimum of six home rooms would be 
needed! We also have a Home Economics room and a Chem- 


istry and Physics Laboratory in the basement which would be 
utilized. However, to meet the high school needs of our stu-— 


dents, one additional commercial room, one additional labora- 
tory for Biology and General Science, one fully-equipped 
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library, one foreign language laboratory, two additional 
English reading speech rooms, one Social Studies room and one 
mathematics room will be needed along with the six home 
rooms. Any time a good small high school is well run today, 
the required facilities are far in excess to the proportionate 
number of students. 


Two approaches have been considered to meet the prob- 
lem. One would be to remodel the present old building for 
high school use, which can be very expensive, and to add 
twelve elementary class-rooms to meet future expansion. 


The second plan would be to use the present classrooms 
in the old building, with very little remodeling, for elementary 
classes and junior high school, and add a high school wing 
for Grades 9 through 12. The old building lends itself better 
to remodeling for elementary classes. 


When one considers the cost of remodeling an old build- 
ing for high school use, plus adding the twelve elementary 
classrooms, the costs seem to balance off approximately the 
Same as building a new high school wing. It must be remem- 
bered, that State monies are not allocated for any remodel- 
ing in an old building. 


I would therefore recommend an addition with two com- 
mercial rooms, one additional laboratory (for Biology and 
General Science), and one fully-equipped library, one foreign 
language laboratory, three English reading and speech 
rooms, two social studies rooms, two mathematics rooms, one 
language or Science room, one activity room for music, plus 
lavatories and storage facilities. 


Why is there a need for these additional high school fac- 
ilities? A look at the following .tentative future curriculum 
Should indicate to you possibly three sections of many of your 
major subjects to take care of both the three different courses, 
as well as homogeneous grouping. It could also mean, depend- 
ing on enrollment, the addition of teachers in the areas of 
science, mathematics, commercial subjects, social studies, 
foreign languages and girls’ physical education, if pupil and 
curriculum demands warrant them.

We are 
using every facility now and will be hard-pressed to house all 
students in the Fall of 1962. 


Other items worthy of noting in this report are as follows: 


Five new teachers joined our staff during the year. In 
February, Mrs. Barbara Howes in Grade 1; in September, Mr. 
Thomas Murphy in Grade 6; Mrs. Hattie Hardy and Mrs. 
Gladys Kelley in the high school; and Mrs. Katherine Armeson 
as teacher of the Educational Adjustment class. The Educa- 
tional Adjustment class, newly-formed this year, has done ex- 
cellent work in helping youngsters with educational problems. 


Our girls, under Mr. Zion’s leadership in basketball, this 
past February became the Small Schools Champions and were 
runners-up for the Cape Cod Championship. 


The P.T.A. held its annual Honors Award Dinner in May, 
at which affair we were delighted to have six boys and six 
girls honored. They were Jameson Hannah, James Keith, John 
Moriarity, James Pierce, Carlo Pola, John Zander, Susan 
Bills, Donna Cahoon, Marcia Gustin, Susan Pierce, Jane Ver- 
-milyea and Susan Welch. 


On March 30, 31, and April 1, eight members of our 
choral group under the direction of Mrs. Nan McCann, par- 
ticipated in the New England Music Festival Concert in Rut- 
land, Vermont. Students chosen from a small school are 
indeed honored, and great credit should be given to Mrs. 
McCann for making this fine experience possible. 


Eight new members have been inducted into the National 
Honor Sociey during the year. They were Claire Canning, 
Jameson Hannah, Barbara Heald, James Keith, Stanley May- 
hew, John Moriarity, Susan Welch and John Zander. 


In June our largest class of 27 members was graduated. Of 
this number 18 have gone on to advanced education. We are 
proud of this fact and of their records which have been 
returned by their schools to us this Fall. 


In June, our principal, Lawrence A. Ovian, announced 
his resignation as of July 1, to accept the post of Senior 
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Supervisor of Secondary Education with the State Department 
of Education. We were sorry to lose him but happy for him 
in his fine promotion. 


In June, the School Committee appointed Mrs. Alice 
Tyson as Principal to replace Mr. Ovian. Mrs. Tyson has had 
many years of successful teaching. I am sure that her fine 
leadership will continue our present effective program. 


This Fall Coach Long’s soccer team placed three of its 
members on the Cape Cod High School All-Star Team. 


Recently Mr. Donald Long, director of physical education 
on our Staff, was presented a Certificate of Recognition from 
Washington for the fine work he is doing in the National 
Physical Fitness Program. 


This past Fall, our junior and senior high school pupils 
once again took part in the S.R.A. testing program. The re- 
turns in December were indeed gratifying, for we were tested 
among those schools ranking in the higher percentiles. 


Recently 17 members of the school chorus received two sec- 
ond-place awards at an audition held at the Boston University 
School of Music, and later they were notified that all who 
had taken part in the Audition had been selected to attend 
the annual New England Music Festival in April. 


It is to be hoped two other problems can be solved in the 
very near future, that of securing instructional opportunity 
for beginners in instrumental music and of obtaining addi- 
tional time allowance for this branch of our curriculm.

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months in self-evaluating their educational facilities, the 
curriculum, and the effectiveness of their program. This mat- 
erial is carefully reviewed by the visiting committee. They 
then make their own evaluation and follow it up with a written 
report to the School Committee. The substance of this report 
is the basis for the accreditation of the school and has a 
far-reaching effect upon the acceptance of our students by 
many colleges. 


Special mention should also be made of our custodians 
and our school nurse who have been most cooperative and 
helpful in performing their services. 


I wish also to express my thanks to the School Com- 
mittee for their many hours of faithful service that the 
children of Sandwich might have the advantages of the best 
school program possible. Their consideration and understand- 
ing is very much appreciated.

Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Another year has been added to the history of the Town 
of Sandwich. The year 1962, as usual, had its problems, 
activities and accomplishments. A sincere effort has been 
made to handle the problems satisfactorily and the activities 
and accomplishments have been added to the pages of the 
records. 


The Town continues to enjoy a favorable financial posi- 
tion. The projected planning which has been in effect for 
a period of years has been able, to a degree, to anticipate 
the year to year requirements as they might affect our 
financial needs; however, as the required services continue 
to increase, the problem becomes more involved and the 
planning from year to year must be adjusted. 


The following letter has been received following a re- 
cent two year audit by the State: 


“This is to certify that the books and accounts 
of the Town of Sandwich were audited by the 
Bureau of Accounts, Department of Corporations 
and Taxation, as of December 31, 1962, at which 
time they were found to be correct with all funds 
properly accounted for. 

A detailed report of the audit will be forwarded as 
as soon as possible.”

With the opening of the Grist Mill in 1962, the Town’s 
historical prestige was again increased. The Glass Museum 
of the Sandwich Historical Society, the Doll Museum, the 
Christopher Wrenn Church, the Hoxie House and the Grist 
Mill attracted much attention and very favorable comments 
were received. The continued increased attendance of these 
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monuments of the past indicates the desire of our visitors 
to Know and learn more of the early history and background 
of this country in which we live. 


While the summer of 1962 was not the most desirable 
beach weather, our fresh and salt water beaches continue 
to attract larger numbers of local and summer visitors. This 
increased activity is a contributing factor to the overall 
economy of the Town. It seems necessary that these beaches 
continue to be maintained and improved. 


Again in the summer of 1962 street dancing was held 
each Monday night at the Clark-Haddad Square. Swimming 
lessons were also conducted at Lombard Park, Sandwich 
Town Beach and East Sandwich Beach. The popularity of 
this program has been covered in the Water Saftey Com- 
mittee’s report. 


The Fourth of July activities in Sandwich have increased 
in popularity greatly during the past several years. With 
the daytime series of contests well conducted for the junior 
folks, the day has been busy and full. The band concert, 
boat carnival and fire works at night have attracted larger 
numbers of people from far and near. 


The group of men who have conducted the baseball 
activities for the boys in the age groups from 7 years to 15 
years have conducted a most satisfactory program. This is 
of great interest to.the boys and has been well accepted and 
appreciated. The leaders deserve the recognition and sup- 
port of the town in their untiring efforts and work with 
our youth. 


A section of Cotuit Road was built this year under the 
State Chapter 90 program. This has completed a link be- 
tween two parts of the Town of Mashpee sections of Cotuit 
Road. The balance of the Sandwich part of this road will 
be scheduled for new construction in the near future. With 
the present day cost of highway construction, it is disap- 
pointing that greater distances of roads cannot be built 
annually under this program since the town pays for only 
twenty-five percent of the cost of the construction.

For the first time since the planting of shellfish was 
made in the Old Harbor area, the area was opened for a 
limited period for the digging of clams and quahogs for 
family use. The results were reasonably satisfactory. About 
100 permits were issued and most of the fisherman were 
able to obtain their limit of ten quarts per day. 


The Selectmen again wish to express their appreciation 
to the townspeople, the department heads, the committee 
members, and all the employees of the Town who have co- 
operated with the Board throughout the year.

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Assessors’ Report 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The increase in assessed valuation in 1962 continued to 
follow the pattern which has prevailed over the past several 
years. The increase in 1962 over 1961 was $195,176.00 with 
the previous five-year average annual increase being $202,400. 
While our growth has not been spectacular it has been steady 
and continues at about the same pace year after year. 


In order to absorb the increase in appropriations, it was 
necessary for the assessors to increase the tax rate in 1962 
by $1.00 over the 1961 tax rate. This was the first time since 
1958 that the rate had not been decreased; however, with 
the increased cost of services and the additional require- 
ments of the Town, it must be realized that the tax rate neces- 
sarily is affected. 


By continuing the assessing practices as established by 
the Cleminshaw Company in 1957 and continuing to use the 
same basic formula, our values remain equal and the problem 
of inequities is avoided. We feel that this procedure has 
worked out well and has been fair to all. The work on the 
assessors’ maps has continued so that they are kept current 
with the many transfers during the year. 


Previous to July i, 1962, at which time the Building Code 
went into effect, there were 82 building permits issued totaling 
$374,550. Permits from July lst have been issued by the 
Building Inspector and are covered more in detail in his re- 
port. Following is a summary of the permits issued for the 
year 1962:

Gentlemen: 


During the year 1962 the Sandwich Planning Board ap- 
proved four subdivisions within the town, totalling 153 lots: 


Emma Schumacher 12 lots off Popple Bottom Road 
J. Albert Torrey 2 lots off Rte. 6A, E. Sandwich 
Sandwich Land, Inc. 134 lots off Hammond Road 
Donald B. Snyder 5 lots off Spring Hill Road 


Many smaller plans requiring no approval of the Plan- 
ning Board were signed by the Board and recorded in Barns- 
table. 


In March, an amendment to the zoning by-law requested 
by the Sandwich Housing Authority was defeated. 


For the third year your Planning Board urgently sug- 
gests that a study be made of the need for an Historic District 
to protect the many valuable and cultural buildings in the 
vicinity of Town Hall. 


For over a year a firm of Planning Consultants, hired 
first by the county, and later transferred to the employ of 
the Massachusetts Department of Commerce, has been mak- 
ing an overall survey of Cape»Cod with a view to pointing 
out future trends of population and economic growth. Their 
report indicates a steady healthy growth for the whole Cape, 
and points out that we are the closest Cape Cod town to the 
urban population centers. They also express the desirability 
of an Historic District Zone, to preserve our architectural 
heirlooms. 
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Early in October illness deprived the Planning Board 
of the services of Mr. J. Foxcroft Carleton, a most valuable 
member of the Board since its inception in 1950.

Dental Health 


Mrs. Edith S. Chamberlain, R.N. in cooperation with the 
County Health Department held Dental Clinics. 


During the past year the State Department of Public 
Health distributed to Boards of Health Sabin Poliomyelitis 
Vaccine at no cost. Doctor Fred L. Moore with assistance of 
Mrs. Edith S. Chamberlain held Clinics where the Vaccine 
was administered. Details of these Clinics will be given in 
Mrs. Chamberlain’s report. 

During the year 1963 the State Department of Public Health 
recommends that Clinics be conducted as follows: 


Type I Sabin Vaccine to be administered Jan. 14-28 
Type II Sabin Vaccine to be administered March 11-25 
Type III Sabin Vaccine to be administered May 15-27 


Nuisances 

Dr. Moore will hold these Clinics with the assistance of Mrs. 
Chamberlain. The vaccine will be supplied to our Board by 
the State at no cost. 


The Board of Health is required to examine all nuisances, 
sources of filth and causes of sickness which may be injurious 
to Public Health. 


During the year 1962 we found (19) vacant buildings 
that were in such condition that they were a menace to health 
and a breeder of rodents. 


The owners of these buildings cooperated with us and 
thirteen buildings were destroyed and six were repaired and 
put in a satisfactory condition for occupancy. 


Garbage and Rubbish Disposal Area 

The State Department of Natural Resources has given 
the Town a permit for a number of years to' use the land 
on Route 130 for a Dump—subject to it being kept in an 
orderly condition. 


During the past year we have had a number of complaints 
that Garbage and Rubbish has been deposited at the Gate 
and not carried to the Disposal Area. Please give us your 
cooperation and do not deposit anything at the gate. 
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The Disposal Area is a haven for rats. In order to con- 
trol the breeding of rats Anticoagulants are placed in Bait 
Stations during the months of October and November. 


The Anticoagulant used has a low poison concentration 
and there is little danger to domestic animals from a single 
feeding. 


Mr. Kenneth Weaver, Caretaker of the Disposal Area, 
has done an excellent job in the management of the Area. 
Many complimentary remarks have been received from citi- 
zens for his courteous help. Evergreen Honeysuckle will be 
planted in the Spring along the fence to try to hide the Area 
from the highway. 


Disposal of Sanitary Sewage 


In January the State Department of Health adopted 
Sewage Regulation on Minimum Requirements for the Dis- 
posal of Sewage. These new Requirements made it manda- 
tory that the individual Sewage Disposal System be in com- 
pliance with new Regulation. Copy available on request to 
those installing a new system. In the year 1962—109 Cess- 
pool-Septic Tank and Leaching Field permits were issued. 


Restaurants—Camps—Cabins and Motels 


In the year 1962, State, County and our Department made 
an inspection of all Restaurants, Camps, Cabins and Motels. 
With few minor exceptions the conditions found were satis- 
factory. Mr. Leo H. Decoteau, Sanitary Inspector of Barn- 
stable County Health Department, and appointed by our 
Board, has been of great assistance.

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Report of the Public Health Nurse 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 

Sandwich School Committee 

Citizens and Friends: 


Greetings: 


Again I am happy to submit my annual report as Public 
Health Nurse for the Town of Sandwich. This is the eighth. 


Gratitude is often difficult to express but I, as a public 
servant, could not be more grateful for the kindness and co- 
operation shown me in the past year, and especially in the 
six months I have lived among you, buying a home here and 
becoming a permanent resident of Sandwich and liking it. 


The nurse’s work this year has not changed too much 
from that of the past. I have fulfilled every assignment pre- 
sented and tucked in a few extra ones here and there. 


It is nice to know that Barnstable County Hospital re- 
mains with us. Patients now, with active tuberculosis, will be 
sent to Norfolk County Hospital at Braintree. Norfolk is a 
beautiful institution, fully equipped to give the best care to 
T.B. patients. I spent a day up there not too long ago and 
met with the doctors and other executives and had a tour 
of the hospital as well as instructions relative to the part the 
Public Health Nurse plays in assisting the patient to be ad- 
mitted and follow-up work when the patient returns home. 

For the third year we have had a fine dental program at 
school. This consisted of fluoride treatments, cleaning the 
teeth and an evaluation made of each student’s dental needs. 
Each child received a card, the “Look Mom, No Cavities” type. 
Last year nearly all cards were returned signed by the 
family dentist, and this year the response appears to be 
equally good. 

Physical examinations by Dr. Lewis were given in October. 
This is a compulsory program for all students participating 


90 


in sports and physical education. Other physicals included 
children in the 3rd, 5th, 7th, 9th and 11th grades. 

A weekly class in Home Nursing continues with the girls 
of Junior High. 

Visits in the home, to hospitals, appointments with pa- 
tients and for patients, still goes on. 

The American Red Cross has taken several patients to 
distant points, some involving all-day trips. 

The local Salvation Army Branch has assisted in help- 
ing four cases. 

An interesting day was spent at Lakeville State Hospital 
with the Junior girls. We talked and played with the crippled 
children, and lingered at the bedside of those less active. It 
does one good to see how much help is given to these people, 
and, in some cases, the “near miracles” that are being per- 
formed. Braces, Therapy, medication, and even education 
by qualified teachers is continued with children while being 
hospitalized. 

In May, the first oral (Sabin) Polio vaccine was given to 
all children from three months through nursery school, kin- 
dergarten and first grade. This was type #1. In June, type 
#3 Was given to this same group and type #2 will be given this 
year, which, so far as is now known, will complete the im- 
munization without further treatment. It is quite possible 
that a change might be made, but, as of now, types one, two 
and three given when issued is expected to eradicate the 
possibility of becoming a victim of poliomyelitis. 

Well Child Conferences were held, with Dr. Gleason pre- 
siding. This is a popular program with young mothers and 
those with problems that may not be classified as a sickness. 
Sick children are referred to the family physician. There 
were 178 children representing seventy-two families. 

School registration was held in May and August and 
fifty-two first graders were enrolled. More have come since 
that time. 

Health records are sent out to all schools to which our 
transient students are transferred, as well as to instituclons 
of higher learning, and new jobs. A 
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We have at present only one active tubercular case, but 
all our arrested cases are x-rayed periodically, as well as 
contacts. This will continue to be done at Barnstable County 
Hospital. 


Bedside nursing is done in the home when requested, 
and treatment given when ordered by the family doctor. 
Teaching members of the family to care for the sick at home 
and helping them to help themselves is part of our work. 
We make many visits to the aged and chronically sick, and 
when called to assist, we are glad to visit the rest homes 
where a registered nurse is not obliged to be part of the staff. 
Such calls come from the patients physicians. Visits for one 
thing or another from children to the clinic room are also 
part of the nurse’s routine. We are having far less accidents 
especially of the more serious variety since the merry-go- 
round was retired from active service, thanks to Mrs. Tyson. 


Each branch of the nursing service, which takes in home 
visits, hospital visits, clinics for prevention, immunization, 
infants and pre-school children and adults, appointments, 
teaching, and others, has gone well, and cooperation has 
been superior. As I read over the above report, I can see much 
more that might be said, but as we all know, serving the 
public in such a capacity as I, there is much that cannot be 
said or written, and a few things we like to forget. 


Going about during the Summer I meet and hear many 
tourists and former residents whose comments on our Town 
improvements in the past few years have been commendable. 
Restoring its antiquity, preserving its culture, improving its 
educational facilities, and enforcing law and order are but a 
few of the finer things we can boast of. We should all work 
to keep and preserve these wonderful gifts, and let nothing 
happen to prevent their continuation. I feel they all are pav- 
ing stones along the road to health and happiness.

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Report of the Chief of Police

Sandwich, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 


Following is my report as Chief of Police for the Town 
of Sandwich for 1962. 


The thorniest problems this department encountered dur- 
ing the past year had to do with our young people. 


Not that they are either better or worse than their 
fathers and mothers, uncles and brothers, or even their grand- 
parents. It is just that with modern mobility, and an increase 
in numbers, that they are more prevalent, and more spec- 
tacular. 


Take a good look at our teen-ager. He, or she, wants 
to do something, be something, make a mark at something, 
and has a head full of ideas, some not so good, some not 
so bad, and some surprisingly good, but is quite convinced 
that his elders will veto about everything as at least imprac- 
tical, if not illegal, immoral or dangerous. So he makes his 
mark, on the phone booth at the Drug Store. 


If he laughs in public with his friends he may be thought 
to be fresh; if he gathers in a group it is suspected as a juve- 
nile gang; if he decorates his car it is a hotrod; lf he doesn’t it 
is because he never takes care of his property; if he travels 
with the bunch he’s a conformist; if he doesn’t there’s some- 
thing wrong with him; if he likes the company of girls he’s 
a young wolf who’s started early; if he feels he doesn’t care 
too much for female company he’s odd and will bear watch- 
ing; if he has questions for his elders he’s too dumb to figure 
things out for himself; if he doesn’t he’s a smart aleck kid 
who thinks he has all the answers. 
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Take a good look. He’s your own image at the same 
age, with modern trappings added. Compare him with his 
older brother and take comfort in the knowledge that in a 
couple of more years this one will grow up too and your 
troubles will be over until the grandchildren reach their 
teens. 


Your troubles but not ours, because to the police there is 
an endless string of kids coming along, with some always 
ready to step into the footprints of those who have passed 
into adulthood, and some to make new steps too. 


In the race from the middle teens to adulthood there are 
many pitfalls and our problem, as parents and as police 
officers is to get them through this stage without being hurt, 
and if possible without a record that will haunt them in 
years to come. 


No one knows the value of a clean record better than a 
police officer, and no one sees the damage a poor record can 
cause as vividly as does the chief of a small police depart- 
ment. 


It’s easy to lose temper and crack down. It’s easy to put 
some one into court as an example to the rest. It’s tough to 
see some one in his middle twenties paying for it in oppor- 
tunity gone forever. 


Minors with liquor are a problem, always have been, and 
brobably will continue to be. 


Members of this department stopped and checked 23 
car loads of minors during the Spring and early Summer, all 
with liquor, some in case lots and more. There were usually 
4 to 6 people in the car. It is not the fact that they had 
liquor that causes surprise because it is something the young 
have tried as long as there have been stills. It is the danger 
to which they expose themselves that causes concern. Today’s 
faster and more powerful vehicles, adding the dangers of 
speed and distance from home, to the sense of freedom that 
comes in a locale where no one knows one’s parents, are fac- 
tors that make for even greater danger to youngsters not 
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used to liquor than there used to be when you and I tried 
a couple of bottles of home brew back in the days of pro- 
hibition. 


These though are all the average youngsters who make 
up the great majority of the young. Unfortunately there is 
a minority that causes serious trouble, and contributes 
greatly to the difficulties of all who are growing up. 


For more years than I have been chief this department 
has had a set policy of keeping the young out of court where 
possible. That it is not always possible is attested by the fact 
that of the 169 charges brought in court this past year, 48 
were against juveniles, including drunk, operating with no 
license, breaking and entering both at night and during the 
day time, use of motor vehicle without authority, larceny 
both over and under $100 and malicious destruction of pro- 


perty. 


The fact that better than 90% of this juvenile business 
came to us from off-Cape is small comfort because we are 
getting within closer and closer range of this and other 
trouble as the network of super highways bring the urban 
areas Closer to us in travel time. 


Fortunately, cooperation between law enforcement orga- 
nizations at all levels, State, County and Local is at a high 
level, and has aided immeasurably in bringing some of our 
cases to successful conclusions. We are not happy with the 
number of cases still active on our files, but they would cer- 
tainly have been much more numerous had it not been for 
this assistance. 


One of the most sickening things we run across is sense- 
less malicious vandalism, destruction just for the sake of de- 
stroying. The owner of a summer cottage at East Sandwich 
has been victimized by this twice in two years to a degree 
that is unbelievable. Some one in this case has a severe 
emotional problem that is going to lead to real trouble for 
his or her family if it is not treated and cured. 
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We arranged our work schedule this year to give better 
coverage at night, necessitating another officer three nights a 
week to cover while the regulars are on their time off. We also 
had two summer officers on duty in addition to the usual, 
one working from mid-June to mid-September, and further 
find that during the winter we have to hire an officer three 
Gays each week to work on the winter check of the vacant 
houses and cottages. This officer has to check more than 
100 every day, three days a week in order to make the rounds 
once in two weeks. This all adds up to another full time job 
and I request that the Town consider hiring another patrol- 
man. 


We have also been running on the edge of potential dis- 
aster to some one for years by not having round the clock 
coverage at the telephones and radios at the Fire and Police 
Building. This building, representing many thousands of tax 
dollars, with more thousands in equipment stored in it, is 
empty and unguarded for hours on end. More important in 
potential cost and injury is the fact that there so often is no 
cone there to answer the phone and to ring the alarm in case 
of fire or serious accident. Too often we are depending on 
some one to be at my home to answer, or, if no one is there, 
on the telephone operator to call around to find an officer 
or a member of the Rescue Squad to handle the emergency, 
this at times when seconds often are not expendable. 


With the Fire Engineers I feel that the Town should give 
serious thought to a system whereby the phones and radios in 
this station are covered 24 hours a day before some one’s life 
or property suffers from this lack of coverage. 


Advanced training for police officers becomes more and 
more important as modern science and Knowledge adds to 
police equipment, and modern court decisions, with increased 
emphasis on civil rights, make apprehension and prosecution 
of criminals more and more difficult. 


Both of our regular officers are graduates of the State 
Police School for Local Officers sponsored by the Massachu- 
setts Chiefs of Police, and I certainly hope and expect to have 
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any who may be added to the department in the future take 


the same training. We are also taking advantage of courses | 


for police training that are offered from time to time at 
Northeastern University. 


Our Special Police have been of immeasurable assistance 
during the past year in filling in as needed on spots the regu- 
lar officers can not cover, often at considerable personal in- 
convenience. The department would be in a bad way without 
them. We are also working with the Civil Defense Director 
toward re-activating the C.D. Auxiliary Police. 


A survey we made at the Town Beach last summer indi- 
cates that more than half of the business there on weekends 
comes from people who are here for the day from off-Cape and 
who come here for two reasons, one that they like the beach 
and the other that, unlike the State and Barnstable beaches 
that border us, this one is free. I feel that this year we should 
set up a sticker system so that townspeople and their guests, 
and people who are renting in Sandwich can use the beach 
without charge, while a parking fee in line with those at other 
beaches is imposed on those who do not qualify for the 
stickers. 


This department has two Rambler Ambassador cruisers 
at present, the older having been bought in 1960. This car 
now has 112,000 miles and should be replaced as the upkeep 
on it for another year would be very high. This car incident- 
ally has been very satisfactory as have the other two of this 
make that we have used so far. 


Safety on the highway is everyone’s problem. Accidents 
can and do happen to any one at any time. It is not just the 
wild and foolish and drinking driver who gets hurt. More ac- 
cidents happen to perfectly ordinary persons on dry roads in 
broad day light than to any other group at any other time. 

There are certain rudimentary precautions every one can 
take against accidents, and every one knows them because 
they are just common sense. There is one thing however that 


every one can do to cut down on the chance of injury in an 


accident and that is to equip his car with safety belts, and see 
to it that everyone in the car uses them. 


, 
| 
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Our one fatal accident last year cost the life of a man 
known and respected throughout the Cape and the saddest 
thing about it is that had he had a safety belt his injuries 
would have been negligible if any at all had been received. 
Get belts. Use them. Drive carefully. 


Again I call to your attention the Scouts, Cub Scouts, 
Junior Fire Department, Blue Birds, Camp Fire, Horizons, Lit- 
tle League, Babe Ruth League, 4H and the various organiz- 
ations sponsored by the churches for the youth in our town. 
We are hopeful that a new Teen Council will come into being 
this next year. Here, with youth working with experience is 
the answer to many of the problems that plague all of us. 
There is never a surfeit of adult help and there is a place for 
everyone who wants to assist. Don’t hesitate to volunteer. 


I take this opportunity to thank the other Cape Depart- 
ments, the Sheriff’s Department, the State Police, the Regis- 
try, Conservation Officer LaFarr, the Air Police at Otis, the 
School and the various other departments and civic organiz- 
ations of the town for the fine cooperation and support I have 
received from them in the past year. 


This report would be incomplete if I did not express the 
sorrow and sense of loss all the department members experi- 
enced at the death of our friend and fellow officer Gil S. 
Condinho who finished his term on earth last fall and has 
gone his way, leaving a host of friends and no enemies, and a 
gap in our ranks that will be hard to fill. 


This is the time to tally the results for the year, and the 
following list of departmental business should complete the 
picture of our activity for 1962.

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Report of the Fire Engineers — 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Sandwich 


Gentlemen: 


Following is the report of the Fire Department for the 
year 1962. 


During the year the Fire Department was called to 5 
house fires with damage amounting to $2,155.00. 


This year we answered less fire calls than in the last 
few years and damage was Kept to a minimum. 


Following is a breakdown of the Sandwich and East 
Sandwich stations:

Stand-by for Power Failure 4 
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Members of the department made 12 trips to the Barn- 
stable County Training School during the year. Also 13 men 
took part in a 2-day seminar for different types of fire train- 
ing. These men received certificates for successfully com- 
pleting the course. 


Our new rescue truck was put into service this year and 
was partly paid for by the government. This truck is equipped 
with the latest equipment. 


This year we have added a Junior Auxiliary Fire Depart- 
ment which consists of 15, 16, and 17-year-old groups. They 
are trained every two weeks and have already proven them- 
selves with the help they have given the regular depart- 
ment at two major fires this year. During the day the regular 
department is shorthanded; it is then these boys fill in and 
help. 


There were 62 oil inspections, 226 gas inspections for 
the year. 


If you have a new oil furnace or gas installation, make 
sure the installer makes out an application for a permit to be 
given to your oil and gas inspector so he may inspect and 
give you a permit. Have your gas and vent pipes checked 
frequently by your gas dealer and have oil furnaces and 
burners cleaned annually by a licensed man. 


More and more a dispatcher is needed around the clock 
to cover fire and police calls. Emergencies do not always 
come over the phone. Some come by radio and some by people 
passing by. We have an $80,000 building with $100,000 worth 
of fire equipment and no one to watch over it. We are the 
only Fire and Police Station in Barnstable County that does 
not have a dispatcher. There have been delays in answer- 
ing alarms because of not having proper coverage. So far, 
we have been extremely lucky. At one major fire this year a 
man drove to the station to give the alarm, searched the 
building from top to bottom and finally pushed a button on 
the alarm board which activated the siren. There are more 
important reasons why we should have coverage twenty- 
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four hours a day. The police have their reasons for coverage 
also. This dispatcher could make out reports for Police and 
Fire which have to be done every day. Also people could call 
for Fire Permits, Ambulance and Rescue Calls could be re- 
ceived and sent out. We, the Board of Fire Engineers, with 
the cooperation of the Police Department feel that this 
proposal should be put before the people at the annual March 
Town Meeting. 


The Board of Engineers wish to thank the people who 
answer our Red Phone System for their good work. We also 
thank the Volunteer Fire Department and the Auxiliary 
Fire Department for their cooperation and good work. Not 
only when the whistle blows do these men have to man the 
trucks. These trucks have to be checked at least every other 
day along with equipment so they may be ready for the 
next call. Many hours are put into this equipment that is 
not known to the public. 


We are still nursing a thirty-three-year-old truck along 
with a twenty-five-year-old one. This latter truck is cost- 
ing us considerable money each year to keep in shape. 


We wish to thank the Police Department for taking our 
fire calls when they can and taking care of traffic problems 
at fires.

I hereby submit my report for the year ending December 
31, 1962. 

The following roads, taken by the Town in the past 
several years, have been completed and now have gone into 
the maintenance program:

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Report of the Tree Warden and 


Insect Pest Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


This past year we had six elm trees that were confirmed 
positive Dutch Elm Disease. These trees have been taken 
down and disposed of. No tree is removed until samples of 
twigs have been sent to the Shade Tree Laboratories at the 
University of Massachusetts to be analyzed and a positive re- 
port returned to this Department. 


Trees removed because of the Dutch Elm Disease will be 
replaced in the Spring. There still has been no cure dis- 
covered for the disease. The only means which we have for 
combatting it which has proved effective is cutting out the 
dead wood, spraying, removing infected trees and burning all 
elm wood. 


We cannot predict what will happen next Summer. We 
hope that by continuing our spraying and sanitation pro- 
gram we will be able to keep our losses small. 


The trees on the State Highway are entirely under the 
control of the Massachusetts Department of Public Works. 
The spray program for the elm leaf beetle infestation was 
carried on during the months of July and August. This 
infestation seemed to be quite spotty this year and in some 
areas required several sprayings to bring it under control. 


We feel that our work to eradicate poison ivy is show- 
ing very good results and with continued spraying it will 
be reduced to a minimum. According to Chapter 660 of the 
General Laws, this Department is allowed to spray 100 feet 
into private property with the owner’s permission.

The new brush breaker that was bought in 1961 has 
proven itself time and time again keeping forest fire acreage 
damage down. | ) 


It is hoped that a dispatcher will be put in our Fire 
Station so that we may have closer contact with our County 
fire plane, state patrols, towers, and our fire trucks. Also, 
that the citizens of the town will be able to call at one place 
at any time for permits. 


A permit is needed for all outdoor fires, rain or shine. 
This code is being carried out through Barnstable County. ‘+ 

I wish to thank, at this time, all Deputy Forest Wardens 
for their fine work. Also surrounding towns for their help 
and cooperation.

The operation of the Hoxie House was carried on the 
same as in previous years and there was an increase of 878 
in paid admissions over the 1961 season. 


The combined income for the Hoxie House and Grist Mill 
was $8,333.75, with a total attendance of 16,911. The sale 
of joint tickets proved to be very successful and it was most 
gratifying to see that the Summer visitors enjoyed having 
more to see when visiting Sandwich and that they were stay- 
ing longer here. 


As of the 1963 Town Meeting, the Restoration Commit- 
tee is asking that it be discharged and that a permanent 
historical planning committee be appointed. The function 
of this committee would be to manage and operate the Hoxie 
House and Grist Mill and in addition thereto keep a con- 
stant check on the historical aspects of the Town of Sand- 
wich and plan for anything that might add to or promote 
our existing historical program.

The Town of Sandwich has been surveyed by the firm of 
Walter M. Gaffney Associates for Shelter protection, two 
phases of which have been completed. Their report shows 
that two buildings can be certified. 


To certify a shelter it must have at least capacity for 
fifty persons or more. Phase number three is now in process 
to certify these places and mark the Shelters for the public, 
also to add other Shelters as well. 


The certification of these Shelters means that the Gov- 
ernment will supply necessary food and equipment for readi- 
ness in case of disaster.

With adoption by the voters at the last Annual Town 
Meeting and subsequent approval by the Attorney General, 
the Building Code of the Town of Sandwich became law as of 
July 2, 1962. The following is my report as Building Inspec- 
tor for the period of July 2 through December 31, 1962.

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The applicants estimated value of the construction is 
$279,750.00 and it is quite obvious that this is a most conserva- 
tive figure. Fees in the amount of $404.00 were collected and 
turned over to the Town Treasurer. There was a very con- 
siderable amount of construction in progress throughout the 
Summer being carried on under permits issued by the Se- 
lectmen’s Office prior to the effective date of the new law. 


All old permits that had not been put to use prior to October — 


1 were declared invalid and the holders of same so notified by 
the Selectmen’s Office. 
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With the appointment of a Building Inspector, the en- 
forcement of the “Zoning Act” or Protective By-Law of the 
Town was found to be his job also. As may be assumed, the 
application of the Building Code and the enforcement of 
the Zoning Act have had some problems. With the gratify- 
ing cooperation of the Deputy Building Inspector, Howard 
Burke, the members of the Planning Board, Appeal Board, 
Board of Health and the sage counsel of the Board of Select- 
men, all of the problems have been resolved to the mutual 
satisfaction of all parties concerned. Most of the people en- 
countered seem to favor the Building Code and the Zoning 
Act but want to know if these laws apply to them. 


It is to be assumed that there will be controversial cases 
arising and an occasional difference of opinion; also, the pos- 
sibility of an honest mistake, but it is the sincere ambition 
of this office to administer the duties of the office of Build- 
ing Inspector in an equitable and impartial manner con- 
sistent with my ability.

To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Submitted herewith is the 72nd Annual Report of the 
library. 


Several improvements have been made during the year 
the most rewarding of which is the refinishing of the floors. 
The beautiful finish makes the whole library more cheer- 
ful and stands the heavy traffic very well. New glass doors 
were installed and the new file cabinet for the juvenile cata- 
logue is a great help. The powder room was redecorated and 
some new furniture added which is much appreciated. Mr. 
Walker unearthed an oil lamp with a Sandwich glass globe 
from the store room and cleaned it up to enhance the shelf 
back of the desk. 


The high school students have continued to use the 
library and this year I believe they have come a little more 
for use of reference books, though many still consider the 
library just a meeting place. We were sorry to have to de- 
prive two boys the use of the library for a month because they 
did not know how to behave while here. We are always glad 
to have any number of young people here as long as they 
realize that the library is for the use and enjoyment of books. 


Exhibits of new books were arranged during National 
Library Week and Children’s Book Week, during which Jac- 
queline Hart held a story hour for the younger children. Be- 
cause of the small attendance it was decided not to have 
another in December. 


The librarians and four trustees attended the Spring 
Meeting of the Cape Cod Library Club in Chatham and we 
were happy to welcome the Club to our library for the Annual 
Meeting in October, at which time your librarian was re- 
elected President. It was a lovely day and I wish to thank the 
Trustees and their wives for helping to make it such a suc- 
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cessful meeting. At the morning meeting in the library 
Mrs. Charles Lloyd, Mrs. Howard Carlson and Mrs. Philip 
Peltz served as hostesses for the coffee hour, Mrs. Lloyd 
decorated the library and Mrs. Hazel Blake French arranged 
our beautiful exhibit case. Mrs. John H. Field and Mrs. Philip 
Granger served a delicious luncheon at the Christopher Wren 
Church assisted by a very able Committee from the Church 
Circle. The afternoon meeting was held at the Glass Museum 
where Mrs. Doris Kershaw gave an interesting talk. About 
fifty librarians and trustees attended and all were very appre- 
ciative of the hospitality of our library. 


We are grateful to the many friends who are always 
contributing to the welfare of the library.

There have been 194 library applications signed during 
the year, 61 of which were Summer visitors and 20 cards 
were removed making our registration 1,661.

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been catalogued of which 176 were adult fiction, 150 adult 
non-fiction, 104 juvenile fiction and 75 juvenile non-fiction. 
This year we purchased the latest edition of the World Book 
Encyclopedia for the juvenile department. We have dis- 
carded 185 adult and 27 juvenile books and the coming year 
must see an even more drastic weeding in order to make 
room for the new books we are constantly adding. 


In November, the library was closed one day to enable 
the librarians to have a short vacation. During this they 
visited the beautiful new library in Ridgewood, N. J., and were 
shown all the wonderful equipment of the Chief librarian. 
It is hoped that some day Sandwich may have a much needed 
new wing so that there will be more room both for modern 
processing of books, for displaying more of the wonderful 
books that we have and for comfortable reading facilities. 


I am happy to report that as this is being written 
many crates have been delivered which when opened and 
the contents installed will add greatly to our shelf space.

School Entrance: 


The State Laws require that all children, seven years 
of age and over who are physically and mentally able, attend 
school. Any child resident of Sandwich may attend school 
provided he has reached the age of five years and eight 
months on or before September first of the year of entrance. 


Birth Certificate: 


All children, except those born in Sandwich, must pre- 
sent a birth certificate before entrance to the first grade. 
Births of children born in Sandwich will be checked at the 
Town Hall. 


Vaccination: 


No child shall be allowed to enter school without a certifi- 
cate of vaccination. 


No School: 


Every effort will be made to have school whenever 
feasible. Children not properly clothed should be kept home 
on stormy days. On those days when transportation by 
school bus is impossible, no school sessions will be held. The 
notice will be broadcast over radio stations WEEI, WNAC, 
WBZ, WHDH, and WOCB at 7:00, 7:30, and 8:00 a.m. Also, 
there will be one long blow from the Sandwich and the East 
Sandwich Fire Stations at 7:00 a.m. for grades 7-12, and 
again at 8:00 a.m. for grades 1-6. 
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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and the 
Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Iam pleased to submit my seventh annual report to the 
citizens of Sandwich. The first part of the report will be 
devoted to our present and future educational needs. The 
second part will point out some of the highlights of the 
school year 1962. 


When I became your Superintendent of Schools in 1956, 
the Henry T. Wing School had a student body of 273, a faculty 
of 15 and a budget of $88,662. 


At the present time, we have a student body of 437, a 
faculty of 24, and a budget of $212,513. 


In this short period of time, we have increased our stu- 
dent body 164, our faculty 9 and our budget $123,851. The 
impact as well as the increases are significant! 


In 1955 and 1956, studies were made regarding the ad- 
visability of “Regionalizing.’ When it became evident that 
the citizens preferred their own building program, the Sand- 
wich School Building Committee planned and initiated an 
addition to the old building, which consisted of six elementary 
classrooms, administrative and clinical area and a gymna- 
sium-auditorium with related facilities. Renovations were 
also made in the old building whereby the old auditorium be- 
came the cafetorium, the old cafeteria a Home Economics 
room, and the old chemistry and physics laboratory was fur- 
nished with up-to-date laboratory equipment. These changes 
and additions were completed and put to use in September, 
1959. All of these facilities are used at present, and several 
sub-standard rooms have to be used in order to accommodate 


our classes. 
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The Sandwich School Committee, aware of the increase 
at the elementary level, and also the limited breadth of our 
Grades 7-12 curriculum, petitioned the voters to initiate 
studies of the Town’s educational needs and then bring to 
the townspeople their recommendations to meet these needs. 
This is being done and is based partly upon the projected en- 
rollment as outlined below:

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Enrollment figures at best are an “educated guess!” 
However, our previous experiences has indicated that, as a 
rule, we are inclined to be under, rather than over, on our 
figures. 


You will note from these figures, that at present we have 
273 (including Special Class) enrolled in Grades 1-6; that in 
1967 we should have, in the same grades, approximately 446 
students. In the first case, 12 classrooms are needed, and in 
the second case, all regular classrooms will probably be filled 
by this time. 


An elementary school, of 12 or more classrooms, needs its 
own principal, who, as an elementary specialist, can supervise, 
coordinate and develop a “top notch” program. The Building 
Committee plans call for such a unit which, while joined to 
the other facilities, will function as a separate unit. 


You will also note that in Grades 7-12, we have at present 
164 enrolled. While only 8 home rooms are needed, parents 
must understand that with extra services such as Home Eco- 
nomics, commercial laboratories, guidance, library, etc. as 
well as divided classes at each grade level (college and non- 
college), many more class areas are needed to handle an ex- 
panded and balanced curriculum. 


While the enrollment in Grades 7-12 may have grown 
only to 230 by 1967, the recommended increased secondary 
facilities should take care of expansion at this level for some 
time to come. Parents must keep in mind that if their 
children are to meet both college and business competition, 
the expanded curriculum, the additional facility and the re- 
lated facilities must be added. Both the School Committee 
and the Building Committee have come to these conclusions. 
These facts were further emphasized in the report of the 
New England College and Secondary School Evaluation Com- 
mittee which visited the Henry T. Wing School last Spring. 


Parents must also realize that in order to give our stu- 
dents the needed curriculum offerings, some classes will be 
small in size for some years to come. 
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You may raise the question, “What happens if the build- 
ing program is postponed?” The enrollment figures point to a 
shortage of classrooms by September, 1964. The only alterna- 
tive is to set up a double session program and continue with 
a limited curriculum. Irrespective of which plan is followed, 
operating costs will approximately double by 1967. 


Some of the items of interest which have taken place in 
the Henry T. Wing School during the year 1962 are as follows: 


Three training-teacher students from Bridgewater State 
College have trained here, each for a three-month period, 
under the guidance of three of our elementary teachers: 
Carolyn Van Buskirk trained under Mrs. Eva Strain, Grade 1. 
She is now a teacher in Colorado Springs, Colorado; Sheila 
Mooney trained under Mrs. Nora Bianchi, Grade 2. She is 
now a teacher in Bourne, Mass.; and Jacquelyn (Morrow) 
Hart trained under Miss Vema Consolini, Grade 2. She is now 
completing her final year at Bridgewater State Teachers’ 
College. All three girls received grades of A in their Training 
Course at college as a result of the excellent training they 
had here under these three teachers. Incidentally, we were 
given some fine compliments regarding the work of our three 
teachers from the training supervisors who visited us during 
the training periods. 


In March, under the leadership of Mr. John Millane of 
the State Department of Education, an Evaluation Commit- 
tee visited our high school for three days to evaluate our 
educational plant, curriculum and staff. Their visit was 
pleasant and their report of interest and value to us. In 
December, at the Annual Meeting in Boston, of the New 
England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the 
announcement was made of the official accreditation of our 
high school. A follow-up check will be made within the next 
two years to determine whether or not certain recommenda- 
tions made by the Committee of Evaluation have been car- 
ried out.

This past Spring our girls’ softball team became the Cape 
Cod Small Schools Softball Champions. 


The Annual Basketball Championship game was played 
in our gymnasium in February when Dennis-Yarmouth bat- 
tled Harwich for the Cape Championship. 


Three members of our soccer team made the Cape All- 
Star Soccer Team this Fall. Mervin Hardwick made the first 
team and Walter Alvezi and Kenneth Mize were chosen for 
the second team. 


The PTA held its Annual Honors Dinner at Peters Pond 
to honor those young people who had maintained an average 
of 85 or above for every subject in every marking period for 
the entire school period of a school year. Those honored 
were:

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The Cafetorium now has for its staff, Mrs. Mary Morrow, 
Manager, Mrs. Beulah Donovan, Mrs. Adeline Pipatti, Mrs. Aili 
Kaipainen and Mrs. Ida Lloyd.
